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GEN. SICKLES WOULD 
HEAD AVENGING MOB 


If Twenty Years Younger, Says He 
Would Punish G. A. R. Critics. 


Bhows a Letter from Senator Scott, and 
Declares President McKinley Per- 


sonaliy Confirmed It. 


Gen. Daniel E. Sickles was indignant 
Yesterday when he read a dispatch from 
Washington to the effect that Senator 
Scott of West Virginia had repudiated the 
alleged pledge of the Republican National 
Committee that if Mr. McKinley were re- 
elected President he would appoint another 
Pension Commissioner at the close of H. 
Clay Evans's term of office. 

The repert from Washington said that 
Senator Scott had had an interview with 
the Commissioner over the telephone, and 
that he had authorized Mr. Evans to make 
denial in his name of Gen. Sickles’s state- 
ment that there was any specific pledge be- 
fore the last election that a change would 
be made ir the administration of the Bu- 
reau of Pensions. 

To a reporter for THE New YorK TIMES 
who called at his home, 23 Fifth Avenue, 
yesterday afternoon, the General frankly 
chglfenged the statement of the Senator, 
and to strengthen hts position produced a 
letter of which the following is a copy:

My Dear General: Yours of the 29th to hand, 
and contents noted. Of course it would be im- 
possible for me to say to you that the President 
would not appoint, or that he would appoint, 
certain individuals, but I think I can safely say 
that I hardly think Evans will be continued as 
Commissioner, and I have no doubt that the 
President and all of us who are interested in his 
election will try to see to it that there is a 
Commissioner of Pensions who will be satis- 
factory to the old soldiers. 

I think this is all that I could say on that 
subject without, perhaps, embarrassing the Presi- 
dent, and possibly the committee, but I think 
you can take it for granted that things will be 
about on the line that you suggest. 

With kindest regards, and wishing you a very

The foregoing letter, which Gen. Sickles 
says can be interpreted in no other way 
than as a specific pledge to remove Mr. 
Evans, was called out by the ietter of 
Gen. Sickles to the Republican National 
Committee, dated Sept. 29, 1900. The com- 
mittee had written to the General, and 
asked him to take part in the campaign, 
giving him his choice of territory in which 
to work. Nothing was said in the com- 
mittee’s first letter, a copy of which was 
shown to the reporter, about doing work 
among old soldiers. 

Gen. Sickles then communicated with Mr. 
Scott, and said that his usefulness as a 
campaign orator would be greatly aug- 
mented if he were authorized to convey to 
every representative of the old soldiers 


in disaffected localities certain assur- 
ances. 


WHAT GEN. SICKLES ASKED. 


These assurances involved the appoint- 
ment of a man as Pension Commissioner 
who would be acceptable to the Pension 
Committee of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, and the administration of pension 
laws by the “liberal construction_always 
given to remedial statutes, ana the crea- 
tion of a Court of Pension Appeals.” 

“I was speaking advisedly,” the Gen- 
eral wrote on this subject, ‘“‘and I com- 
mend it most earnestly to the prompt and 
favorable action of yourself and your col- 
Ieagues of the National Committee.” 

On the receipt of Senator Scott's reply, 
quoted above, Gen. Sickles says he took 
it as a pledge, and at once entered the 
field. 

“This crusade against the old soldiers 
being made by papers like THe NEw York 
Times and The New York Evening Post,” 
said Gen. Sickles to the reporter, “is dis- 
graceful. As I said in my letter to THE 
Times, if in any part of the South a 
newspaper should make such wanton at- 
tacks on the Confederate veterans as are 
continually being made in the North upon |

the White House, by appointment, to con- 
gratulate him upon his re-election, He 
then stated to us that it was his intention 
to choose a successor to Commissioner | 
Evans at the expiration of his term of of- 
fice. The testimony of these gentlemen 
will be given if necessary. The same as- 
surance was given to me in the week fol- 
lowing the inauguration, in March last 
when the President gave me the name. 
confidentially, of the successor to Com- 
missioner Evans, whom he had chosen. 

“On the lith inst., in a letter to the 
President, I invited his attention to the 
foregoing facts, and appealed to him to 
take early action in view of the proceedings 
of the State encampments of the Grand

My Dear President McKinley: Referring to our 
conversation, early in March last, touching the 
Bureau of Pensions, I beg to recall to your no- 
tice the suggestions I then made, indicating the 
importance of an early appointment of a succes- 

| sor to the present Commissioner. The recent ac- 

| tions of several State Encampments strongly 

; urging such an appointment confirm the impres- 
sions I then had. I hope you will not delay ac- 
tion any longer in this direction. 

Personally, I am placed in a very embarrassing 
position in this matter. Before setting out for 
the West, in the last Presidential campaign, I 
felt constrained, in view of my knowledge of the 
sentiment among veteran soldiers, to ask the 
National Committee for a distinct assurance 
chat another Commissioner of Pensions would be 
appointed on the expiration of the term of the 
present incumbent. Such assurances were given 
me, ‘and I found it necessary in Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, and in Kansas and Nebraska to inform 
veterans that the present incumbent would not 
continue in office after the expiration of his term 
of four years. During the past six weeks I have 
received a great many letters from those States 
reminding me of the assurances I had given, and 

| some of them, I regret to say, reproach me with 
| something very near deception and bad faith, in 
view of the continuance in office of Mr. Evans. 

I am tenacious of my word and keenly feel any 

just impeachment of it. Some of those letters 

come from the Dayton district of Ohio, where 

Mr. Noyes’s election would have been impossible 

without my personal efforts, backed by the prom- 

ise of a change in the Pension Bureau, as Noyes 
himself wili tell you. I could not visit the Day- 
ton home again under existing circumstances. 

I do hope it may be agreeable to you, without 
further delay, to make an appointment which 
will satisfy the almost universal desire of your 
comrades in the civil war for a change in the 
Pension Bureau. The demand for this will grow 
stronger and stronger every day, and you will 
soon be placed in the dilemma of appearing to 
yield to pressure when you do make an appoint- 
ment, or, on the cther hand, if you continue the 

office, you will find 
yourself in painful conflict with the sentiments 
of the civil war veterans, who, with almost entire 
unanimity, gave you their cordial support in No- 
vember last. So strong is this feeling in Kan- 
sas and Nebraska, for example, that, in my 
judgment, both of these States would vote for 
if an election were to come off to-mor- 
row. 

Let me appeal to you to act promptly. 
have writter to you on this subject early last 
month if I had feit at liberty to intrude upon 
you at a moment when you were at the bedside 
of your beloved wife; but now, when she is hap- 
pily out of danger, I can no longer disregard a 
sense of duty and friendship which impels me to 
make this appeal.

REPLY TO BE MADE PUBLIC. 


“I am not yet ready to give out the Pres- 
ident’s reply to this letter,’’ said Gen. 


Sickles, ‘‘ but it will be made public at the 
proper time. Just now I will not discuss it | 
at all. I have a great deal of correspond- 
ence which renders my position impregna- 
ble, and it will be disclosed from time to 
time as the situation develops. 

“What we want is a man of sense and 
patriotism in the Pension Office. Not 5 per 
cent. of pension claims are fraudulent; not 
so large a percentage of fraud is attempted 
as in any other department of the Govern- 
ment. Frauds are attempted by business

} houses that claim to be respectable and re- 


sponsible every day on the Custom House, 
but nobody thinks of attacking business 
men as a whole. There are a thousand 


! cases of attempted fraud in almost every 


other department to one in the Pension Bu- 
reau, and we are getting tired of it. You 
can say that if Evans is not removed there 
will be music. He is unfitted for the place 
anyway, and is practically without a war 
record. He was, I think, a Quartermaster’s 
clerk in a ninety-day regiment. 

‘“‘How is it that, if the old soldiers are 
pension bummers, they think so much of 
John C. Black, who was Commissioner un- 
der Mr. Cleveland? He denied as many 
claims as Evans. It is simply this: Black 
was the soldiers’ friend and they realized 
it. He could say ‘No’ and give a better 
impression than Evans does when he says 
‘ Yes.’ 


T see that Evans says 
he has a ruling of the Attorney General on 
a question that he has decided against the 
old soldiers. I challenge the statement and 
defy him to produce proof that he speaks 
rhe truth.”’ 


SENATOR SCOTT ON PROMISES. 


Does Not “Positively Deny” Anything 
—“‘Il Was in Politics Then and 
Writing Political Letters.”

WASHINGTON, June 28.—‘‘ If Gen. Sick- 
les has any written pledge from me, such 
as he describes in his statement in THE 
New YorxK Times, he has my permission— 
my invitation—to publish it.” 

This statement was made to-day by Sen- 
ator N. B. Scott of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, who has been repeatedly 
referred to as having negotiated a pledge 
with Gen. Sickles during the last Presiden- 
tial campaign to the effect that,Pension 
Commissioner Evans should be removed 
after election. Earlier in the day, Senator 
Scott had called up Commissioner Evans, 
at his office, by telephone. The Commis- 
sioner understood the Senator to assure 
him that there was nothing in the report 
that he had given Gen. Sickles a written 
pledge to have Evans removed, and gen- 
erally to renew to the Commissioner the 
assurances of his distinguished considera- 
tion. 

‘““Where do you find,’ Senator Scott 
asked, ‘‘any assertion by Sickles that I 
gave him a written promise such as is re- 
ferred to? I have seen it suggested, and I 
have been very careful about denying, be- 
cause during the last campaign I made a 
great many promises. But if Sickles has 
anything: from me to answer to the de- 
scription he has given, I not only cannot 
object to having it published, but think 
that he ought to put it out. 

‘““You see,” said the Senator, “ during 
the campaign I received many letters from 
soldiers complaining about Commission- 
er Evans’s administration of the Pension 
Bureau. The number of these complaints 
seemed large to me, and I was very anx- 
ious to silence the men who complained. 
I have no doubt that to many of those who 
wrote me, I answered that it would be de- 
sirable to get rid of Evans, after the cam- 
paign was over. You see, I was in politics 
then, and was writing political letters. I 
would not pretend to say I had not en- 
couraged the idea that Evans might be 
eliminated with advantage to the vote. 

‘When I went over to New York I took 
with me the woman stenographer who had 
been my confidential clerk when I was in 
the office of Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. have been talking with her 
to-day, and I find that I dictated to her 
17,640 letters during the campaign. These 
include the letters sent to soldiers who 
wanted Commissioner Evans gotten out 
of office. When I asked her if she remem- 
bered any letters promising Gen. Sickles 
that Evans should be dismissed after the 
election, she could not recall it. Yet if she 
had written such a letter or I had dictated 
it, it was important enough to be remem- 
bered. 

** No, I did not suppose that the National 
committee had any power to vacate an of- 
fice, and did not believe that it would un- 
dertake to deprive the President of the 
prerogative vested in him alone. I tell 
you that I do not deny anything; I simply 
doubt that I wrote the letter Sickles says 
he has.”’ ; 

Senator Scott was very explicit about 
having it understood that he ‘vas not posi- 
tively denying anything, but that he was 
willing that publication should reveal the 
degree of his offense. 

Sommissioner Evans declined to-day to 
contribute any more to the discussion that 
has been going on. His budget of letters 
approving his course was large, and con- 
tained not a few letters written in a vein 
of personal disapproval of Gen. Sickles’s 
course. Some of the letters were from 
widows of officers of the Union Army. The 
Commissioner had no comment to make 
upon the instances quoted by Gen. Sickles 
to ilustrate the alleged destruction of 
doubtful cases in the Pension ureau.

The Entire Province Is Reported to 
be Affected. 


MANY VILLAGES DESTROYED 


Hundreds of Their Inhabitants Killed— 
Divergent Dispatches in Regard 
to Prince Tuan. 


LONDON, June 29.—A dispatch from Che- 
Foo reports the entire Province of Shing- 
King (Chinese name for Manchuria) in re- 
volt. 

The rebels are said to be overrunning the 
country, pillaging and burning. It is as- 
serted that in the vicinity of Mukden all 
the villages are being burned, and that 
hundreds of inhabitants have been killed. 

The dispatch says the Russian forces are 
not sufficient to maintain order. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The Times 
says he considers the persistent native re- 
ports of the organization of a Mongol in- 
vasion by Prince Tuan and Gen. Tung- 
Fu-Siang to be worthy of attention on ac- 
count of their inherent probability. 


PEKING, June 28.—Word has been re- 
ceived here of the arrival of Duke Lan and 
Prince Tuan at Ulumski, Turkestan, in which 
place they have been sentenced to reside. 
A Russian Consul is stationed at Ulumski, 
and he will notify the Russian Government 
should the banished Chinese leave that 
place. 


ROYAL VISIT TO CANADA. 


Programme and Itinerary of the Duke 
and Duchess of York Given Out by 
the Secret.ry of State. 

Special to The New. York Times. 


MONTREAL, June 28.—The official pro- 
gramme for the visit of their Royal High- 
nesses, the Duke and Duchess of York, 
to Canada was received from the Secretary 
of State to-night. 

The yacht Ophir, with the royal party on 
board, will arrive at Quebec at noon on 
Monday, Sept. 16. As the hour of arrival 
is dependent on the weather, the Ophir 
may meet all other engagements made 
contingent on its reaching Quebec on time. 
At Quebec they will be officially received 
by the Governor General, the members 
of the Federal and Provincial Governments, 
and the civic authorities of Quebec. As 
Court mourning will not have expired, their 
Royal Highnesses, it is announced, will not 
accept balls or publié banquets, but of- 
ficial dinners, concerts, receptions, re- 
views, games, &c., may be held. The itin- 
erary is as follows: 

Arrive at Quebec midday, Monday, Sept. 
16; leave Quebec Wednesday morning, 
Sept. 18; arrive at Montreal midday 
Wednesday, Sept. 18; leave Montreal 
Friday eoening, Sept. 20; arrive at Ot 
tawa midday Friday, Sept. 20; leave Ot- 
tawa Tuesday morning, Sept. 24; arrive 
at Winnipeg Thursday morning, Sept. a;

1; leavé Victoria Thursday, Oct. 8: arrive 
at Toronto on Monday, Oct. 7; leave Tor- 
onto Saturday, Oct. 12; arrive at St. John, 
N. B., Tuesday, Oct. 15; leave Halifax

COMPROMISED WITH A TOWN. 


Ex-Collector of Taxes of Greenwich Pays 
$21,750 and Suits Are Dropped. 
Special to The New York Times. 


GREENWICH, Conn., June 28.—The suits 
against Philip Finnegan, ex-Collector of 
Texes of Greenwich, and his. thirteen 
bondsmen, have been dropped by the pay- 
ment to the town of $21,750.. At a confer- 
ence of ail parties interested yesterday at | 
3ridgeport an agreement was reached and 
the suits for $150,000 were dropped. Mr. 
Finnegan was for eight years Tax Collector, 
and it is an undoubted fact that he was 
careless in handling the town's money and 
in giving credit for taxes received. That 
he was dishonest is not believed by any 
one. His accounts become mixed, and the 
committee appointed by the town to exam- 
ine the Selectmen's report submitted in 


1899, made a report of the records for sev- 
eral years back, which seemed to indicate 
that by neglecting to file tax Hens on un- 
paid taxable property, not collecting inter- 
est on taxes overdue, &c., the town was the 
loser by about $150,000, 

Amasa Marks was one of the members 
of the investigating committee. He brought 
suits as an individual taxpayer, naming the 
town as a party to the proceedings. Mr. 
Finnegan at the time had about $19,000 
which he admitted was owing the town, but 
he refused to turn it over until released 
from the tax books. The suits came up in 
the Superior Court last September, and 
motions and pleadings of several kinds 
have come up since. A litigation of five 
years seemed possible, for the several ex- 
perts who had examined the tax books ar- 
rived at different conclusions. 

A bill of particulars was asked for, and it, 
seemed at one time as if the names of 
many New Yorkers to whom Finnegan had 
not charged interest on overdue taxes 
would be brought out. Another suit 
brought at the same time against Select- 
man J. A. Lockwood for $3.500 for neglect 
of duties will also be dropped. 


TO REVISE FINLAND’S TARIFF. 


Russia’s Latest Aggression Will Affect | 
the United States.- 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—The latest in 
the series of aggressions upon Finland by | 
Russia may cut some figure in the Russian- 
American tariff muddle. The Czar’s Gov- 
ernment has, it is reported, taken steps to 
secure control of the Finnish Custom 
Houses, with the evident purpose of making | 
the tariff uniform with Russia's. This is 
merely one step more in the Russianization 


of Finland, but its immediate effect will 
be to include Finland in the tariff war. At 
present, as Finland has control of her own 
tariff, she is not embroiled with the United 
States in consequence of Russia's fight with 
this country. The American trade with 
Finland is considerable. 

The Finns get practically all their agri- 
cultural machinery from the United States, 
and agriculture is one of the principal in- 
dustries. The Finns have regarded them- 
selves as practically independent. They 
have had their own laws, their own cus- 
toms, and their own Parliament. For sev- 
eral years the Russian Government has 
been gradually abolishing one evidence of 
independence after another, with the ap- 

arent object of ultimately wiping out Fin- 
and as a political entity. The attack on 
the Finnish tariff is the latest step and 
comes in very opportunely in view of the 
war of tariffs between Russia and the 

United States. 

There is a general movementamong Finns

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of the upper classes for immigration to the 
United States, in view of the inevitable 
downfall of their liberties. A considerable 
tract of land has been secured in Georgia 
and there are Finnish colonies in other 
parts of the United States. The Finns who 
are now coming over are largely of the 
well-to-do class.

HAULED DOWN BRITISH 
FLAG AT SKAGWAY. 


Customs Agent Had Raised the Union 
Jack Over His Office—Cut Down by 
Joaquin Miller’s Brother. 
VANCOUVER, B. C., June 28.—The 
steamer Islander from Skagway to-day 
brings news of an exciting flag episode at 
Skagway. E. S. Busby, Canadian customs 
agent there, acting on instructions from 
Ottawa, hoisted the British flag on a pole 

above his office. 

On the following morning a tall, ath- 
letic-looking man glanced up at the flag, 
and, stopping at the foot of the staff, took 
out his pocketknife, and cutting the hal- 
yards, pulled down the flag and ran the 
halyards through the block, rolled up the 
colors and tossed them into a recess of 
the building. 

Customs Agent Busby came to the de- 
fense of the flag of his country. When he 
reached the flag furler the latter pulled a 
card from his pocket, and, after handing it 
to the astonished Canadian official, turned 
on his heel and walked away. On the card 


was ‘‘ Geo. Miller, attorney at law, Eugene, 
Ore.”’ 

Miller is a brother of Joaquin Miller, the 
California poet, and is visiting friends in 
Skagway. The Skagway News says: 

“ This incident, which has caused no end 
of comment, has been brewing for several 
days. When the flagpole was put up on the 
depot building the matter was called to the 
attention of C. L. Andrews, United States 
Deputy Collector of Customs. 

“Mr. Andrews investigated the matter 
and found nothing in his instructions which 
he thought justified the Canadian office in 


raising the British flag unless the Stars | 
and Stripes waved above it. He according- 
ly called upon Mr. Busby and had a taik 
with him in regard to the proposed innova- 
tion. Mr. Busby showed him a letter from 
the chief customs official of Canada which 
stated in substance that, as American cus- 
toms officiais operating on Canadian soil 
in conditions corresponding to his (Mr. 
Busby’s) office, were permitted to fly the 
flag of their country, he was entitled to the 
right and to go ahead with the flag raising. 

“On the hypothesis that the Canadian 
officials would not go on record with such 
a statement if it were not a fact, Mr. An- 
drews concluded that Mr. Busby was with- 
in his rights, and accordingly took no ac- 
tion in the matter. 

“The question, which bids fair to assume 
international proportions as soon as the 
news of it can reach Washington, is being 
discussed to-day with the mass of senti- 
ment in favor of the man who hauled down 
the flag. On this strip of land which the 
United States has occupied undisputed 
since the days of transfer in 1867, the Ca- 
nadian officials have gradually encroached 
unrestrained by the American Government.

Newberry Library to Own the Works on 
Philology Which Belonged to 
Prince Lucien Bonaparte.

CHICAGO, June 28.—Probably the best 
philological library in the world now be- 
longs to the Newberry, Library of Chicago. 
Prince Louis Lucien Bonaparte collected 
the 15,000 volumes, and spent a fortune on 
the collection and forty years in acquiring 
it. When he died, in 1891, the books were 
offered for sale for $200,000, but Edward E. 
Ayer, one of the Directors of the Newberry 
Library, has now bought the collection for 
the Chicago institution at a lower figure. 

Mr. Ayer made an offer for the Bonaparte 
volumes two years ago, but the heirs of the 
Prince declined to part with them. Yes- ; 
terday, however, Mr. Ayer was notified by 
cable that his proposition would be ac- 
cepted. As soon as the volumes can be 
checked up they will be sent to Chicago. 
Prince Lucien was one of the greatest phil- 
ologists of his day. He began to catalogue 
the books, but had not finished the work 
when he died. 


AMERICAN WRITING PAPER CO. 


An Official Says It Is Not a Borrower 
and Cannot Be Affected by Ad- 


verse Reports. 
Special to The New York Times. 


BOSTON, June 28.—An official of the 
American Writing Paper Company of 
Springficld said to-day while discussing re- 
ports derogatory to that concern: 

‘‘Any statements adverse to the corpor- 
ation cannot possibly have any effect upon 
the company’s business, and they cahnot 
damage in the slightest degree its financial 
standing, as it is not a borrower of money, 
and its only obligation is a bonded indebted- 
ness of $17,000,000, on which there is an an- 
nual interest charge of $850,000. The com- 
pany has no relations whatever with the 
Pynchon Bank, and is not a depositor, and 
the failure of the Pynchon Bank has had 
no effect in any way, shape, or manner on 
the financial position of the company.

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HEAT BRINGS DEATH 
AND MUCH SUFFERING 


Life Rendered Almost Unbearable 
in the Tenement Districts. 


Great Distress Among the Horses— 
Hundreds Revel in the Streams 
from Fire Hoses. 


Despite a brisk southerly breeze that tried 
hard to temper the heat of yesterday, there 
was considerable suffering throughout the 
city. According to Weather Forecaster Em- 
ery, the maximum temperature was 94 
degrees, which was reached at 5:30 o'clock 
in the evening, when the silvery column 
gave up the struggle for the day. The 
highest point reached on the previous day 
was 01% degrees. 

What made the temperature especially 
trying was the high percentage of hu- 
midity. As early as 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing the humidity was .78 per cent. The suf- 
fering, especially in the poorer sections 
of the town, was intense. The park at 
the Battery was crowded from an early 
hour with the poor from the lower section 
of the city, who there sought relief in the 
cool breeze that swept from seaward up the 
Narrows. Far up in the upper floors of 
the down-town sky-scrapers the heat was 
not so severe, but in the street, between 
the tall buildings that reflected the heat 
and cut off every chance of a breeze, men 
and beasts sweltered. % 

Along the water-front, where stevedores 
and longshoremen worked in stifling holds 
of vessels, many had to desist. On a num- 
ber of the docks water hoses were pro- 
vided, and from time to time a man would 
come out of the hold to be doused all over 
and then return to his work with dripping 
clothes. 

On the crowded streets of the east side, 


where more human creatures are huddled 
b 


into houses and more families on floors 
and more individuals into rooms than in 
any other spot on the face of the earth, 
the heat was unbearable. Worn out by the 
first two davs of the heat and exhausted 
for want of restful sleep, people here were 
less able than ever to withstand the tax. 
Many slept on roof tops and on the street 
during the might to get at least partiul 
rest, but not once during the night did the 
heat let up, and with the coming of the 
sun came the awakening of worn-out men 
and women and the crying of suffering 
children. 

The severest suffering, however, was 
among the horses. All day long officers of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals were kept biy answering calls 
to help stricken animals to their feet or to 
end their misery. Down town, shortly aft- 
er 2 o'clock, three horses were overcome 
all within the space of one Broadway 
block. Many drivers stopped at the fire- 
houses to bathe their animals by means of 
the hoses which Chief Croker ordered put 
at the disposal of drivers. The water came 
as a godsend to the animals. Many at 
first were frightened, but as they felt the 
cool water they learned to like the stream. 

At the firehouse at the foot of Chambers 
and Centre Streets, where some 300 horses 
were bathed, one old peddler’s horse caused 
amusement to the crowd which all day long 
hovered about the place to watch the an- 
tics of the animals. The old horse at first 
was very shy of the stream, but he soon 
got used to it and pawed the stream and 
opened his mouth to have it directed into 
it. Finally when his driver got on his seat 
the horse had no intention whatever of 
moving. 

“Get up called the driver, but Mr. 
Horse stood still and pawed the air and ! 
noddéd his head up and down. It was only 
when some one started the animal by lead- 
ing him a step that he finally left. 

Shortly before noon yesterday the ost 
Office notified patrons of heavy mails that 
owing to the heat ten minutes’ headway 
must be allowed in getting mails to the 
Post Office. This order was for the sake 
of sparing men and horses during the heet. 

A few deaths and many prostrations were 
reported. 

A man about thirty-five years old, having 
letters on his person addressed to Charles 
Daskess, 35 Cornhill, Boston, Mass., fas 
found unconscious at Ninth Avenue “and 
Forty-fifth Street abcut 9 o’clock last even- 
ing by Policeman Redmond of the West 
Iorty-seventh Street Station and taken tc 
Roosevelt Hospital.

CHICAGO SIZZLES AT 95. 


Hottest June Day in Six Years—One 
Death. 
Special to The New York Times. 


CHICAGO, June 28.—This has been the 
hottest June day in six years, according 
to the records. On the street level at 8 
o'clock this morning the thermometers 
recorded 80 degrees, and the mercury stead- 
ily rose till it registered 95 degrees at 5 
o'clock this afternoon. The record was 52 
at 10 P. M. There was one death and four 
prostrations. This comparatively favorable 
state of affairs was due to the fact that 
the humidity was only 44. To-night the 
danger signal was up for a squall on the 
lake, especially the upper part. 


BOSTON SWELTERS AT 97. 


Many Score of Persons Prostrated—Two 
Fatalities. 

BOSTON, June 28.—The extreme heat 
ecntinues to burden New England. So far 
as Boston felt it, the Weather Bureau said 
the mercury went to its highest point in 
the record of the office—97. But in the 
narrow streets of the city the thermometer 
ranged from 100 to 105 in the shade. 

Two fatalities occurred on the streets 
against three yesterday, and in addition 
there were two deaths at hospitals of per- 
sons prostrated yesterday. The increase in 
critical cases was marked, at least twenty 
being reported by the hospitals, while the 
minor cases were reckoned by many score. 

Throughout the New England States, 
especially in the cities, the story was 
about the same. 


103 at Lincoln, Neb. 


LINCOLN, Neb., June 28.—The hot weath- 
er record for June was broken in Lincoln 
this afternoon, when the thermometer at 


the Government weather station registered 
1023 at 4 o’clock. All over Southeastern Ne- 
braska the same high temperature exists. 


Heat in Other Cities. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., June 28.—Several 
persons were overcome by the heat here 
to-day, two probably fatally. In Utica the 
temperature was 102 in the shade at 4 P. M. 


In Troy there were two deaths from heat 
prostrations. 


STORM IN THE NORTHWEST. 


One Person Killed and a Number In- 
jured at Minneapolis—Crops 


Destroyed. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., June 28.—Heavy 
storms with more or less damage are re- 
ported all over this section this afternoon 
and the loss will run well up into the thou- 
sands, while a number of people have been 
injured and much live stock killed. The 
worst storm was that which passed through 
a large district south of New Richmond, 
Wis. 2 

It was a genuine tornado, and did much 
damage to farm property, but no lives 
were lost. On a smaller scale it resembled 
the tornado which swept over and de- 
stroyed the greater portion of New Rich- 
mond two "years ago. Over a dozen 
farmers have already reported the loss of 
a part or all their buildings, wind mills, 
live stock, machinery, &c., and the loss 
there will be heavy. 

In some cases the buildings were crushed 
down and in cthers swept away by the 
wind, while flood damage was reported 
elsewhere. A rainfall of nearly four inches 
is reported there. A tornado is also re- 
ported to have caused much loss about 
Sytar Prairie, some distance to the north 
of New Richmond. 

Hector, Minn., reports all crops destroyed 
six miles north of there by a destructive 
hailstorm. Bird Island and Montevideo, 
Mirn., both suffered considerably. In these 
two cities the storm was very threatening, 
but only minor damage was done. 

Holy Bennett at Minneapolis was killed 
by a live wire, and Dell Eck was so shocked 
by a live wire that it was at first thought 
he was dead. 

Mrs. Narey, an employe of the Home 
Laundry, Minneapolis, received a broken 
leg and her shoulder was dislocated. The 
laundry was totally wrecked. The storm 
leveled part of the canvas inclosure of the 
Pawnee Bill Wild West Show, and several 
people were injured, none seriously. 

One of the grain tanks being built by the 
Pioneer Steel Elevator Company in South- 
east Minneapolis was tilted from its foun- 
dation and collapsed. The workmen barely 
escaped. 

In this city there was a heavy wind and 
a drenching rain. Considerable damage of 
a minor sort, although amounting to a 
heavy loss in the aggregate was done. 
Shade trees were blown down. Many chim- 
neys were destroyed, a number of small 
buildings were passinly wrecked, and tel- 
ephone and electric wires were badly de- 
moralized. Half a dozen people were re- 

orted injured, but none yet heard from is 
fh a serious condition. 

A special from West Superior, Wis., says 
there was almost a cloudburst there, and 
that great damage will be done. 


KILLED BY WIFE’S SIDE. 


Same Stroke of Lightning Rendered 
Her Unconsclous—Had Taken 
Refuge Under a.Tree. 


SOUTHINGTON, Conn., June 28.—During 
an electrical storm here to-day Fred H. 
Lee of Pratt’s Corners was killed and his 
wife injured by lightning. Lee and his 
wife had taken refuge under a tree when 
the storm broke. A bolt struck the tree 
and passed down the trunk. 

Lee’s hair was singed, and the _ foot 
through which the current passed was 
burned, but otherwise his body was with- 
out marks when found. Mrs. Lee was ren- 
dered unconscious by the shock, but will 
recover. 


LIGHTNING KILLS ELEPHANT. 


All the Animals in a Show at Eau 
Claire Shocked. 


BAU CLAIRE, Wis., June 28.—Lightning 
to-day struck the animal tent of a circus 
here, killing the trick elephant and stun- 


ning the entire menagerie. Many persons 
were severely shocked. 


Bolt Strikes a Picnic Party. 
PITTSBURG, June 28.—During a storm 
to-day Hghtning struck a large oak tree 
in River View Park, under which Mrs. W. 


H. Young and her four children were eat- 
ing a picnic luncheon. Seoege Young, aged 
six years, was instantly killed; Norman, a 
younger brother, was rendered unconscious, 
and will propably die. Mrs. xoung, her 
eight-year-old daughter, and an infant 
were seriously shocked, but will recover.

PLAN TO REORGANIZE 
ITH NATIONAL BANK 


Leading Stockholders Desirous of 
Continuing Its Business. 


Call to be Issued for Assessment of 100 
Per Cent. on Holdings—Examining 
the Bank’s Condition. 


At a conference of a number of the lead- 
ing stockholders of the Seventh National 
Bank, held at the Waldorf-Astoria last 
evening, it was decided to reorganize the 
bank, which closed its doors Thursday, and 
to continue business, provided such a course 
met with the approval of the stockholders 
as a body. 

It was decided to send out a statement 
outlining the details of the plan of the pro- 
posed reorganization and calling upon the 
stockholders for an assessment of 100 per 
cent. upon their holdings. 

If the reorganization be effected, Edwara 
R. Thomas, who was President of the Sev- 
enth National for a day, will not be at the 
head of the institution. 

The suspension of the bank excited wan- 
ing interest yesterday. At no time in the 
day was there more than a score of rer- 
sons in front of the building. Inside the 
present administration of the bank and the 
Government officials were busy with ex- 
perts in preparing two sets of reports on the 
condition of the institution. 

William Nelson Cromwell, counsel for the 
bank, made this statement last evening: 

““Two investigations are being conducted 
at the bank, one by its counsel and the 
present administration to determine on 
actual verities its condition through ex- 
perts, the other by the National Bank Ex- 
aminer and receiver, Mr. Raynor. The 
present administration is not even now 
thoroughly” familiar with the affairs of 
the bank. In such circumstances it is idle 
to suppose that any one would venture a 
forecast as to its future, what may fall to 
the lot of the stockholders, and how the 
depositors will fare. We are proceeding in 
our investigation with our own experts.” 

Fletcher S. Heath said that he could 
throw no light on the failure or the future. 
He added that his brother Perry had start- 
ed for New York. Another stockholder 
said that at a guess he would say that he 
would lose half of his investment, so that 
his belief was that the depositors would 
receive dollar for dollar. Receiver Raynor 
said that he had no statement ready for the 
public. President Thomas, ex-President 
Kimball, and Cashier Adams said that any 
statement published which purported to 
come from them would be fictitious, as 
they had decided not to talk. 

The clearing sheets went through at the 
Clearing House in the morning without a 
hitch. Chairman Tappen was the only 
member of the Clearing House Committee 
present when the balances were struck. 
This it was claimed was evidence that the 
incident of the Severith’s suspension had 
not’excited suspicion in regard to the con- 
dition or methods of other banks. 

“TI see,” said Mr. Tappen, ‘‘as a Clear- 
ing House officer no foundation for the 
gossip which has placed several financial 


institutions and a bank in a strong light. 
To my mind, nothing that has been said on 
the subject was warranted. The disaster 
to the Seventh has uncovered no seamy 
conditions elsewhere. I do not see, either, 
that the other institutions which have up- 
held their credit at the Clearing House 
have much of a lesson to learn, because I 
do not know of any which followed the 
methods of the bank that came to grief. 
Of course many bank offjcers will paste 


the record of the Seventh in their hats as 
one of the things to avoid.” 

A statement that the Sub-Treasury had 
succeeded to the functions of the Seventh 
National Bank in respect of Post Office 
items was brought to the notice of United 
States Cashier G. W. Marlor. 

‘* Nothing has been settled in this regard 
so far as I know,” he said. ‘“‘ As was the 
case when the Seventh was a Government 
depository, we received to-day the Post 
Office cash. That is all. We could clear 
all items for the Post Office, as the Sub- 
Treasury is a member of the Clearing 
House.”’ 

When the Seventh National suspended 
poymeet it held Post Office items amount- 
ng to $200,000. The Government is protect- 
ed by the bank’s security of $250,000 in 
bonds deposited at Washington. Even if 
the deposits exceeded the security the Gov- 
ernment would not lose a cent, as it would 
be a preferred creditor for the balance. Of- 
ficers of the Chase National Bank, which 
was the enoeeey of Post Office items 
before the Heaths secured the transfer of 
the privilege to the Seventh, would not dis- 
cuss a rumor that it would be again desig- 
nated as such depository. 

The 3,000 shares of the Seventh National 
Bank were held by the following persons 
when the last list was made up for pur- 
poses of taxation:

The receipt found in the pocket was 
for the storage of a bicycle with the Wili- 
fam Wooster Bicycle Company, at 944 
Eighth Avenue.

The pawn ticket was on isaac’s 
pawn shop, Second Avenue, and was 
mnade out to : person named Levy. It was 
for $1, which had been advanced upon 
paint brushes.

IN ASSIGNEE’S HANDS 


Unable to Take Up Its Paper at 
the Seventh National Bank. 


Liabilities Reported to Amount to 


$8,000,000—Outlook for Creditors 
Sald to be Favorable. 


The Stock Exchange banking and broker- 
age house of Henry Marquand & Co., at 160 
Broadway, made a_ general assignment 
witkcut preferences at 9:50 o’clock yester- 
day morning to Frank Sullivan Smith of 
54 Wall Street and Angelica, Sullivan 
County, N. Y. 
The firm had so far covered its volume of 
contracts on the floor of the Stock Ex- 
change on Wednesday and Thursday that 
the outstanding contracts, as shown by the 
transactions “under the rule,” amounted 
to 21,482 shares of stock and $13,000 (par 
value) of bonds. The generally credited 
explanation of the failure.was the inability 
of the firm to secure enough financial sup- 
port to take up its $1,600,000 paper at the 
Seventh National Bank. Reports differ as 
to how near the firm came to successfully 
meeting all of its obligations. 
Assignee Smith at once put an account- 
ant at work on the books of the firm. He 
stated later in the day that no figures as 
to the extent of the liabilities were yet ob- 
tainable. He said that he had no idea yet 
as to the accuracy of the report in banking 
circles, which placed the Hadilities at 
$6,000,000, outside of $2,000,000, believed to 
be due to Henry G. Marquand, father of 
Henry Marquand of the firm. 
Three separate assignments were filed— 
one by’ the firm and one by each of the 
partners, Henry Marquand and Frank B. 
Poor, as an individual assignment. . Mr. 
Marquand lives at 715 Park Avenue and 
Mr. Poor in Hackensack, N. J. The three 
deeds were acknowledged on Thursday be- 
fore Emma A.»Bennett, notary public of 
Kings County, and yesterday before C. C. 
Helm, notary public of New York County. 
This fact showed that the firm on Thurs- 
dav night realized that the assignment was 
inevitable.

“It will probablv take several days to 
fully investigate the financial status of 
the firm, as the list of securities is a long 
one. It would be impossible at the present 
time to say whether the firm will resume, 
as that depends much on the realization 
of some of the more inactive securities 
which the firm holds at collaterals for 
loans. Unless there should be a general 
slaughter of those securities, I don’t see 
why we should not come out ‘all right.” 
Assignee Smith with Mr. Taft started 
the work of going over the books and lists 
of securities of the firm. He called per- 
sonallv upon creditor interests, requesting 
them not to sacrifice any of the firm's se- 
curiues which they held as collateral for 
loans. 

In all cases he said that he had received 
assurance that no such sacrifices would 
be made.

Well educated and plausible, he wrote an 
appealing letter to a sister at the Convent 
of Mercy, New York City, and got her to 
start an ‘endless chain’”’ of letters, each 


recipient being asked to send Miller a dime 
and to write two more letters asking»other 
persons to do the same thing. In this way 
Miller obtained several hundred dollars. He 
once since conviction sawed his way out of 
his cell and almost escaped. On another 
cecasion he set fire to his bedding, hoping, 
coubtless, that in the confusion he could 
escape.

| EX-SECRETARY HERBERT 


AS AN INDEPENDENT 


He Tells Alabama Lawyers the 
“Yellow Dog” Theory Must Go. 


Effort to Limit Suffrage in the South to 
the Whites Is Just What the Coun- 
try Is Doing in the New 
Possessions. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., June 28.—Ex-Sec- 
retary of the Navy Hilary A. Herbert, ad- 
dressed the State Bar Association to-day on 
the duties of the American lawyer in the 
twentieth century. The Constitutional Con- 
vention adjourned, gave up its hall to him, 
and made the larger part of his audience. 
It was rewarded with the first plea for ab- 
solute independence in politics that ever 
surprised a gathering of Alabama _poli- 
ticlans with whom party fealty is almost a 
religion. 

It is accepted here as inevitable that the 
elimination of the negro by the new Con- 


“stitution will result in a gradual division 


of the whites. Mr. Herbert's argument 
was for the prompt assertion by every in- 
telligent man of his right to vote for the 
best man and* best ‘platform regardless of 
party. 

‘We need fréer thought and freer action 
in the South,’ he said, ‘‘and must give 
party managers to understand that they 
must put .up good men whom we can 
approve, and can get our votes only on the 
man and the platform. It may happen that 
no party puts up a nominee on a platform 
to suit us, and it will be our duty to reject 
them all, and give partisans to understand 
that clauses’ put in to catch ignorant votes 
will lose intélligent votes. 

‘“‘In the time of ‘National exultation and 
exaltation we must not be over-confident,” 
said Mr.: Herbert. ‘It is easy for a few 
people of the. same. general charater to 
agree. ~Dhé:country is no .longer small 
or homogeneous. For’self-government to: be 
successful. eitizens, must be alive to. the 
increasing .ardousness of self-control. 
Great. cities are, multiplying, .vast. masses 
of manufactures are aggregated. The tele- 
graph and press bring the whole country 
under. the same .exciting conditions that 
compel mabs of. civilized men to do the 
work, of barbarians. 

“New. complexities are arising. Cuba, 
Porto Rico, Hawaii, Alaska, and the Phil- 
{ppines demand solution, Shall we return 
them or abandon them? Shall we govern 
them or let them govern us? 

“Fraud stalks through the land like 
peationee in the night. The line is imag- 
nary between counting out the negro be- 
cause his vote is cast for the wrong candi- 
date and counting out the white man be- 
cause his vote is obnoxious.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., June w28.—The 
axe has fallen, so far as Mayor Stoy is con- 
cerned, in regard to the order from Justice 
Hendrickson to close all bars in Atlantic 
City on Sundays. The Mayor appeared at 
roll call of the police to-night and directed 
that they. issue formal notice to all license 
holders that the Sunday laws would be en- 
forced and if any officer failed to dis- 


' charge his duty he would demand the de- 
'linquent’s resignation. 


As a result; the Chief of Police declares, 
even side doors will not be permitted to be 
open next Sunday. He does not anticipate 
any trouble, but believes that the new or- 
The 


Mayor’s instructions to the police were as 
follows: 

‘*Members of the Police Department: 
My attention has been called by Supreme 
Court Justice Charles E. Hendrickson to 
the violation of the Sunday laws, and he 
orders that I enforce them in Atlantic 
City. The purpose is to stop the matter of 
liquor selling in Atlantic City on Sundays. 
I therefore find it necessary to call you 
together to act as special messengers. 

‘*I order you to visit each place, to give 
instructions that on Sunday next, ‘June 30, 
the sale of liquor must be discontinued. I 
further instruct you to visit avery saloon 
and to tell the proprietors that their places 
must be closed by 12 o'clock midnight 
Saturday, and remain closed until 12 o'clock 
midnight Sunday. | require, also, that each 
of you make a written report of the places 
visited, the time visited, and the order 
given, said order to be returned py you to 
une Chief of Police as a record of informa- 
tion. 

‘““T want you to begin to-night, and con- 
tinue notifying them until each and all get 
the message. You must make the entire 
circuit of the city, ag there are a number 
of outlying saloons, ahd see that you make 
no mistake. I want you to issue your or- 
ders to the saloon keeper in a civil manner. 
If you do not find the proprietor, give the 
message to the one in charge. After doing 
this, if you find there is even one man who 
fails to comply at once, report immediately 
to the Chief of Police, who will advise you 
exactly what to do, so there will be no 
trouble in making arrests. 

“Tf you make any arrests you have the 
privilege to take as many people present asi 
you want to prove your case, or at the 
place was open. You need not fear punigh- 
ment for doing your duty, but if you fall to 
teport any case I will require your immedi- 
ate resignation.’”’ 

To further annoy the saloon men, the 
Women's Christian Temperance Union have 
a clerk at work in the City Clerk's Office 
copying the signers of license petitions and 
sifting out vane of persons who have 
signed more than one license, which action 
will invalidate the license. 

The law requires the signatures of twelve 
reputable freeholders to each petition, and 
each property owner may may sign b but one. 


JUDGE W. A. WOODS DEAD. 


He Issued the Injunction Against Rail- 
way Strikers Under Which Debs and 


Others Were Sent to Prison. 
INDIANAPOLIS, June 29.—Judge William 
Allen Woods of the United States Circuit 
Court died suddenly at 12:20 o’clock this 
morning at his home in this city. 


William Allen Woods was born in Mar- 
shall Connty, Tenn., May 16, 1837; was 
graduated from Wabash College in 1859, ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1861, became a member 
of the Indiana Legislature in 1867, and in 
1873 was elected Judge of the Thirty-fourth 
Judicial District, being re-elected in 1876 
without opposition. In 1880 he was nom- 
inated and elected Judge of the State 
Supreme Court. In May, 1883, he was 
appointed United States District Judge for 
the District of Indiana, as successor to 


Walter Q. Gresham, who had _ entered 
the Cabinet as Postmaster General. 

In the Summer of 1889 Judge Woods was 
made the subject of much adverse criticism 
by his ruling in the famous “ blocks-of- 
five’’..case, which operated as an unquali- 
fied dismissal of the Dudley case from the 
further consideration of the jury. 

Judge Woods was appointed United States 
District Judge for Indiana in May, 18838, 
and served until March, 1892. As ex-of- 
ficio Presiding Judge of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, he had given his 
time mainly to service in that court in 
Chicago. e issued the injunction against 
interference with the mails and inter-State 
commerce by railroad strikers at Chicago 
in 1894, and sentenced Eugene V. Debs and 
other officers of the American Railway 
Salem to prison for violating the injunc- 
tion 


FRANCIS G. BABCOCK DEAD.

In attempting to couple the cars ‘Cam- 
bron say that the engine and train were 
coming too rapidly and attempted to get 
cut of the way, but was struck by the train 
and both of his legs were cut off. The luw- 
er court gave him judgment for $15,000 and 
the Supreme Court this morning affirmed 
that judgment. 

he railroad company claimed that 
Caspiron was guilty of contributory 
ligence, but the Supreme Court in its 
oo nion says: ‘We are clear that the 
lower court did not err in refusing to 
hold Cambron guilty of contributory negli- 
gence under the evidence in the case. 
“The evidence established that: Cambron 
was a young man, twenty-two years of 
age, about 6 feet in height. By this injury 
he lost both his legs and has been left a 
hopeless cripple for life, besides undergo- 
ing the most terrible suffering. No point 
is made in brief or argument that the dam- 
ages, considering his expectancy of life, are 
excessive. While they are large, we can- 


not say they are the result of passion or 
prejudice."’

TUMULT IN SPANISH CHAMBER. 


Discussion of Religious Conflicts Foi- 
lowed by Resignation. 


MADRID, June 28.—The discussion of the 
religious conflicts in Spain led to such a 
tumult in the Ghamber of Deputies that the 
sitting had to be adjourned. Sefior Silvela 
led the attack upon the Government for not 
preventing creed conflicts, but his remarks 
were drowned in a storm of Republican 
hisses and protests. The Minister of the 
Interior, Sefior Moret, promised to protect 
Catholic religious demonstrations so long 
as they were not of a political character. 

Later it was announced that Sefior Armi- 
jo had resigned the Presidency of the 
Chamber. He will probably -be succeeded 
by Sefior Canalejas. The Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, the Duke of Almodovar, is 
expected to resign. in which case it is be- 
lieved he will be replaced by Sefior Moret.

His Final Examination in the 


ruptcy Court Takes Place. 

LONDON, June 28.—The Duke of Man- 
chester made to-day what he hopes will 
be his last appearance in the Bankruptcy 
Court, as his creditors have formally ac- 
cepted the composition of 12s. 6d. in the 
pound, which offer was approved yesier- 
day at a meeting of the unsecured credit- 
ors. Although the accounts showed that 
the unsecured debts amounted to £80,710, 
the Trustees submitted that this sum could 
be scaled down to £19,794, with assets 
amounting to £5,000.

C. T. YERKES GAINS A POINT. 


Parliamentary Committee Approves His 
Underground Plans—Electric Trac- 
tion.a Mystery to English. 
LONDON, June 28.—The Parliamentary 
committee having the matter in charge to- 
day approved the legislation proposed to 
enable Charles T. Yerkes to install electric- 
ity on the underground roads of London 
subject to the decision of an arbitrator to 
be appointed by the Board of Trade, and 
two engineers appointed by the respective 


railroads, in regard to the system to be 
installed. 

Mr. Yerkes said to-night: ‘‘ The result 
of to-day’s meeting of the Parliamentary 
committee is eminently satisfactory. Now 
that the question of the system to he »dopt- 
ed is left in the proper hands I have no 
doubt the work will proceed rapidly enough. 

‘The English péople are children in the 
matter of electric traction construction; 
they regard the whole problem as some 
great mystery. When it comes to select- 
ing a system we will easily demonstrate to 
them that the American system, in use on 
thousands of miles of lines in the United 
States, is infinitely superior to any sys- 
tem in Europe.” 


NEW RUSSIAN RAILROAD. 


Government Decides to Build the Viatka 
Line Itself, but Is Handicapped 
by Want of Money. 

ST. PETERSBURG, June 14.—The deter- 
mination of the Government to construct, 
on its own account, the much-talked of 
Viatka Railroad, which is to connect St. 


| Petersburg directly with the Siberian Rail- 


road, seems to have been arrived at as a 
last resort. The concession was offered, 
with more or less official sanction, to half 
a dozen American groups of capitalists. 
Owing to the sparseness and poverty of the 
population in the provinces to be traversed, 
the interest aroused was never more than 
lukewarm. Qne group, represented, it Is 
said, by Mr. Crane of Chicago, made a con- 


ditional offer. It would discuss matters pro- 
vided two-thirds of the roadbed, bridge, 
and rolling stock and other materials might 
be imported from the United States. This 
condition could not be considered; the idle 
Russian manufacturers would have pro- 


| tested most strongly. 


The talk of another foreign loan—this 
time it is a German loan—is said to be 
somewhat misleading for the very simple 
reason that the Minister of Finance pledged 
his word to the Rothschilds, when the last 
loan was made, not to further engage Rus- 
sian credit at present. This precludes the 


, issuance of guaranteed railroad bonds. 


The French loan is proving insufficient-- 
it is only a drop of water on the parched 
tongue of the iron industry, of which the 
mainstay is Government orders, particu- 
larly railroad orders. It will have to do 
for the present. however, and it is not ex- 
pected that new railroad work will ad- 
vance very rapidly. The Viatka road will 
probably only be surveyed this year. 


ERROR IN CHINESE INDEMNITY. 
Powers Have Demanded, and China Has 
Agreed to Pay $24,500,000 More Than 
the Total of the Claims. 
WASHINGTON, June 28.—A curious dis- 
crepancy concerning the amount of the Chi- 
nese indemnity has been discovered. It ap- 
pears that China has agreed to pay about 
55,000,000 taels, or $24,500,000, more than 
the united demands of ali the powers. Just 
how this occurred is not clear to officials 
here, but it appears to have been an error 
of calculation at Peking, in the first place 
by those making up the claims, and later’ 
by the Chinese in their hasty acceptance

In the meantime China has 
ugreed to pay the larger amount, so that 
the question now arises, What will become 
of the excess of 35,000,000 taels? 

The Chinese ‘Minister, who was at the 
State Department to-day, said he had not 
been aware that the total indemnity was 
less than the amount China agreed to?pay, 
and for the present he was not prepared to 
Say Whether China would ask to be allowed 
to retain the difference. It is believed that 
the United States will decline to take any 
part of the excess, and that it will favor 
the powers remitting this amount to China. 

Another question which has arisen in this 
connection is as to the amount of bonds 
which shall be issued to Japan. That coun- 
try has drawn attention to the fact that 
its share of indeminity cannot be negotiat- 
ed on as favorable terms as some of the 
other powers can make. It is understood 
that the United States Government has 
keen asked for its views in regard to this 
question, it being considered of sufficient 
importance to warrant a request for the 
opinions of the various powers. 


M. DE GIERS TRANSFERRED. 


Russian Minister to China to Represent 
His Country at Munich—A Vir- 
tual Degradation. 

ST, PETERSBURG, June 28.—M. de Giers, 
the Russian Minister at Peking, has been 

appointed Minister of Russia at Munich. 


The foregoing dispatch bears out a report 
from Berlin, printed last Thursday, which 
stated that M. de Giers was to be trans- 
ferred from Peking to Munich because his 
actions as Russian Minister to China had 
shown inaptitude. The transfer of the Min- 


| ister to Munich is virtually a degradation, 


as his new post is little more than an orna- 
mental one, and he will leave one of the 
most important positions in the Russian 
diplomatic service.

SHANGHAI, June 28.—The Tao-tai Sheng, 
at the request of Liu-Kun-Yi, the Vice- 
roy of Nanking, visited all the Con- 


suls to-day and urged that, as the for- 
eign forces were leaving Peking, they 
ought also to evacuate Shanghai. The Con- 
suls are referring the matter to their re- 
spective Governments. 


In Memory of Gen. von Schwartzkopf.

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LAWMAKERS 
THE ASSOCIATIONS BILL 


It Now Only Requires the Signature 
of the President. 


A Triumph for the Waldeck-Rousseau 
Ministry—Premier Says Law Will 
Be Applied Vigorously. 


PARIS, June 29.—The Premier, M. Wal- 
deck-Rousseau, has carried the most im- 
portant project of his Ministry, the Law 
of Associations bill, which now only awaits 
the signature of President Loubet to be- 
come law. 

The Chamber of Deputies last night, at a 
single session, adopted the bill, as amended 
by the Senate, by 318 to 249 votes.’ Sev- 
eral attempts were made by the Opposition 
and Socialists to again’ amend the bill, but 
the Chamber in every case supported the 
Ministry. ¢ 

The Abbé Gayraud (Catholic Republican) 
said the law would remain a stigma of 
shame and opprobrium upon the Govern- 
ment. The Abbé was called to order. 

Count Albert de Mun (Conservative) de- 
clarec the bill to be the beginning of a war 
against Catholicism. 

Alexandre Ribot (Republican) said he 
would not support the bill, because it was 
inspired by a policy of hatred. 

M. Waldeck-Rousseau, in replying,’ said 
the law would be applied vigorously, but 
not in a spirit of persecution. 

The vote on the bill was greeted with pro- 
longed Leftist applause and shouts of 
“Vive la République!’’ and ‘“ Vive Wal- 
deck-Rousseau! ”’ 


PROVISIONS OF THE BILL. 


The passage of the Associations 1 ill in 
practically the same form as that in which 
it was introduced in January last is a great 
victory for the Waldeck-Rousseau Minis- 
try, which already has to its credit the set- 
tling of the Dreyfus affair, the punishment 
of the Royalist and Nationalist conspira- 
tors, and the amnesty measure which 
stopped criminal prosecution in all cases 
growing out of the Dreyfus case and ex- 
tended pardon to all those who had already 
been condemned in such cases—save to 
Dreyfus himself. 

In January, 190U, an intimation that a bill 
directed against Roman Catholic congrega- 
ticns would shortly be introduced by the 
Government was made through the prose- 
cution and dissolution of the Assumptionist 
fathers on the charge of being an illegal 
a; sociation, (one of more than twenty mem- 
ers existing without the consent. of the 
Government,) and of having been concerned 
in the then recent Roylist conspfracy 
against the Government. 

The bill which has just been passed was 
first described by M. Waldeck-Rousseau in 
a speech delivered at Toulouse last Oct. 28, 
in which the Premier said that it was the 
only thing which would insure the perma- 
neney of republican institutions. He point- 
ed out that the religious associations, as 
shown by the conduct of the Assumption- 
ists, owing to ingenious evaston of the ex- | 
isting oF or because of its lax adminis- | 
tration, bad reached a position in which a | 
serious peril to the State was discerned; | 
thac the associations held .in 
property valued at 1,000,000,000f. and _ per- 
sonal property estimated at a higher figure, 
and that this wealth had been employed for 
political as well as for religious purposes, 
and might continue to be so. employed to 
the constant danger of the republic.. The 
Government, added the Premier, therefore 
Bropesed to place the associations in such a 
position, by making their existence ergirely 
dependent upon the will of the State, thar 
it would be impossible for them to be the 
centre of political propaganda. ; 
‘When the Associations bill was first 
sented in the Chamber, resentment against 
it at once manifested itself throughout the 
Roman Catholic world, the Vaticarl, in its 
organ, the Osservatore Romano, denounc- 
ing it as a measure to de-Catholicize 
France. The French Government replied by 
showing that the bill in no part made men- 
tion of Catholic institutions; it —, to 
al! institutions which might, by evading ex- 
isting laws, become the centres of treason- 
able propaganda. Still, it was the manifest 
object of the bill to cause the’ dissolution 
of all associations drawing their inspira- 
tion and being directed from abroad, into 
which category orders like the Jesuits, Do- 
minicans, Carmelites, and Capuchins must 
Reoeeentny fall. The bill provides as fol- 
ows:

PART I. 


Article I.—An association is the agreement by 
which two or more persons unite their knowledge 
or activity for some other object than pecuniary 
profit. For validity it comés under the general 
principles of law applicable to contracts and obli- 
gations. 

Art. II..—Every association (of persons not nec- 
essariy holding property In common) founded: for 
a cause or in view of an object that is {Hicit, 
contrary to the laws, to the Constitution, to pub- 
lic order, to morality, or entailing renunciation of 
natural, individual rights (droits qui ne sont pas 
dans le commun) Is null and of no effect. 

Art. IlI.—Every member of an association 
which is not formed for a limited period is free 
to withdraw from ft after paying.the assessments 
already due as well as for the current year, not- 
withstanding any regulation, to the contrary. 

Art. IV.—Every contract of association must be 
made public by its founders. The preliminary 
notice shall be made at the prefecture of the de- 
partment or at the sub-prefecture of the district 
where the association has its legal office. It 
must make known the title and object of the 
association, the situation of its establishments, 
and their names, the professions and domictlies 
of those who, under any title whatsoever, maybe 
chargéd -with its administration or direction. 

Two copies of its statutes shall be appended to 
this declaration. Associations are bound to make 
known within three months every change in their 
administration or directorate, as also every modi- 
ffeation of their statutes. These modifications 
and changes are to be considered .binding on oth- 
er parties only from the time they shall have 
been declared. These modifications and ‘changes 
shall be entered in a special register, which shall 
be shown to the administrative or judicial au- 
thorities whenever _they may require it 

Art. V.—The Directors or administrators of an 
association can represent if, either in actions 
provided for by its statutes or in the courts, 

Art. VIL.--In case of nullity, according to 
Article II., the dissolution of an association.shall 
be declared by the civfl tribunal, either at the 
request of all concerned, or at the instance of 
the public prosecutor. In case of an tafraction 
of the provisions of- Article IV. the dissolution 
may be likewise decreed at the request of all 
concerned or of the publc prosecutor. 

Art. VIL-—All who act against the provisions 
of Article IV. shall be punishe@? by a fine of 
16 to 20) francs, ahd in case of a second offense, 
by a fine double the amount. The founders, 
Directors, or administrators of an ‘association 
formed in violation of the provisions In Article 
Il., will be punished, by a fine of 50 to 500 
francs, The founders, Directors, or administra- 
tors of an association maintained or reorgan- 
ized tNegally after the deeree of dissolution shall 
be punished by a fine of 100 to 5,000 francs, and 
imprisonment for six days to one year, All per- 
sons favoring the reunion of membérs. of a 
dissolved association, by allowing them the use 
of a meeting place at their disposition, shall be 
subject to the same penalty. The’ inimovable 
property so used shall be considered as belong- 
ing to the members of the association. 

Art. VIIl.—In the absence of a special con- 
tract regulating the rights of the members of 
an. associaton to its goods, they shall be con- 
sidered as undivided’ property ‘of the assoctates, 
and the share of each shall be determined ac- 
cording to the value of his claim -frém the 
nature or importance of his services. J 


Article VIIT. was amended in the Cham- 
ber so that unvrovided-for members of-'a 
congregation shall receive pensions for life.

Art. IX.—Civil personality is the legal fiction 
in virtue of which an association is. considered 
as constituting a moral person, distinct from the 
personality of ite members, which survives 
them, and in which is vested the ownership of 
the goods of the association.

Art. XII.—Every association coming under the 
provisions of Art. XI. and fermed. without au- 
thorization shall be declared illegal.

Art. XIV.—The associations which exist at the 
time of ‘the: promulgation of the present law, and 
which have not been previously authorized or 
recognized, shall, within the:space of six. months, 
prove that they have used proper diligence in 
conforming to these regulations. Moreover, the 
assogiations described in Article XI. shall be 
considered as -dissolved, if within six months 
they have not obtained the authorization re- 
quired by said article. ‘The amounts belonging 
to members of the association before its forma- 
tion, or which shall have: come to them since, 
but only in the Hne of direct succession, ‘shall 
be restored to them. Amounts acquired by gift

MAY BAR AMERICAN BEEF. 


British Navy Likely to Follow Army’s 
Example—How Tinned Meat Was 
Spoiled in South Africa. 
LONDON, June 29.—The Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Admiralty, H. O. Afnold- 
Foster, intimated in the House of Commons 
vesterday that the Admiralty contemplated 
stipulating that the navy be supplied with 
home-grown beef wherever proper slaughter 

arrangements were possible.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—In view of (he 
temporary prohibition by the British Gov- 
ernment of American meat for military 
purposes in South Africa, Consul General 
Stowe at Cape Town has been making ‘n- 
vestigations with regard to the cause of 
the restriction, and has submitted the re- 
sults to the State Department. 

The British enlisted men, when ques- 
ticned, pronounced the American. article 
very satisfactory, and their officers stated 
that in many cases the men preferred the 
tinned meat to the poorer fresh article. At 
Fretoria a large stock of American meat 
was at hand, and no store or shop, com- 
plained against it. In ‘fact, the onlg com- 
plaints made of the American article arose 
from improper care of it after it had 
reached the Transvaal. % 

It wns found to be the practice at British 
military bases to use a layer of corned beef 
cases 4&8 a floor, and to pe on top flour, 
meal, and other commodities, so that the 
latter would be protected from ground 
moisture. But the cases of beef them- 
selves suffered from the exposure, the tins 
becoming rusty and small holes letting in 
the air. In some cases, after three months’ 
exposure of this sort, the meat would be 
sent out to the troops, necessarily in a bad 
state, 


TWO CABINETS BRING $75,000. 


Were Executed by Caffieri, and Came 


from Duke of Leeds’s Collection. 
LONDON, June 28.—At Christie's to-day 
a.pair of small Louis XV. cabinets, with 
brass mounts, executed by Caffieri, which 
were formerly the property of the Duke 
of Leeds, were sold at auction for £15,000. 


Jean Jacques Caffieri, the French 
sculptor, did not often condescend to pro- 
duce furniture. The few pleces from his 
hand which have come into the auction 
market have brought high prices, though 
the sum realized for the cabinets sold yes- 
terday is higher than .was_ ever before 
paid for simflar. specimens by him.

QUAINT PAGEANT IN LONDON. 


Proclamation of King Edward’s Corona- 
tion Read by Norroy King in the 
City and at St. James’s. 


LONDON, June 28.—The royal proclama- 
tion announcing that the coronation of 
King Edward is to take place in June next, 
the exact day not yet being determined 
upon, was read this morning at St. James’s 
Palace, Temple Bar, and the Royal Ex- 
change, with all the quaint, mediaeval 
scenes which marked the proclamation of 
the accession of the King. To-day’s cere- 
monial was umheralded, so the crush was 
not so great as on the previous occasion, 
but crowds quickly gathered from all di- 
rections and thronged the points at which 
the announcement was read. 

The ceremony began at St. James's, 
where, from the purple-draped balcony of 
the palace, Norroy King of Arms, (William 
Henry Weldon,) in a brilliant uniform, ac- 
companied by the Heralds and Pursuivants, 


in gorgeous tabards, and numerous State 
officials, read the proclamation. 

At the svecinnes hour four State trum- 
peters, in splendid gold-embroidered tunics, 
ap red in f 
side stood Norroy King, flanked by two 
Royal Macers, bearing gold maces, and sur- 
rounded by Bluemantle, (Gordon Ambrose 
de Lisle Lee.) Rouge ragon, (Everard 
Green,) the Somerset Herald, (Henry Farn- 
ham Burke,) the York Herald, (Alfred Scott 
Scott-Gatty,) and the Windsor Herald, 

William Alexander Lindsay,) all in their 

ull official regalia, and the Earl Marshal, 
(the Duke of Norfolk,) the Lord Steward, 
(the Earl of Pembroke,) the Lord Chamber- 
lain, (the Earl of Clarendon,),\and others. 

The trumpeters sounded a fanfare and 
then Norroy King bared his head and read 
the proclamation in a clear voice, which 
must have been audible to the royal party, 
which occupied a stand in the grounds of 
Marlborough House, facing the balcony of 
the palace. King Edward wore an Admi- 
ral’s uniform. is Majesty, ‘with Queen 
Alexandra and the other members of the 
royal party, watched the ceremony with 
the greatest interest, the King using field- 
glasses to obtain.a clearer view. 

As Norroy King concluded with the words 
‘God save the King,”’ the trumpeters 
again sounded a fanfare, the King in the 
meantime standing at the salute. 

A procession was then formed. Led by a 
detachment of the Horse Guards, five royal 
carriages, containing the Heralds, Pursui- 
vants, and other officials, proceeded to 
Temple Bar and the Royal Exchange, 
where the formalities were repeated. 

The Lord Mayor ahd the Sheriffs met the 
procession at Temple Bar.

THREE DENTISTS ARRESTED. 


Complaints Said to Have Been Made 
Against the New York Painless 
Dental Company. 

Three dentists, all employed by the New 
York Painless Dental Company, a con- 
eern with several. branches in this and 
other cities, were arraigned before Magis- 
trate Meade, in the Jefferson Market Po- 
lice Court, yesterday afternoon, by Central 
Office Detectives Doyle and Charlton. The 
specific charge against the prisoners was 
that they had not properly displayed their 

individual licenses as the law requires. 
The prisoners said they were Charles §S. 
Kellar, twenty-eight years old, of 156 East 
Twenty-eighth Street, and Floyd -L. Dan- 
forth, fifty years old, of 145 West Eleventh 
Street, who were arrested in the dental 
rooms at, 108 West Twenty-third Street, 
and George H. Martin of 361 Carlton Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, who was arrested at 2 
West Fourteenth Street, where the com- 
pany also had a _ branch. They were 


paroled until this morning for further ex- 
amination. 

The arrests were made at the instance 
of the New York State Dental Association. 
The detectives intimated in court that 
there were reasons for the arrests much 
more serious than those which appeared 
the formal complaint. They alleged 
that many complaints have been made 
about the business system employed by the 
New York Painless Dental Company. 

The acting manager of the Fourteenth 
Street branch of the dental concern refused 
to give his name when seen last night, 
but he was not averse to talking. 

‘* Every dentist employed by us is regu- 
larly registered as required by law,’ he 
said, ‘‘and every one displays in a con- 
spicuous place his, license to operate. It 
frequently happens. that our dentists are 
transferred from one branch to another, 
but in every case they take their licenses 
with them and place them where they can 
be seen. We comply strictly with the law. 

‘‘ As for our system, we can’t be expect- 
ed to put $20 worth of gold in a man's 
teeth when a payment of only $1 has been 
made. We expect to have a fair per cent. 
of the total cost of the work paid before 
we do that. 

“This whole matter is simply the result 
of jealousy between dentists who adver- 
tise and those who don’t.” 

The dental rooms at 108 West Twenty- 
third Street were closed last evening.

YACHTS CRASH IN A RAGE 


Amorita and Quissetta Disabled in 
Oyster Bay Regatta. 


PROTESTS MADE FOR FOULS 


Schooners Had Hard Luck in Seawan- 
haka-Corinthian Club Events— 
Small Crafts in Tangles. 


Fouls and collisions of competing craft 
marked tHe regatta of the Seawanhaka-Co- 
rinthian Yacht Club, which was sailed yes- 
terday on Long Island Sound, off. Oyster 


Bay. 

The seventy-five-foot schooner Quissetta, 
belonging to Henry F. Lippitt of the New 
York Yacht Club, was the greatest sufferer 
of the day. Just before crossing the start- 
ing line, Muriel, another schooner of the 
same class, owned by Charles Smithers, ran 
into her and poked her bowsprit through 
her mainsail, tearing one of the cloths for 
several feet above the main boom. The 
pair were separated, and the four contest- 
ants started again. 

More and worse misfortune awaited Mr. 
Lippitt, however, for as the second mark 
was turned W. Gould Brokaw’s Amorita 
collided with Quissetta and broke her bow- 
sprit off at the gammon iron, and her 
foretopmast at the masthead, when it 
dropped down, carrying everything with it 
on the forespreader.: Here Mr. Lippitt was 
compelled to yield to fate, and he with- 
drew trom the race and was towed back to 
the harbor by A. H. Alker's steam yacht 
Fiorence. Amorita had her main boom 
split, so she, too, was forced to withdraw, 
which she did, and protested Quissetta. 

Mira and Effort, in the forty-three-foot 
sloop class, came ‘together at the second 
mark in the second round, when Effort’'s 
bowsprit struck Mira’s rail, without in- 
flicting material damage. The race was 
continued, Mira protesting Effort, the win- 
ner of it. 

In the thirty-foot sloop class at the start, 
Olseau and Enpronzi barely grazed one an- 
other as they crossed, but neither skipper 
had any objections to make, so there were 
no complications from this source. 

The accidents to ,the two schooners 
spoiled the racing for the day in that class, 
as Elraina finished nine minutes ahead wf 
Muriel, and the contest. between these sur- 
vivors was not exciting. Vigilant beat 
Ailsa by four minutes and eight seconds, 
but the latter bout was not at the starting 
line when the signal was given and was 
handicapped about two minutes. 

Among the smaller classes of boats keen 
contests were the order of the day and 
many close finishes resulted. A _ light 
breeze was blowing from the west and a 
haze was over the sound when the prepara- 
tery signal was given at roon. Five min- 
utes later the big yawls got their marching 
orders.

The Schooners were all manoeuvring near 
the windward end of the line before they 
got their signal, ten: minutes after the 
wage start. Quissetta came down the

her. way, and, this not being sufficient, 
tacked to starboard. Just as he tacked 
Muriel luffed, and then her bowsprit went 
inrough Quissetta’s mainsail. 
‘The yacnts were disentangled, and as no 
fault was found ‘by the owners, the boats 
crossed the line. 
Shortly after the start Quissetta tried to 
cut through Amorita’s lee, but Amorita 
‘was kept pinched up to windward until 
she had to run down for the mark with 
Started sheets. A thick haze at this time 
hung. over the Sound on the Connecticut 
side. None of the skippers could see the 
mark, which was small and obscured by the 
haze, and when they finally discovered it 
z2il were off the course to northward of it. 
ilmina and Muriel took in ther spinnakers 
and jibed over to reach for it. Quissetta 
Was next to jib, and Mr. Lippitt tried to 
work under the stern of Amorita.in order 
to get to windward of her. All would have 
been well if Amorita had not jibed right 
on ‘top of Quissetta. 
Her boom came over and. caught the 
Quisetta’s topmast stay, and her hollow 
bowsprit broke short off. The two boats 
hung together so that Amorita was stopped 
dead, and Quisetta was hove dawn by 
the strain until the foretopmast bent. Get- 
ting clear, Amorita sailed over to the com- 
mittee boat, while a sailor lashed the pro- 
test flag in her rieging. 
Mr. Brokaw pr: ted that the mark was 
not in position. ‘ mark, it was said, was 
hii position, but = 30 small it could not 
be seen a hundred yards away. Mr. Lippitt 
said the accident was due to an error of 
judgment on his part. He thought he 
could. clear Amorita, and would have done 
s0 had she not béen jibed at that moment. 
He had Quisetta towed to New London, 
Conn., last night,. and says she will be 
Yeady for racing in Larchmont’s regatta 
on July 4. 
Elmina continued ‘to gain on Muriel, and 
Was an easy winner over her in the end. 
During the second trip over the. course for 
the smaller sloops Mira and Effort fouled. 
Mira was hauling on the wind to turn the 
mark, and Effort, which was behind, tned 
to push in between her and the mark. The 
axe of Effort shouted for room. He 
Fi Mira did not give way, and because of 
is he was forced to foul her.

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CENSUS OFFICE FIGURES. 
Bulletins -Giving» Voting and’ Militia 
‘Strength of Seven States’and 


Territories. 


WASHINGTON, June 28. — The Census 
Office to-day issued a bulletin giving the 
number of persons of school age, males of 
militia.age and voting age, and citizenship 
of foreign-born males twenty-one years: of 
age and aver for a’group of'States'and:Ter- 
ritories comprising Alabama, Alaska, Ari- 
zona, Arkansas, California, Colorado, and 
Cornicut:.. It shows the number of persons 
of school. age, five to twenty years, inclu- 
sive; and the males of school age, respect- 
ively; as follows: 

Alabama, °733,222 and 367,757; Alaska, 11,- 
408 and 6,049; Arizona, 38,868 and 20,099; 
Arkansas, 529,375 and 265,541; California, 
420,081 and 212,723; Colorado, 160,531. and 
80,729, and. Connecticut, 257,101 and 127,962. 

The males of militia age are: Alabama, 
328,949; Alaska, 19,708; Arizona, 34,231; Ar- 
kansas, 250,380; California, 378,877; Colo- 
rado, 142,138; Connecticut, 207,606. 

The males of voting age follow: Alabama, 
413,862, of whom the native-born number 
405,598; Alaska, 37,056, native-born 26,489; 
Arizona, 44,081, native-born, 30,306; Ar- 
kansas, 313,886, native-born 305,484; Cali- 
fornia, 544,087, native-born, 318,817; Colo- 
rado, 185,708, native-born 133,935; Connecti- 
cut, 280,340, native-born 173,248. Over 50 
per cent. of the foreign-born of voting age 
were naturalized, save in Arizona, where 
only 34.8 per cent. were naturalized. There 
is a large percentage of illiterates among 
the alfen element. 

The males of voting age as a whole in- 
clude only a very smal] percentage of illit- 
erates in California, Colorado, and_Con- 
necticut, but in the remeteens four States 
and Territories illiterate males.of votin 
age constitute from one-fifth to one-thir 
of the whole, 83 per cent. in Alabama, 28.3 
per cent. in Alaska, 23.9 per cent. in_Ari- 
zona, and 20 per cent. In Arkansas. These 
large percentages are .due to the great 
number of. illiterate age of negro de- 
scent in Alabama and Arkansas, illiterate 
Chinese and Indians in Alaska, and illit- 
erate Indians and foreign whites in Ari- 
zona. 

The percentage of illiterates among the 
native white males of native parentage and 
of voting age is 14.2 for Alabama and 10.8 
for Arkansas, and of illiterate foreign 
whites 30.9 for Arizona and 15.6 for Con- 
necticut. 

The percentage of foreign-born males of 
veting age ranges from 27.9 per cent. in 
Colorado to 41.4 per cent, in California, 
Of the whole number of males of voting 
age in Alabama and Arkansas, on the other 
hand, practically 98 out of every 100 are 
native-born, 


In Alaska, California, and Connecticut 


more than one-third, and in Arizona and 
Colorado more than one-fourth of the 
males of militia age are foreign-born, while 
in Alabama and Arkansas substantially all 
the males of this class are native-born.

regarding the transfer of the subsidiary 
telegraph lines to the control of the In- 
sular Government. The commission fixes 
the compensation. 


TRADE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Great Britain Alone Sold $4,000,000 of 
Cotton Goods in 1900. 


WASHINGTON, ‘June 28.—The importa- 
tion of.cotton manufactures into the Phil- 
ippine Islands’ during 1900 showed an in- 
crease of 93 per cent. over the importation 
for the previous year, according to a com- 
parative statement issued to-day by the 
division of insular affairs, War Depart- 
ment The value of the cotton manufact- 
ures imported during 1900 is set down at 
$8,720,777, and for 1899 at $4,522,408. The 
importation from the United States alone 
showed an increase of 303 per cent., or $69,- 
236. 

The greatest amount of the cotton manu- 
factures came from the United Kingdom— 
about $4,000,000: worth—with Spain second 
at $13233,262. 


Run Down by Battleship Massachusetts. 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., June 28.—The 
Portland fishing schooner Ella M. Dought: 
came into this port to-day considerably 
damaged and reported that she had been 
run down by the battleship Massachusetts 
off the south shoal lightship last night. 
The Doughty Had her bowsprit ‘broken, her 
cutwater damaged, and sustained other in- 
juries to her rigging. Her Captain praises 
the officers and crew of the Massachusetts 
for the prompt assistance which they gave 
him after thé collision. The accident oc- 
curred in,a dense fog and in spite of. the 
fact that both vessels were sounding fre- 
quent warnings.

To-day several of 
his friends called at the house, but none 
was permitted to see the patient. To-night 
he was resting easily. 


PRESIDENT GOMPERS’S ADVICE. 


Tells Labor Unions Strikes Should Not 
Be Entered Into Too Hastily. 
President Samuel Gompers of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor has issued a cir- 
cular addressed to all affiliated unions 
warning them against going into strikes 

too hastily. The circular, in part. says: 

No strike should be ordered until every effort 
has been made by a committee to settle the dif- 
ferences with the employer. A strike should be 
inaugurated only as a last resort. 

A conciliatory policy is more advantageous 
than a contest. Arbitration should be offered 
befare a strike is begun. It is easier to adiust 
a difference before a strike than after. When 
the union cnters. into an agreement with an 
employer its terms should be faithfully kept, 
regardless of temptations to break it. 

The union should be maintained at all hazards, 
in defeat as well as in victory. In case of dis- 
couraging circumstances, maintain the organiza- 
tion. The time will come when the workers will 
realize the necessity for union, and a union 
maintained will make unnecessary a large 
amount of preparatory work

Masonic Secretary Parvin Dead. 


CEDAK RAPIDS, Iowa, June 28.—T. §. 
Parvin, Grand Secretary of the Iowa Ma- 
sonic Grand Lodge, died to-day. He was 
one of the most widely known Masons in 
the country, and probably the last of the 
original pioneers of Iowa, He was born at 
Cedarville, N. J., Jan. 15. 1817. He removed 
to Iowa in 1838, was appointed Secretary to 
the first Territorial Governor, and was the 
first Librarian of lowa Territory. He found- 
ed and built the first lowa Masonic Library, 
occupying the only Masonic Hbrary build- 
ing in the world. 

Fie was a thirly-third degree Mason, 
Knight Templar, and had served as Grand 
Recorder, Grand Encampment, Knights 
Templars of the United States, and had 
been fifty-five years a Grand Secretary and 
Librarian of the Grand Lodge of Iowa.

DISMISSED GRAND JURY 


SATURDAY. JU 


Was Angry Because It: Had Failed | 


to Indict a Gambler. 


Gave the Jurors an Hour to Consider 
Indictments Drawn by. His Order— 
First Case of Its Kind in 
the State. 


There was an exciting scene in the Hud- 
son County Oyer and Terminer Court,. Jer- 
sey City, yesterday, Justice Collins pre- 
siding, and at.the end of it Hudson, County 
was without a Grand Jury. As. one: of, the 
Grand Jurors forcibly expressed it:, ‘‘ We 
were summarily bounced.” 
~The Grand Jury filed into court. at 3:30 
o'clock P. M. and handed up a batch of. 
forty indictments, the nature of which was 
not disclosed. Justice Collins took them 
and looked them over. 

‘I fail to find here,” he said, ‘“‘ any in- 
dictment in the case of Eugene Sullivan, 
who was arrested for selling pools at a 
place in Pavonia Avenue, and .to which 
I directed your attention at.the opening 
of the term. As I did not hear from you 
on the subject, I sent for the evidence and 
examined it carefully. I wondered why you 
did not ask the Court for instructions, but 
presumed that you had decided to indict. 
The evidence as the Court found it would 
have warranted three indictments, two for 
pool selling and gambling and one for keep- 
ing a disorderly house. It may be that 
you objected to the methods of the police 
in ssecuring evidence. You have nothing 
to do with the methods used. There are 
cases in which evidence cannot be secured 
in the usual. ways. The Court does not 
desire to use coercion. 

‘“‘You are an arm of the Court. It is your 
duty to receive your law from the Court. 
I have caused three indictments to be 
drawn to suit this case. You will take them 
and consider them. You may indorse them 


‘true bill’ or ‘no bill.” The Court will 
wait one hour.”’ 

Foreman James N. Davis took the pa- 
pers, and the Grand Jury withdrew. They 
remained out about fifty minutes. Then 
they returned to the courtroom, and Fore- 
man Davis handed the tndictments_ back 
to Teter Collins. They were indorsed 
“no * la 

“The Court has no further business for 
this Grand Jury,’ said Justice Collins. 
“You are discharged.” 

‘But, your Honor,” said Foreman James 
N. Davis, ‘‘ we have other work to do.” 

“The Prosecutor informs me that you 
have nothing further to do,”’ said Justice 
Collins ‘Is not that so?" he continued, 
turning to Prosecutor Erwin. 

“The State has nothing more to lay be- 
fore this Grand Jury,”’ said Mr. Erwin. 

“This Grand Jury is dismissed,’’ repeated 
Justice Collins, as he left the bench. 

The Grand Jurors defended their réfusal 
to indict Sullivan on the ground that the 
evidence was not sufficient to warrant a 
conviction, and they did not deem it advis- 
able to subject the county to the expense of a 
trial which was likely to result in an ac- 
quittal. They also objected to the manner 
in which the evidence was obtained, Chief 
of Police Murphy having sent detectives to 
Sullivan's place to put money on horses, the 
tickets thus obtained being sent to the 
Prosecutor. 

Sullivan's place was raided ‘on Feb. 9, but 
it Is said that he received a tip. At all 
events, the police found no evidence of 
gambling’ at that time. The December 
3rand Jury refused to indict Sullivan for 
the reason given, and when the April 
Jrand Jury was drawn Justice Collins spe- 
clally directed their attention to the case. 

So far as can ve learned, this is the first 
time in the history of New Jersey. that a 
Grand Jury was ever dismissed in this sum- 
mary manner. The Grand Jurors are all 
men of good standing in the community. 
and James N. Davis, the foreman. has long 
been a Trustee of St. Patul’s Methodist 
Church. It is generally believed in Jersey 
City that Sullivan was shielded by political 
influence.

They. were 
members of the Boz Club of London, and 
the. occasion of their foregathering was the 
thirty-first anniversary of. the novelist’s 
death, which occurred on. June 9, 1870. 

They were men of mark themselves, were 
those ‘“‘twencent” Pickwicklans. - Mr. 
Henry Dickens, K. C., son of the novelist, 
was there; so were Mr. F. C. Burfnand, 
editor of Punch; Mr. Luke Fildes, R. A., 
the eminent artist to whom his Majesty 
King Edward has intrusted the work of 
painting the official portrait, and among 
whose many famous paintings is included 
that beautifully pathetic story on canvas 
depicting ‘‘The Empty Chair” of the de- 
parted novelist. The company also included 
Sir Squire Bancroft, Mr. G. A. Storey, A. R. 
A.; Mr. Percy Fitzgerald and Mr. Kitton. 

» The club’s perambulation through Dick- 
ens-land is favored by exquisite weather. 
It is such a day, in fact, as that on which 
the immortal Pickwick “ bent over the bal- 
ustrades of Rochester Bridge contemplating 
nature and waiting for breakfast.”

Every pus prick, every scratch, every abra- 
sion, every cut with a razor or pocketknife, 
évery splinter that enters the skin may 
cause a boil, Nor need the wound be a se- 
rious one; it may be so minute as to be in- 
visible to the unaided eye.. Nor is the -re- 
sult always produced, for if it should be, 
every slight wound, every thorn prick, ev- 
ery scratch-of a cat, every bite of a dog, 
évery abrasion of the ‘skin, would be fol- 
lowed by disastrgus, if not fatal, conse- 
uences. The'reason ‘for this immunity is

Dr. Reid, speaking of pus, and ineidentally 
of boils. says: “‘ Job was probably run down 
by a long period of debduchery. We read 
that the devil had him in tow some time 
before his boils broke out. If, now, he coula 
have had the counsel of three good phkysi- 
tiresome cheolo- 
gians, he would have had his system toned 
up; his broken potsherd, with which ‘he 
scraped himself withal,’ ‘thus spreading 
sympathy and infection, would haye been 
taken from him, and he would. have been 
taught a few lessons in sanitary science in- 
stead of theology.”’

’ From Good Words. 

The Chinaman paints an eye on the prow® 
of his junk. This eye plays the part of 
the lookout man; thus collisions are pre- 
vented. It has been suggested that this 
is the primal form from which the Euro- 
pean figurehead was evolved. John China- 
man.does not appear to have cultivated to 
any great extent ‘the taste for going down 
to the sea in ships; that would account 
for the’ elementary character of the Chi- 
nese figurehead. -The figurehead of the 
New Zealander, on the other hand, is most 
elaborate. Capt. Cook found them already 
addicted to lions’ heads. This is curious 
because there were no lions in New Zealan 
at any time, so-far as we know. Probably 
they were copyists and.the original was a 
figurehead from a wreck of a sixteenth or 
seventeenth century vessel. At that time 
almost all the European navies affected 
a lion’s ,head. Some of. these old -baats 
had a figurhead not cnly on the true prow, 
but a’ second on the false, or inner,- prow. 
The Sovereign of the Sens, built for Charles

| Holds Back Construction of Big City |

Henry Johnson is a negro about fifty 
yars old, a hard worker, but poor.

‘In 1585 Henry Johnson,; the negro, looked 
about for a place to erect a small house; 
and, like the ssquatters in Arkansas, 
chose the first suitable spot, which, in this 
instance, proved to be the middle of Hop- 
kins Street, near Bighth. The city had 
done nothing to open or impfove the road- 
way, so during all the succeeding years 
Johnson remained thé undisputed monarch 
of all he surveyed. But with the years 
came improvements. The city. grew and 
prospered. Charles Hopkins died, and with 
his death came fnew owner to a large 
part of the estate; Thomas M. Barr. Mr. 
Barr for a time paid no attention to the 
negro shack, but a short while ago he de- 
termined to erect a building on the corner 
of Eighth and Hopkins Streets. He intend- 
ed to spend’a large sum of money, and Mr. 
Johnson was in the way. The negro was 
asked to move, but he refused. He was 
the first one there, and he decided to re- 
main. He was arrested about two months 
ago, and Judge McAuley decreed that when 
the city should have shown a disposition 
to occupy the ground Johnson would be 
made to pick up his belongings and go. 

The city was appealed to. Ah ordinance 

was passed May 11 to establish the grade 
on opkins Street, and June 12 the City 
_Counell passed another ordinance author- 
izing the work of grading the long-neglect- 
ed thoroughfare. Still Johnson was obdu. 
rate, and Mr. Barr could not begin his 
building. 

Yesterday the city took a hand in the 
affair, and had Johnson arrested a’ second 
time. -In the police court this morning W. 
C. Michaels appeared for Mr. Barr and told 
the long story of Hopkins Street and the 
negro who blocked its epening. A deputy 
from the City Clerk's office was there, too, 
with several ponderous volumes. The ordi- 
nances were read; an attorney pleaded for 
more time for Johnson; Mr. Michaels in- 
sisted that the city’s progress was being in- 
terfered with, and Judge McAuley assumed 
his pol gudicial Se.

Boards of Three Churches to Ex- 
tend Their Fields in Cuba. 


Church Built at Havana Twenty-five 
Years Ago Has Been Offered as 
a Place of Worship. 


It is the intention of several mission 
boards in this city to begin religious work 
in Havana this Fall. The Presbyterian 
Board of Home Missions is one of them, 
and the Congregationalists and Episco- 
palians will enlarge work already begun 
there. All intend to build churches. 

José Eugenio Marx, a prominent business 
man of Havana, especially interested in 
the religious development of the redado 
district of that city, sailed yesterday for 
Hamburg after several conferences with 
mission boards here. He suggested that a 
stone church erected in Havana twenty- 
five years ago be used by some one of the 
denominations. This church was intended 
as a place for Protestant worship. Owing 
to complications under Spanish rule, this 
building was never used. The building cost 
$75,000. Mr. Marx, speaking of church con- 
ditions in Havana, said: 

‘It is a mistake to assume that Protest- 
ant effort in Cuba means of necessity in- 
jury to Catholic interests there. Condi- 
tions in Cuba are about the same as they 
are here. Both religions can thrive. People 
are coming to Cuba who are not Catholics. 
Material growth there is rapid. The stran- 
gers will need religious privileges. The 
Catholic Church under the present Bishop 
ls making commendable progress against 
tremendous odds. 
of either the Catholic or the Protestant 
Church, but am in.a position to know a 


cod deal about both. ,When the overthrow 
i Spanish rule cut off $250,000 of the ¢ ath- 
plic Church’s income, ready *money came 
from Europe to tide matters, over. Just 
now an effort is being made to pay some 
o* that money back, and the effort is being 
crowned with success. : 

“JT see no sectarian bitterness in Cuba, 
We are coming to be like America and Hu- 
rope in these particulars.”

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON. 


Notes of the, International Series Selec- 
tion for July 7, 1901, 
Copyright, 1901, by.John R. Whitney. 


BSUBJECT—God the Creator of all things.— 
Genesis, i., 1 to viii., 3. 

GOLDEN TEXT—In the 
created the heaven 
Genesis, i., 1 


beginning God 
and the earth.— 


In every circle the point where it be- 
gins is always next to the point where it 
ends. When we unroll the Sacred Scrip- 
tures, therefore, *“‘ Genesis’’ always comes 
next to *‘ The Revelation.”” So as we now 
turn back for the fifth time, under the 
direction of the International Series of 
Lessons, from the study of ‘‘ The Revela- 
tion,”” we begin again the study of the 
Bible at its beginning. And this is a very 
logical order, not simply because the canon 
of Scripture begins with ‘ Genesis” and 
ends with ‘‘ The Revelation,’ but because 
there is a very intimate, inherent connec- 
tion between the two books which it is im- 
portant to observe. 

Neither of them is an exposition of doc- 
trine, nor an exhortation to conduct. Each 
is a revelation—the one altogether and the 
other in part—especially at its -beginning. 
They are revelations of things .which could 
not be learned by any amount of’ research. 
Thus, “The Apocalypse of John” lifts the 
curtain of the future .and declares the 
Blorious destiny of man. ‘ The-Apocalypse 
of Moses ”’ lifts thé curtain of the past and 
declares the sublime-origin of man. . It is 
well, therefore, to turn from the study of 
the one to that of the other, that, learn- 
ing the origin of man, we may better ap- 
preciate the destiny secured to him by 
redemption. 


The course of studies upon which we now 


enter, and which will command our atten- 
tion for the next six months, begins with 
“The Creation’ and ends with ‘“‘ The Exo- 
dus.” It thus covers about 2,500 years of 
time, or more than half of the interval be- 
tween the creation of Adam and the birth 
of Jesus of Nazareth, or the advent of 
“The First Man,” who “is of the earth,” 
and the advent of “ The Second Man,”” who 
*‘is the Lord from Heaven.” (First Cor- 
inthians, xv., 47.) 

The prominent men whose lives gave 
character to each successive period in 
these 2,500 years were Adam, Noah, Abra- 
ham, the twelve Patriarchs and Moses. And 
such was the length of life in those days 
that there was no difficulty in accurately 
transmitting history. Thus all that Adam 
and his sons knew of “‘ The Creation” and 
“The Fall’’ they could easily communicate 
to Noah and his sons. In like manner Noah 
and his sons could just as easily communi- 
cate what they knew to Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob. And these again could transmit 
the accumulated information which they 
possessed to Moses and the Patriarchs who 
went out of Egypt. Thus a chain of only 
four links—Adam, Noah, Abraham, Moses— 
connects the Creation of man with the Exo- 
dus from Egypt. 

The best Commentary that we have on 
the life and work of these men is found in 
the eleventh chapter of Hebrews. Accord- 
ing to it, each one stands for some special 
phase of faith. As we study the history, 
therefore, in the light of this Commentary, 
we will see how simple faith in a Divine 
Creator will unfold and enlarge until it 
becomes a loving and obedient trust in 
Him. In this aspect the subject of our 
studies for the next few months may very 
justly be entitled 


THE GENESIS AND GROWTH OF FAITH 


In the passage appointed for this lesson 
three important facts are brought. before 
us: The Genesis of:Matter, The Genesis of 
Man. and The Genesis of the Sabbath Day. 


As the grand panorama of these successive 
creations passes before the eye of the in- 
spired seer, he is not troubled with any 
doubts—and he does not enter into any 
scientific explanation concerning what he 
gaw—but with no hesitation, or qualifica- 
tion, he emphatically declares, ‘‘In the be- 
ginning God created the heaven and the 
earth:” (v. 1.) Thus * DEUS FECIT.” 
“He spake and it was done, He com- 
manded, and it stood fast,” is the most 
simple and sublime explanation of the 
tion which has ever been given, It is 
: be accepted rte for as our Com- 
Fe says, “ rough faith we under- 
Bene that tne worlds were framed by the 
es tae

work of the Lord.” (Hebrews xi., 3.) Faith 
asks nothing more, And this recognition of 
a Divine Creator, and of 
ship to Him, is the very first step in spirit- 
ual life, “ for he that cometh to God must 
believe that He is, and that He is a re- 
warder of them that diligently seek Him.” 

(Heb. xi., 6.) 

During six successive periods of time, 
each ot which is termed a “ day,’’ the 
yrocess of creation went pee on. 

Vhat was the length of these periods, or 
how long it was between “ the evening and 
the morning’’ of each “day,” is not re- 
vealed. Science asserts that each period was 
a grand cycle of ages, and the Scriptures do 
not contradict the assertion. For that each 
one was vastly more than the twenty- 
four hours which we term a “ day" is 
evident, because in the final summing up 
of the whole matter, all of the days put 
together, are spoken of under the same 
designation as each—‘‘in the day that the 
rere eer made the earth and the heavens.” 
qail., 4.) 

When the revelation of the future passed 
before the eyes of John he saw the sym- 
bols, and the forms of things, which were 
perfectly familiar to him, as ‘‘ the sun,”’ 
“ the candlesticks,’’ and ‘* the sea of glass.”’ 
But when the revelation of the past was 
given to Moses, he saw nothing that was 
familiar to his experiences. All was ‘' with- 
out form and void, and darkness,” ‘ so 
that,” as our Commentator expresses it, 
‘things which are seen were not made of 
things which do appear.”” (Hebrews, xi, 3.) 
They were created by the fiat of Omnipo- 
tence from things which no human eye had 
ever seen or could see. Whether they were 
made instantaneously, or by the slow proc- 
ess of development, is of no manner of im- 
portance. God made them, and He made 
them in a way, and from material, of which 
Moses more than two thousand years later 
had no knowledge whatever. 

We may, however, form some idea of 
how ‘‘ things which are seen’’ can be made 
from things which do not appear, by con- 
sidering the familiar experiment of passing 
an electrical current, which is invisible, 
through equally invisible gases, and visible, 
material water is produced—‘‘ not made of 
things which do appear.’’ In like manner 
the photographer exposes his sensitized 
plate to the sun, and immediately a face or 
a landscape is produced, made by the chem- 
istry of light in a way which no human eye 
ean discern, and with a perfection which 
no human hand can copy. 

Day after day a new wonder burst upon 
the view of the inspired seer, When “ the 
Spirit of God moved upon the face of the 
water’”’ all that was ‘ without form, and 
void, and darkness” (v. 2) became lumin- 
ous. It may have become so suddenly or 
slowly. But there was light. It pervaded 
all space. It was the first step in creation 
—the genesis of day and night. (v. 5.) 

Then this luminous mass was divided, and 
“a firmament” appeared to ‘ divide the 
waters from the waters.” (v. 6.) ‘‘ And 
God called the firmament heaven.” (v. 8.) 
It separated ‘‘ the waters which were -under 
the firmament from the waters which were 
above the firmament.” (v. 7.) This was the 
second step in the creation. *s 
Then the waters beneath the firmament 
were genes together so that the waters 
and the land ‘were separated, ‘‘and God 
called the dry land earth, and the gather- 
ing together of the waters called He seas.”’ 
(Verse 10.) Being thus separated the earth 
began to “bring forth grass, the herb 
yielding seed, and the fruit tree yielding 
fruit after his kind whose seed is in itself.”’ 
(Verse 11.) As ‘‘ there went up a mist from 
the earth and watered the whole face of 
the ground ”’ (ii., 6,) these grew, and scat- 
tered their seed and died. The earth buried 
them beneath its soil, and time transformed 
them into the coal and oil and minerals 
which bless and enrich us to-day. This 
was the third step of progress. 

The next step saw the sun and moon and 
Stars created, ‘‘and God set them in_ the 
firmament of the heaven to give light 
upon the earth, and to rule over the day 
and over the night to divide the ight from 
the darkness."’ (Verses 17, 18.) 

But as yet there was no living creature 
on the earth, or in the waters, or in the 
air. Now, however, everything was ready 
for their existence and the first animal 
life appears. It is seen in the waters and 
in the air. For the waters brought “ forth 
abundantly the moving creature that hath 
life, and fowl that may fly above the 
earth in the open firmament of heaven.’’ 
(Verse 20.) 

Then in the next great period called a 
“day "’ cattle of the field, wild beasts of 
the torest, and creeping things of the earth 
began to appear. (Verse 24.) Everything 
therefore was then ready for the Genesis 
of man. It was the last day of the cre- 
ative week. 

Then the voice of the triune God was 
heard saying, “ Let us make man in our 
image; after our likeness.’’ (Verse 26.) 
“And the Lord God-~formed man of the 
dust of the ground, and breathed tnto his 
nostrils the breath of life, and. man be- 
came a living soul.” (i., 7.) ‘So God 
created man in His own image—in the 
image of God created He him—male and 
femalé; created He them.” ‘(Verse ¥%7.) He 
‘called their name—Adam—in the day 
when they ‘were created, (v., 2.) and 
‘*Adam was the Son of God.” (Luke, iii., 
38.) Thus in some real sense it might be 
said of him—‘‘ The First Man’’—as . he 
came from the hand of his Maker, as it was 
said of ‘‘ The Second Man,” in all of His 
ministry—in him ‘‘ God was manifest in the 
flesh.”” (Second Timothy, ili., 16.) 


MAN MADE iN GOD'S IMAGE. 


This man, made in the image of God and 
inbreathed with His Spirit, was made the 
vicegerent of God. His dwelling place 
was in the Garden of Eden, the earthly 
paradise. He was given dominion “ over 
the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of 
the air, and over the cattle, and over all 


the earth, and over every creeping thing 
that creepeth upon the earth, over every 
living thing that moveth upon the earth.” 
(Verses 26, 248.) He was to ‘replenish 
the earth and subdue it.”” (Verse xxviii.) 
He was thus to search out its secrets and 
develop its resources. Its lands were to 
be explored and peopled, its seas were to 
be navigated and commerce established, 
its depths were to be mined, its heavens 
studied, and all of its laws discovered. All 
that has become known, and all that has 
been done, to the present time, and all 
that will be known and done to the most 
distant future, were included in the grand 
charter given to him. 

And in all this God, Himself, was his 
companion, ~walking daily with him in the 
garden as his dearest friend. With such 
companionship, with a nature inbreathed 
with the Spirit of God, with a mind of un- 
limited capacities, with a body knowing 
no want, and not subject to fatigue, sick- 
ness, or death, with the heavens above and 
the earth beneath, and the waters of’ the 
seas around, inviting his examination and 
study, and always ready to ‘declare the 
glory of God” to him, with’no hereditary 
bias to sin, and with the tree ‘of lif@ within 
his reach, what grand and glorious.:possi- 
bilities were open to sinless man! 

Such was the federal head of all man- 
kind as he came from the hand of God. 
He stood as the representative of all who 
should come after him, as a father always 
represents his children. He was made “in 
the image of God,” and if he maintained 
his integrity all of his children were to 
bear the same image. Surely we could not 
have had a representative more admirably 
constituted or more favorably situated to, 
secure the manawe good for those whom 
he represented. 

‘oy one other in the history of the 
world has appeared with whom he can be 
compared. t is ‘'The Last Adam,” “‘ The 
Second Man "”’ (First Corinthians, xv., 45-47,) 
who came to'redeem the children of ‘‘ The 
First Adam,” and one them back into 
the fellowship with G which they had 
lost hy transgression. He was indeed the 
very ‘“‘Son of God,’’ the brightness of His 
glory and the express image of His per- 
son. (Hebrews, i., 3.) Like the “ First 
Adam,” He stood as the representative of 
all mankind, that ‘‘as in Adam all die, 
even so in Christ shall all be made alive.”’ 
(First Corinthians, xv., 22.) But they must 
be ‘‘in Christ.’’ There is no salvation out 
of Him or apart from Him. 

With the advent of man the work of 
creation ceased. Then “the morning stars 
sang together and all the sons of God 
shouted for joy.”’ (Job, xxxvill., 7.) Then 
all of the heavenly host which “rest not 
day and night, saying, Holy, holy, holy. 
Lord God Almighty, which was and is 
and is to come, cast their crowns before 
the throne saying, Thou art worthy to 
receive glory and henor and power, for 
Thou hast created all things, and for 
Thy pleasure they are and were créated.’’ 
(Rev., iv., 11.) In all the ages since then 
no research of telescope or of microscope, 
no boring into the bowels of the earth, no 
study of all that grows upon its surface, 
no art, or science has ever discovered a 
single new creation. 

Thus began God's “ Sabbath.” 
the sevent eriod of time, and in it we 
are living. or then ‘‘the heavens and 
the earth were finished and all the host 
of them. And on the seventh day. God 
ended His work which He had made, and 
He rested’ or ‘ ceased ’’ (Young) ‘on the 
seventh day from all His work which He 
had made. And God blessed the seventh 
day and sanctified it, because that in it He 
had rested (or ‘ceased’) from all His 
work which God created and made.” (il, 
1-3.) Thus in the very beginning God ap- 
pointed one day in seven as a day when 
man should cease from labor—a day to be 
sanctified and kept. holy. 

This was the fundamental idea of “ the 
Sabbath,”’ or day of ‘ cessation.’ (Young.) 
It was therefore afterward so incorporated 
in the law given on Mount Sinai. (Ex., xx., 
11.) On every ‘‘Sabbath”’ appointed by 
that law “ne servile work’’ was to be 
done, (Lev., xxill., 7, 21, 25, 35,.36,) or, in 
other words, all work for personal sup- 

ort, profit, or pleasure was to cease even 

f the "Sabbath" lasted for a whole year. 
(Lev., xxv., 1-12.) The observance of this 
law was a “ sign,’’ (Ex., xxxi., 13; Ezek., 
xx., 12,) a sure indication of faith in God, 
and belief that He would care for those 
who obeved Him. So it is to-day. 

But ‘The Lord’s Day,” as we have it

ST. VINCENT DE PAUL OUTINGS. 


Society Making Arrangements for Its 
Fresh Air Mission at Baychester. 


The Society of St. Vincent de Paul is 
making preparations for the care of its 
quota of poor children, to whom the so- 
ciety gives annually a Summer vacation. 
The society maintains a fresh air mission 
at Baychester, Pelham Bay Park, on the 
Sound, where children of the poor are sent 


in.parties of a hundred or more for a two 
weeks’ free outing. 

Here the children are fed and cared for, 
and are furnished with aprons, night 
clothes, overalls, bathing suits, and other 
necessaries. The mission this year will be 
in charge of the Sisters of St. Francis, 
from Mount Loretto, S. I1., assisted by an 
auxiliary committee of members of the so- 
ciety. The expenses for four children sent 
to Baychester, and kept there for two 
weeks, amount to $10. 


FLOATING HOSPITAL SERVICE. 


St. John’s Guild Will Begin Its Summer 
Care of the Poor on July 8. 


The floating hospitals of St. John’s Guild 
will start their Summer's service for the 
children of the poor on Monday, July 8, 
and thereafter the two hospitals will make 
trips every day except Sunday, one run- 
ning on the North River and one on the 
East River. 

The North River boat will leave the fol- 


lowing piers daily: West Fiftieth Street, 
7:30 A. M.; West Thirty-fifth Street, 8 A. 
M.; West Tenth Street, 8:30 A. M.; Hamil- 
ton Avenue, South Broklyn, 9 A. M. 

On the East River the hospital boat will 
leave on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday 
from East Twenty-fourth Street, at 8 A. 
M.; East Third Street, 8:30 A. M.; Bridge 
Street, Brooklyn, 9 A. M., and Rutgers 
Street, 9:30 A. M., and on Tuesday, Thurs- 
day, and Saturday, it will leave One Hun- 
dred and Twelfth Street at 7:30 A. M.; 
Twenty-fourth Street, 8&8 A. M.: Third 
Street, 8:30 A. M.; North Second Street, 
Williamsburg, 9 A. M. 

The Floating Hospital Service is given 
free to the sick children of the poor of New 
York, and the management of the guild 
will be glad to send tickets of admission 
to the floating hospitals and the seaside 
hospital free of charge to any hospital, 
dispensary, church, charitable organiza- 
tion, or practicing physician. The great 
heat of the past few days has sent many 
cases to the seaside hospital, which 
opened on June 15, and it is announced 
that $50,000 ts needed at once to maintain 
the charity. 


SUMMER HOME FOR CHILDREN. 


Pelham Institution, Now Ten Years Ola, 
Opened for the Season. 

The opening for the season of 1901 of the 
Pelham Summer Home for Children, on the 
Split Reck Road, near Pelham Manor, took 
place on Thursday, with a reception given 
by the officers and Directors. From now 
till the beginning of Autumn the home will 
be the scene of youthful happiness, 

The home has been in successful operh- 


tion for more than ten years. Its object 
is to supply a suitable piace in the country 
t» which charitable organizations in che 
crowded districts of New York may send 
poor children for a respite from the heat 
and for an outing among the flowers and 
trees. The home is supported by the an- 
nual dues of members, which are $8'a year, 
and by the gifts of its friends. 

During the season of 1900 fifty-six chil- 
dren were given two weéks’ holiday at the 
home, and plans have been made for re- 
ceiving a much larger number this year. 
The regular income of the society is used 
wholly for the support -and.care of the 
children, none of the officers receiving any 
pay for his services. 


A Lebanon Hospital Festival. 

The annual strawberry festival of the 
Lebanon Hospital League will be held on 
the grounds of the Lebanon Hospital, One 
Hundred and Fiftieth Street and Westches- 
ter Avenue, to-morrow afternoon at 2:30 


Music will be furnished by the 
military band of the Hebrew Sheltering 
Society Orpham, Asylum. The object of 
the function is to realize sufficient money 
to complete the work of installing a steam 
heating plant in the institution before next 
Winter. 


BOY’S DISASTROUS “ STUNT.” 


Tried to Stand on His Ear on the Han- 
dlebar of His Bicycle, and Some- 
thing Happened. 

For.a long time, fourteen-year-old Otto 
Meulaski of 530 Atlantic Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, nursed an ambition to shine as a trick 
bicyele rider. Yesterday his ambition re- 
ceived a painful setback. Otto was riding 
his wheel on the sidewalk at Atlantic and 
Third Avenues, doing ‘“ stunts,’’ to the pro- 
found admiration of a group of other small 
boys looking on. Two little girls: came 
along, stopped on the other side of the 
street and viewed Otto’s performances with 

deep wonder. 

** My, ain’t he awfully clever to do that!” 
one cf them observed to the other. 

Otto overheard this compliment and was 
fired with a desire to do even more won- 


derful .things. He attempted the difficult 
and thriliing feat of standing on his left 
ear on the handle bar. 

‘* Hooray! ’’ shouted the admiring urchins. 
The girls clapped their hands. Then all 
kinds of things happened to Otto. 

The bicycle seemed to take the bit in its 
teeth and made a wild dash for the window 
of a pie bakery. The wheel struck the win- 
dow, and Otto, describing a paraboia in 
the air, was hurled through the glass. He 
landed on a pile of huckleberry and rhubarb 
pies and carromed off onto the floor of the 
store. , 

Strangely enough, when he rose to his 
feet, he found himself in the grasp of an 
agent of the coaeay which had insured 
the window pane. By a peculiar coincidence 
the agent happened to be in the store at 
that very time. He called a policeman and 
insisted upon Otto’s being arrested. The 
boy’s left wrist was badly cut, and he was 
taken to the Seney Hospital for treatment, 
He was discharged when arraigned in the 
Myrtle Avenue Police Court later.

THE NEGRO IN THE SOUTH 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with great interest and at- 
tention your editorial in Tue Times this 
morning, entitled “‘White and Negro in 
the South.”’ 

It is such a significant lesson and so 
ably put that it should arrest the atten- 
tion of every public-spiritted man interest- 
ed in the welfare of our common country. 
It is so seldom that the negro can find 
such an outspoken and fearless exposition 
of his side of the so-called problem, and, 
coming as it does upon the very heels of 
the manly and patriotic speech of Senator 
Foraker of Ohio in the Republican State 
Convention at Columbus, it seems not only 
opportune but providential. 

The negro question is the 
which the life of the Nation seems to 
hang. Our Constitution, or ‘ Magna 
Charta,"’ that has given life to the great- 
est Government ever conceived by man, 
and which has lived now for more than a 
century, is being menaced by the illogical 
reasoning of our Southern friends, and 
would be torn in shreds at the very mo- 
ment when it should be held intact, If 
the States can annul and set aside the 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth Amendments of 
the Constitution and nullify the franchise 
of a large number of citizens on account 
of color and previous condition, and at the 
same time retain the representation of 
that element in the Congress and Electoral 
College, it is a conundrum in polities only 
obtainable in the South and by the South, 
and which must eventually destroy our 
republican form of government. 

Our expansion policy, made possible by 
unforeseen circumstances and the great 
ability of the National Administration un- 
der the wisdom of President McKinley, will 
not only be embarrassed but completely 
thwarted by these Southern obstructionists 
if constitutional rights are to be abridged 
and law and order set aside as is now 
being done. We can have no abiding peace 
with one section of the country upholding 
the Constitution and. the other section in 
open rebellion against it. We can have no 
righteous: form of Government if one class 
of citizens is to be discriminated against 
in favor of the other. The negro cannot 
be a citizen in the North and a non-citizen 
in the South. The protection of our Gov- 
ernment cannot be made effective abroad 
and abortive at home. The discriminating 
tendencies against the negro in the South, 
and the lynching and burning of him with- 
out due process of law, no matter what 
his crime may pe, will ultimately damn 
our country and breed anarchy and com- 
munism throughout the land. 

The South might well learn a lesson by 
the action of the New Jersey lawmakers 
and dispensers, in the outcome of the Bar- 
ker-Keller trial. It cannot be doubted 
that had Keller been in the South, inno- 
cent though he is, he might have been 
lynched and possibly burned, and Barker, 
though guilty, made a hero of by a_fren- 
zied mob, and possibly sent to the United 
States Senate as a vindication for his brave 
act; but under the laws of a free and en- 
lightened North, and a Judge as fair and 
able as Judge Blair, he is justly condemned 
for his’ wicked and un-Amertcan’ crime. 
The conelusions of THE TIMES are correct. 
The Southern. white man is either ignorant 
of the possibilities and disposition of the 
negro, or he is a knave in regard to them. 
What the negro wants to make him a man 
is the same treatment as is given to the 
foreign hordes that come here and usurp 
labor and engender strife by labor strikes, 
making employment as great a monopoly 
and trust as the alleged monetary trusts, 
which are not at all harmful or violent so 
far as life, liberty, and the rights of citt- 
zens are concerned. Give the negro the 
right to labor, give him his civil and polit- 
ical rights in common with all other citi- 
zens, and there will be no negro problem. 
if there is to be an educational and -prop- 
erty qualification for the voter, let it a 7 
ply to all citfzens alike, white or black. If 
the negro commits a crime, try him and 
punish him by the laws of the land; if he 
is a citizen, give him his citizenship, and 
protect him ,in his civil. and _ political 
rights; if he is*not a citizen, then say so 
and wipe it.out of the Constitution. 

The negro is necessarily a. Republican, 
for the reason that the principles of that 
party are in keeping with his every Inter- 
est. He is no longer a Republican because 
the Republican Party set him free; that 
is an exploded theory; he is a Republican 
because in the States controlled by the Re- 
publican Party he is accorded his civil and 
political rights, and is allowed a trial by 
jury for his offenses; he is a Republican 
because of the protection given to the in- 
dustries in which he is at least tolerated; 
he {s a Republican because of the finan- 
cial tendencies of the party; being a wage- 
earner almost as a whole, his earnings are 
not menaced by a base circulating medium. 
These are the reasons why he holds on to 
the Republican Party with such a tenacity. 
As the late Frederick Douglass once put 
it, as far as the negro is concerned, ‘* The 
Republican Party is the ship and all els: 
the sea.’’ If the South could only under- 
stand the negro, it would give him that 
protection and support that is accorded 
him by thé North. The negro is the bone 
and sinew of Southern dndustries and en- 
terprises; he keeps out strikes and the 
lawlessness contingent upon foreign labor; 
he is in all things an American, and the 
South can never coerce him by lynching 
him, or burning him, or by disfranchise- 
ment, or by jim crow car laws, or any other 
tyrannical system. He will continue to 
grow and plague the South. 

Educate him, give him his civil and po- 
litical rights, and the South will be cor- 
respondingly better off. Let him __ vote. 
What though many of the Southern States 
go Republican, it will be better for the 
South; the white men will control the ma- 
jority of the offices; there can be no such 
thing as negro domination, and it is just 
possible that the advantages lost in the 
Zouth by a free and lawful system will 
be gained in the ‘North, East, and West, and 
Jeffersonian Democracy be again habili- 
tated. As long as the Constitution is being 
dragged in the dust. and disfranchisement 
and lynchings and burnings go on in the 
South, the Democratic Party will never be! 
a National Party. Bryanism and Tillman- 
ism will live to plague and drive it from 
civilized political methods. 

THE Times has sounded the keynote from 
which both pe ties, and especially the 
South, might learn a lesson, in its conclud- 
ing words. I quote them as words of wis- 
dom to be learned by the Nation: 

In everything which pertains to the negro 
the representative Southern man is an oppor- 
tunist. His claim to a monopoly of wisdom in 
the comprehension of the negro is a fiction too 
transparent to deceive himself. Not only does 
he not understand him, but he views him 
through the lenses of an inherited prejudice 
which distorts him into grotesque misproportions, 
He has much yet to learn about the negro, and 
it is to be hoped that the lesson he is so slow to 
learn will not. be taught him too rudely. 

We indorse the sentiments of THe TIMEs 
in toto, and would insist that the negro 
continue to be law-abiding and stand by 
the principles of justice and truth. Eschew 
crime, respect the morals and virtue of 
women, be they white or black; stand by 
the laws of the Republic, defend the Na- 
tional domain in peace and war, as we 
have done in the past; learn to labor and 
to wait. and the doors of American in- 
dustry, will be forced open to us and’ 
American justice be meted out in the South, 
as it is being meted out in New Jersey 
and the North, East, and West. As a ne- 
gro, I thank Tue Times and other Amer- 
1ean friends; I thank Senator Foraker and 
President McKinley for the justice and 
fair. play they are demanding for us by 
their many actions and words, which I 
hope will be an inspiration for the race in 
its upward march toward correct Amer- 
ican citigene™D., and. a lesson of warning 
from Southern friends.

Will he not see that the 
people of his race born, bred, and ** edu- 
cated"’ in New York City are servants and 
servants only, and apparently have not the 
slightest chance of ever being anything 
else? 

He will also find that he is distinctly un- 
welcome in any first-class theatre or hotel 
or restaurant or barroom, and that no white 
man above the grade of laborer will eat 
we him, drink with him, or sleep with 


im. 

He will find; further, when he becomes a 
man of family, that he cannot rent a house 
on a respectable block or live in apartments 
with nice people. Worse still, for such 
rooms as he can get he is made to pay 
more rent than a-white man would have to 
pay. 

And does he always get justice in the New 
York courts’ The other day some darkies 
were “sent up” for thirty days for 
‘shooting craps,’’. whereas some white 
men were ‘“ given’’ but ten days for run- 
ning a poolroom. Curtous coincidence. 

And is not the * feeling" against the 
negro rather strong in New York at lene? 
Do you remember the riots last Summer 
when negroes were maltreated in the streets 
just because they were negroes? °

INTRUDER PROBABLY-LYNCHED, 


Masked Men Take from Jail a Negro 


Accused of Insulting a Woman. 

GEORGETOWN, Ga., June 28.—A young 
negro on John Whitaker's plantation,’ in 
this county, made an attempt to enter Miss 
Whitaker’s room by raising the window. 
The noise awoke Miss Whitaker and the 
negro was recognized by her.’ She im- 
mediately told her father, who’ had the 


negro arrested and placed in jail. Last 
night a crowd of masked men overpowered 
the Marshal, forced him to open the jail 
door; and then took the negro in the direc- 
tion of the Alabama State line. Nothing 
has been heard of them and the negro since. 
It is believed he has been lynched.

The Council will .meet some time be- 
tween now and October. It has the power 
to decide on the site for the club's head- 
quarters.

The first 
regular meeting of the club will be held 
on the third Saturday in October, when the 
officers will be elected. It is not certain 
who will be the first President of the or- 
ganization, but it is thought likely that 
the honor wil] go to Herbert L. Bridgman.

TO MAKE EDITORS PAY FARE. 


Alabama _ Constitutional Convention 
Asked to Stop Newspapers from 
Receiving Passes. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., June 28.—Delegate 
Reynolds of Chilton introduced a resolu- 
tion in the Constitutional Convention to- 
day providing that no newspaper in this 
State, or representative thereof, shall re- 
ceive or accept a pass or other free trans- 
portation from any railroad company doing 
business within the State; that a newspa- 


per, in the event that it or its representa- 
tives receives or accepts and uses trans- 
ortation or free passes, shall be fined not 
ess than $5,000 for each violation of this 
section and that said railroad company 
who itself or through its agent issues to 
such person transportation shall bé fined a 
like amount for each violation thereof. 

Mr. Reynolds based the ordinance on the 
ground that the newspapers were recog- 
nized as great instruments for the public 
good, and that if the owners or editors 
accepted passes they would feel under obli- 
gations to the railroads.

Witnesses Testify that Senator’s Widow 
Was of Sound Mind When Instru- 
ment Was Signed. 

Judge John A. Blair in the Orphans’ 
Court at Jersey City yesterday began tak- 
ing testimony in the suit brought by Mrs. 
Edna C. Muir to set aside the will of her 
mother, Mrs. Edla J. McPherson, widow of 
John R. McPherson, United States Senator 

for New Jersey. 

Reed G. Dilworth, Mrs. McPherson’s 
counsel, was the first witness. He testi- 
fied that he had drawn the will and was 
one of the attesting witnesses. He identi- 
fied Mrs. McPherson’s signature. He said 
he had been notified by Mr. Baldwin. that 
Mrs. McPherson wished him to draw a will. 
She was reclining on a couch when he went 
to her residence, at 331 Lexington Avenue, 
New York, with the will, which he had 
prepared from instructions previously giv- 
en him by Mrs. McPherson. She assumed a 
sitting posture, and the will was placed on 
a book on her lap, and she signed it. 

“I then told her she had tied up her 
estate for the lives of two persons,” said 
Mr. Dilworth, ‘‘and she must make pro- 
vision for its disposition after that. ‘To 
whom will it go then?’ she asked. I told 
her it would go to the heirs of her daughter. 
She replied that her daughter would never 
have any children, and even if she did the 
children should not have the estate. She 


then made the bequests to Christ Hospital, 
at Jersey City, and the Emergency Hos- 
pital, Washington, and directed that the 
residue should be given to Yale University.”’ 

‘Did you know," asked Mr. Provost, 
‘that on the day Mrs. McPherson signed 
that will that she tried to throw herself 
from a wiridow?”’ 

Judge Smith objected, and Judge Blair re- 
fused to allow the question. Mr. Dilworth 
said that in his opinion Mrs. McPherson 
was of sound mind when she gave direc- 
tions for drawing the will and also when 
she signed it.

INDEPENDENCE SHOWS SPEED. 


Left Steam Craft Behind in Voyage to 


Provincetown. 

PROVINCETOWN, Mass., June 88.-—-The 
yacht Independence dropped her anchor in 
Provincetown Harbor at 5:25 o’clock this 
afternoon after a beautiful run across Mas- 
sachusetts Bay on her way to New Lon- 
don. She left Boston at noon, being towed 
from her docks to almost abreast of Mi- 
not's Light, when she hauled off the wind, 
and, with mainsail, headsails, and working 
topsail, started to Provincetown. This was 
at 2:15, and for half an hour the Independ- 
ence was almost becalmed, the wind being 
gentle from the southeast. Then it hauled 
to a little west of south and about 3 o'clock 
was fully twelve knots tn strength. 

The yacht began to gather herself and 
went very fast in this breeze, so that at 
4:30 she was four miles west of Race 
Point, having made twenty-seven nautical 


miles in 1 hour 40 minutes. The yacht was 
hauled on the wind and headed around 
Wood’ End, and at 5:25 her anchor went 
down to hold her fast until daylight. 

The Independence in her run distanced 
all the tugs which were following her 
across the bay, and which were near her 
when Minot's Light was abeam, inciudin 
the ocean tug Storm King, which logge 
12 knots an hour across to Provinvetown 
and which made the harbor about twenty 
minutes after the sloop was moore:l. An 
early start will be made in the morning, 
probably by 8:30, so that the yacht will be 
over the shoals before noon. : 


EMPEROR’S YACHT WINNER.” 


Steered by Royal Owner, !Iduna Was 
First Boat Over Course. 

KIEL, June 28.—During the last few days 
the yachts taking part in the regatta here 
have suffered from squally winds, rough 
water, and the low temperature. Prince 
Henry's Tilly and the yacht Odin broke 
their rudders, and two other yachts were 
barely saved. Emperor William’s Meteor 
has arrived here from England.

Peninsula Was First of Three in a 
. Hot Fight for the June. 


NONES WON ON TURF COURSE

Wax Taper Galloped Home for Mile 
Event—,-Warm Weather Racing 
at Sheepshead Bay. 


The intense heat yesterday, which might 
have been expected to draw a great crowd 
from the city to the Sheepshead Bay race 
track, had a contrary effect, and the small- 
est attendance of the meeting was present 
when the call to the post for the first race 
was sounded. The racing, on the other 
hand, was remarkably spirited, and close 
finishes were the rule, the horses fighting 
out heads and necks apart in the majority 
of the events, none of which was won with- 
out a hard struggle. 

The prettiest finish of the afternoon was 
that for the ‘June Stakes, five and a half 
furlongs, for two-year-olds, down the new 
Futurity Course, the third race on the pro- 
gramme. Only four horses ran, but all 
were backed, Clarence H. Mackay’s Gay 
Boy, ridden by Odom, going to the post 
favorite, with Disadvantage the next 
choice. Shaw, on Alibert, was first away 
and led, with Gay Boy second, to the turn 
into the stretch, where Peninsula, on the 
inside and Disadvantage on the outside, 
went on and joined the two in front. On 
the bend, Alibert was jostled and knocked 
back, leaving the other three to finish for 
the stakes. For the remainder of the dis- 
tance they hung well together, all driving 
hard, with but little advantage for any 
of the trio. Peninsula, between the other 
two, took the shortest way home and, rid- 
den out in a desperate fight to the winning 
post, was first by a head, with Disad- 
vantage second, a neck before Gay Boy 
third. 

An equally close figish was the result of 
the fourth race, a handicap for three-year- 
oles and upward at one mile and a furlong; 
with five runners and All Gold the favorite 
at 2 to 1. All Gold took.the track at the 
fali of the flag and went on in the effort 


to make a runaway race of it, but Herbert 
raced out after him, and on the turn into 
the back stretch ranged alongside the 
leader, the others in the meantime having 
dropped away far to the rear.

The mile and a half on the turf, with 
eight starters, made a most spectacular 
race, Fairy Tale making most of the run- 
ning, but shutting up when the real fight 
came, and leaving Nones to lead through 
the latter part of the trip, Nones winning 
by a length, straightened out at the end to 
beat Fatalist and Knight of the Garter, 
who had a head-and-head finish for the 
slate, Fatalist getting second money in the 
ast jump. 

In the opening race backers were unable 
to make a decided favorite, three of the 
fifteen two*year-olds in it starting at equal 
rices, these being Man o’ War, Friar 
‘abor, and Essene, with Illuminate at a 
figure very close to that against the three 
choices. ssene leq through the straight 
and around the bend into the stretch, where 
Man o’' War and Illuminate went up to 
him, the three fiehting out to the end, with 
Man o’ War winner by a half length before 
Essene, and Illuminate a close third.

Stage of Rage to Berlin. 


HANOVER, Prussia, June 28,—Fournier 
was again first to arrive at the end, here, 
of the day’s stage of the motor race from 
Paris to Berlin. Dekuyff was second and 
Girardot was third. The start to-day was 
made from Aix-La-Chapelle, 276 miles 
away, with 73 motors in the race at the 
beginning of the second day.

-At Essen, Prussia, an au- 
tomobile competing in. the race ran over 
and seriously injured a child near Ruhrort, 
Rhenish Prussia. 


BERLIN, June -28.—The automobile race 
from Paris to Berlin is responsible for the 
fact that -for the first time since 1870 
French and German flags are flying to» 
gether in Berlin. The French and the Ger- 
man flags are intertwined over the gate 
of the barracks of the crack Guard du 
Corps, where some of the competing auto 
cars will be housed to-morrow.

POUGHKEBFPSIE, N. Y., June 28.—The 
drawing for positions in the races of next 
Tuesday took place this evening, and if 
there is any advantage in the outside posi- 
tion, where the current is a little the 
strongest, Georgetown has it in the ’Var- 
sity race, with Cornell next.

One 
sturdy, athletic man in receipt of the 
full pension for total disability was found 
to be the champion wheelman of his vil- 
lage; another physical wreck, totally dis- 
abled and in receipt of a pension which 
was to keep his body and soul! together, 
was found to be the.owner of a very 
comfortable estate, and when visited 
was engaged in shingling his barn; oth- 
ers were healthy, capable men, earning 
good wages or salaries, yet drawing pen- 
sions for total disability. In almost ev- 
ery village and neighborhood throughout 
the North the undeserving pensioner is 
to be found. Everybody knows from one 
to a score of cases where the pension has 
been obtained by perjury and is received 
in fraud. It is this general knowledge 
that has evoked the indignant protest 
against the pension roll’ of a million 
names, of which it is evident that some- 
thing like one-half must have been 
placed there by perjury and fraud. The 
pension system is rotten, rotten to the 
very core, and Gen. Sickuzes has ranged 
himself on the side of the sharks and 
guborners of perjury who have labored 
successfully and profitably to make it a 
roll of dishonor. It is astonishing that 
a@ man of his reputation should take up 
the cudgels with so much earnestness in 
support of the rascally ‘pension agents 
whose fraudulent designs Pension Com- 
missioner Evans has striven to thwart.

Now that these two men are presented 
to the courts for prosecution and trial 
in accordance with the criminal law 
governing their cases, it is not proper to 
review the evidence already pullic which 
led to their indictment. But it is en- 
tirely proper to say that the indictment 
was imperatively demanded in the prem- 
ises, in order that their actual part in 
the transactions described should au- 
thoritatively be fixed and their guilt or 
innocence determined. The system to 
which the known facts pointed is pre- 
cisely of the sort that Tammany is in a 
position to let its favorites apply. If 
caried out as it appeared to have been 
carried out, it afforded rich opportunities 
to the officials to reap that wealth which 
most of these officials unquestionably 
enjoy. It is to be hoped that the indict- 
ments will promptly and thoroughly be 
tried, and if guilt is established that 
swift and adequate punishment will 
follow. 


PRETTY SMALL BUSINESS. 

Banks are now informing their depos- 
itors how money paid to the United 
States for unused check stamps may be 
recovered, and the process is similar for 
all unused revenue stamps. The banks 
begin by assuming it is none of their 
business, as the matter is asserted to be 
wholly between the depositor and the 
Treasury. The depositor is told to apply 
to the United States Revenue Collector 
and get a blank affidavit of ownership. 
This affidavit must be executed and ac- 
companied by other affidavits tracing the 
history of the stamps from the Treasury 
to the present holder. As the stamps are 
usually imprinted upon checks which the 
depositor gets from the bank, and which 
the bank in turn gets from some sta- 
tioner, there is, in a simple case, no ne- 
cessity for more than three affidavits, 
which may be sent to Washington and 
the money waited for. The United States 
kindly and gratuitously supplies blank 
forms for each typical case, but the cus- 
tomer pays the affidavit fees, and runs 
around to get the affidavits necessary 
other than his own. But he may spare 
himself the trouble unless he has at least 
one hundred unused check stamps, for 


smaller amounts will not be redeemed.. 


It is assumed that there is no recourse 
for affidavit fees. 

Now, there were over seven million 
bank depositors at a recent date. We do 
not know how to estimate the number of 
persons who may have _ redeemable 
stamps of various sorts, but they are 
doubtless more numerous than the de- 
positors. A very simple calculation will 
show that the United States stands to 
make a few millions of unneeded and ill- 
gotten dollars through the trouble to 
which it puts the innocent persons who 
have intrusted the Government with 
money which is practically withheld 
through imposing rules which many can 
not or will not comply with. Every 
stamp is its own voucher that the Gov- 
ernment has received the money, and the 
holder is the owner as presumptively as 
is the holder of a Treasury note. No affi- 
davit of ownership and chain of title is 
needed in the case of a silver certificate, 
for which may as easily be 
stolen as stamps. Possibly it is reckless 
to say that the Collector might have 
been instructed to pay for the stamps 
over the counter when presented by re- 
spectable holders, and with some discre- 
tion as to withholding payment in doubt- 
ful cases. 

But while blaming the Government, in 
the first instance, there is a remnant of 
blame for the banks. They were willing 
enough to take the money paid to the 
Government for the stamps, and they 
could now recover it for their customers 
with a minimum of trouble through mak- 
ing many redemptions in a single form- 
ula. If the customers gave their stamps 
to the banks, the banks would be the 
owners and could get a thousand custom- 
ers’ rebates at once, under a single set of 
affidavits. They might well enough 
charge for the trouble and nobody would 
grudge it. But it is easier to wash their 
hands and say the Government “doesn’t 
allow it.” It might be managed better.

THE GRAND CENTRAL STATION, 

Justice to the public required us a day 
or two ago to deprecate, if not to de- 
nounce, the tortures daily inflicted upon 
large numbers of persons within the 
peace of the State of New York by tak- 
ing them through four miles of the 
mephitic atmosphere of the tunnel from 
the Grand Central Station to the Har- 
lem River. We took occasion to show 
that this ordeal, to which the Central 
still condemns its customers, was “ un- 
usual,” as well as “ cruel,” since the 
means of avoiding it were perfectly well 
known and were adopted by progressive 
corporations. 

But now justice to the Central sys- 
tem requires that we should gratefully 
recognize the immense improvement it 
has made in the treatment of its passen. 
gers while they are waiting to take its 
trains, by the reconstruction of the wait- 
ing rooms. The heated term, which has 
now just fairly begun, has furnished the 
first real test of the adequacy of the ar- 
rangements. Anybody could before that 
have admired the spaciousness and the 
architectural impressiveness of the new 
arrangement, but nobody could have 
said with authority whether it was or 
Was not adequate to its purpose. The 
test came only with the beginning of the 
congestion of Summer travel, with the 
flock of over-Sunday excursionists ac- 
cumulated on Friday and Saturday aft- 
ernoons. Most of these excursionists_re- 
tained horrifying remembrances of their 
sufferings in previous Summers in these 
same waiting rooms. The waiting con- 
stituted an ordeal hardly second to that 
of the tunnel itself, a waiting in rooms 
crowded to the limit, heated to more 
than the temperature of the outer air, 
and not ventilated at all. It was an

ordeal so dreadful that the experienced 
shirked it at almost any risk, even at 
the risk of losing their trains. And 
when they were finally let out to chase 
one another through the doors in single 
file they found before them, if they were 
passengers by either branch of the Cen- 
tral system, a walk varying from a third 
to a half the length of the station and 
back again, under the burning glass 
which was constituted by the roof of the 
train shed. No wonder’ that a passenger, 
laden with luggage, should have de- 
voted himself during his forced march to 
execrating the management which had 
imposed such a@ penance upon him for 
no offense, 

Now all that is at least changed. The 
passenger has a choice of windows at 
which to buy tickets, a choice of doors 
through which to make his way to the 
platform, and a straight line—the short- 
est distance between the two points—to 
traverse in order to get his train. More- 
over, he finds the waiting room ample 
and well ventilated, as cool and airy a 
place as he could find outside, and the 
piatform outside also ample. Waiting 
for a train at the Grand Central of a 
hot afternoon is by no means the ordeal 
ic used to be before the improvements 
were completed; in fact, it is not an 
ordeal at all. It is a pity and a dis- 
credit that the management has not seen 
its way to making less terrible the or- 
deal of the tunnel. But it should receive 
full credit for the very great improve- 
ments that it has effected in the wait- 
ing rooms, if for no other reason, for the 
excellent reason of preventing it from 
becoming weary in well-doing and from 
thinking that the public did not appre- 
ciate what efforts it did make for the 
amelioration of their condition. 


THE CENSUS SERVICE. 

Some time since the Director of the 
Census, Mr. WrLiuiaM R. MERRIAM, in an 
interview with the correspondent of The 
Evening Post, spoke in high terms of the 
success he had had in his bureau with 
the system of what we may call diluted 
spoils. In brief, this system is that of 
appointment on the recommendation of 
Senators and Congressmen, each of 
whom is allowed to submit two names for 
every place assigned to him; then from 
these the better is chosen after an exami- 
nation, which, however, is not competi- 
tive in form. Removals in order to re- 
duce the force are made on the same 
principle; the backers are asked to 
choose which of their appointees shall be 
dropped first. 

We do not suppose that any one will 
claim that this is a practical or business- 
like system. Senators and Representa- 
tives have no special knowledge of the 
qualifications of census employés. The 
choice would be far better if it were 
made by competition among all appli- 
cants fulfilling the primary requirements 
to be fixed with reference to the nature 
of the work. Apart from this, it is not a 
nice thing for legislators to have the giv- 
ing of patronage which they first au- 
thorize. They are human, and the temp- 
tation to vote the people’s money for 
their own favorites in public employment 
ought not to be imposed on them, They 
are so little adapted to resist it that 
they actually claim it as a perquisite. 
Apparently Mr. MERRIAM is making the 
best he can of this wretched plan, but 
he is not called on to praise it. 

The patronage-mongering has effects 
quite outside of the offices of the Bu- 
reau at Washington. A peculiar devel- 
opment of it is described in a report just 
sent out by the Investigating Commit- 
tee of the Civil Service Reform League. 
It took place in Maryland, where Con- 
gressman Mupp seems to have been in- 
terested in making the enumeration of 
the three counties of his district large 
enough to get three added representa- 
tives in the State Legislature. The trick 
was done. But one of the enumerators, 
appointed for political reasons only, and 
a henchman of Mvupp by the name of 
CHING have been convicted of conspira- 
cy. The methods were variegated. Names 
of Summer visitors at hotels were re- 
corded; children were enumerated; 
names of dead persons were used— 
‘‘hadn’t been dead so very long,” was 
the .excuse—while there wére hundreds 
of purely fictitious names enrolled. Mr. 
MERRIAM is not responsible for this sort 
of dirty work, but the system of patron- 
age appointments is at the bottom of it. 
Every change in that direction invites 
this kind of result. 


THIS YEAR’S COMMENCEMENTS. 

The Senators from Havemeyer and the 
members from Buncombe so often hold 
the centre of the American stage that it, 
is a pleasure to note occasions when our 
more representative spokesmen have 
something to say. And what is now be- 
ing said at our universities is worth at- 
tention even across oceans. We have 
been told lately that pork kings and 
railway magnates are our great men, 
and that our pretense to culture is ridicu- 
lous. In all humility we admit that few 
Americans make pretense to that meas- 
ure of culture which inspired a memora- 
ble essay upon a certain condescension 
in foreigners. So we plead guilty to 
having rich men among us, and ask at- 
tention to a redeeming quality which dis- 
tinguishes them from rich men of other 
nations. When or where has there been 
such an exhibition of beneficence and 
munificence to institutions of learning 
and culture as American millionaires 
have given to the world this year? Car- 
NEGIE£’s gift alone ought to have silenced 
our critics, And now Harvard gets 
$1,000,000 from MorcGan. Not less sig- 
nificant and even more representative 
is the completion of Yale’s two-million- 
dollar bicentennial fund by the gifts of 
1,700 alumni. Which foreign university 
boasts of such proof of affectionate re- 
membrance of Alma Mater by its grad- 
uates? We know that genius is the gift 
of Gop to humanity, rather than to any 


race, and we are mindful that no uni- 
versity could have created SHAKESPEARE. 
Still, as respects culture as a National 
characteristic, we are confident that this 
attitude of graduates toward their 
schools is a happy augury for our Na- 
tional showing in that future when we 
shall have as many generations of cul- 
ture as the Old World has centuries. 

We also like the compliments at Har- 
vard to a Nation which has been rather 
bellowed at lately, ‘‘We have never 
quarreled with Germany” was Senator 
Hoar’s happy introduction of Ambassa- 
dor von HouueBen, and President Exviot 
stated the causa honoris in equally 
happy phrase—‘ Ambassador of the 
young and lusty German Empire, rep- 
resentative of the ancient people whose 
racial and institutional roots are inter- 
twined with our own, and whose scholars 
and universities have for a century 
given example and inspiration to the 
learned world.” That this gave pleasure 
appears from the enthusiastic greeting 
to the Ambassador, who received cheers, 
withheld from all others, we are told. 
His acceptance was highly urbane, Alto- 
gether we feel certain that in reporting 
the incident to his Emperor he may 
fairly cite it as proof that Americans 
have no dislike to Germans personally, 
from Kaiser to Bauer, even while they 
retain their dislike to excessive chastise- 
ment of heathen with machine guns. 

Those were pleasant compliments 
which Senator Hoar paid to President 
McKINLEY and Secretary Hay. Ameri- 
cans are attached to the head of their 
State because he is a model head of his 
private family. But surprise mingles 
with satisfaction in reading what Sena- 
tor Hoar had to say about Secretary 
Hay: “I venture to predict that when 
all the facts concerning the very diffi- 
cult situation in the East, the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, and the Nicaragua Canal 
are understood it will be the judgment 
of the future that Mr. Hay has achieved 
one of the masterpieces of our diplo- 
macy.” Quite so, There is no dissent 
whatever respecting China, but Senator 
HoAR was prominent among those who 
amended Secretary Hay’s Nicaragua 
masterepiece until England rejected it. 
As Senator Hoar certainly was no more 
censuring himself than we are now cen- 
suring him, we must suppose that there 
is something behind the veil that would 
interest the country. “ Shirtsleeves 
diplomacy "’—meaning straightforward 
dealing—has shattered some traditions, 
but it still seems thought necessary to 
conduct foreign business ‘“ under a blan- 
ket.” Yet if the British and American 
peoples had been taken more into con- 
fidence it scarcely seems that the result 
could have been worse, and there is even 
some reason to @ink it might have been 
better. We do not think Americans 
would have supported any unjust de- 
mand upon England, and we venture to 
think that, strong as Lord SALIsSBURY’S 
Government is, he would have hesitated 
to ask support of hostilities to prevent 
the building of the canal, or even the 
abrogation of the Clayton treaty. 
Kaisers and Premiers are much more 
apt to take offense than their peoples. 
Publicity is a peaceful force in rightful 
causes. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— One does not have to be a very elderly 
New Yorker to remember the time when 
such a succession of torrid days as the city 
is passing through invariably brought with 
it deaths and prostrations from heat, not, 
as now, by tens, but literally by the hun- 
dreds. No longer ago than the late seven- 
ties it was necessary in midsummer to es- 
tablish emergency hospitals in the City Hall 
and elsewhere for the victims of the too 
ardent sun, and the newspapers published 
daily lists that filled several columns and 
read like the reports sent home after a 
great battle. Nowadays a brief paragraph 
usually suffices, and yet the weather is 
just as hot, and the humidity just as high, 
as they used to be. The increased power 
of resistance to heat shown by the city’s 
population seems mysterious at first 
thought, but it is doubtless due to the 
same causes that have lowered the general 
death rate—to the improved conditions of 
life, and to the better personal habits, espe- 
cially as regards eating and drinking, 
that have spread through all parts of the 
community. Comparatively few people now 
cherish the delusion that alcoholic lquids 
of the heavier sorts conduce to coolness, 
and even the lighter varieties are avoided 
by many, who turn instead, when the mer- 
cury rises high, to one or another of the 
multitudinous ‘‘soft’’ concoctions served 
at the innumerable soda fountains. Not all 
of these newer drinks are wholesome, and 
some of them contain drugs the indiscrimi- 
nate and constant use of which is positively 
injurious, but their effects are not, as in 
the case of the powerful intoxicants for- 
merly so freely imbibed in hot weather, 
to be seen in dangerous prostrations or 
sudden deaths. Then the mén who once 
ate too much meat now eat less of it, espe- 
cially at luncheon time, and increased 
wages permit those whose fare was over- 
meagre to keep up a better supply of 
strength. Most of all, perhaps, is the 
change due to the better tenement houses 
of to-day, with the consequent possibility 
for many of their occupants to get some- 
thing like refreshing sleep at night. 


—With highly commendable wisdom the 
textile manufacturers of Georgia have an- 
ticipated legislative action in regard to 
child labor in their mills, and of their own 
accord have agreed to mitigate, if not en- 
tirely to remove, an evil that has threatened 
to justify the criticisms of Northern rivals 
and to cast a shadow on the material ad- 
vancement of the South. At a recent meet- 
ing of the Georgia Industrial Association 
resolutions were adopted which, after an- 
nouncing the intention of the members to 
obey the State laws in the future as in the 
past, pledge themselves in addition to de- 
mand from no employé more than sixty- 
six hours as a week’s work, and concern- 
ing children promise as follows: 


That no child less than twelve years old shall 
work at night in any cotton or woolen mill under 
any circumstances, and that no child less than 
twelve years old shall be allowed to work therein 
at all unless such child has a widowed mother 
or physically disabled parents who are dependent 
for support upon the labor of such child,’ or un- 
less the child can read or write, or unless the 
child Attends school for four months of each 
calendar year; and provided further that no child 
under ten years of age shall be permitted to 
work in any such mill or factory under any cir- 
cumstances. 


This 1s certainly a step in the right di- 
rection, and the fact that it has been taken 


voluntarily is much to the credit of the 
Southern manufacturers. The step might 
easily have been longer, however, and 
giving to a child less than twelve years old 
employment at work which will inevitably 
stunt its physical and mental growth is a 
decidedly poor form of charity. 

——A correspondent of ours declares that 
the open-car problem can be solved by a 
refusal of the passenger at the outer end of 
the seat to permit, after it has five occu- 
pants, the entrance of any more people to 
that compartment. Apparently, the corre- 
spondent has made a practical test of this 
plan, for he said: ‘‘ Let the passengers try 
it, and they will find it will work all right, 
and the companies will soon put on more 
ears.” Of course it would work all right— 
if the occupant of the end seat were willing 
and able to “repel boarders,’’ no matter | 
what their size and vocabulary, and if he | 
thought freedom from the annoyance of 
standing passengers desirable at the ex- 
pense of frequent battles, wordy or fistic, 
with people in a hurry to reach their desti- 
nations and reluctant to admit the superior 
and vested rights of those whose only dif- 
ference from themselves was the result of 
getting on the car a few seconds or minutes 
sooner. Few of us, however, like the con- 
spicucusness incidental to public controver- 
sies, and others would not be able to back 
up an order of exclusion. So we doubt if 
the plan suggested will be a populaf one. 
Reform must come from the companies, 
acting voluntarily or under compulsion, and 
regulation of the traffic must be by the 
companies’ servants or by the police. The 
orders of either, as a rule, are obeyed by 
the New York public without hesitation or 
protest—always, practically, when the or- 
ders are reasonable. Some lines permit pas- 
sengers on the front platforms of the cars, 
and others do not, but the latter never 
have any trouble in keeping clear the 
tempting space beside the motorman. As 
soon as the protest against ‘‘ standers”’ in 
the open cars is loud enough 
heeded, but while so many people 
about the impossibility of improving the 
existing conditions nothing will be done, 
The companies give no more than necessity 
compels for the desirable nickel, but they 
are going to get it—from people standing 
up if they can, and from people sitting 
down if they must.

MR. KELLER’S CASE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I desire to express, on behalf of a num- 
ber of Episcopal clergymen, their sense of 
the justness of your view of Mr. Keller’s 
case, expressed in your able editorial of this 
morning. There seems to be a misappre- 
hension in the public press regarding Mr. 
Keller’s public duty in this matter. 

In the first place, to take a strictly legal 
view of the case, it is Mrs. Barker’s duty to 
bring action against Mr. Keller for crimi- 
nal assault. If she succeeds in getting a 
verdict it would probably secure the release 
of her husband. But she dare not attempt 
it. Her lawyer has not advised it. 

It is surely not the duty of Mr. Keller tu 
bring any action against Mrs. Barker un- 
less he sues her for heavy money damages. 
With the loss of one eye and serious as- 
persions on his character, Mr. Keller would 
probably obtain a verdict for $100,000. But 
would he.get the money? In 
mentary proceedings ”’ 
shown that Mrs.

Barker has no effects. 
Some of your contemporaries maintain that 
a verdict against Mrs. Barker would clear 
Mr. Keller’s character. The clergy for the 
most part think otherwise. A civil trial in 
open court would under any circumstances 
be a public scandal, and it is not improb- 
able that incidents would be made public 
which would be exceedingly humiliating to 


rrany without justifying the murderous as- 


sault made by Barker in the least. 
Another course is open. That is that 
some one should demand an ecclesiastical 
trial in open court. This is a matter which 
must be determined by the Church to which 
Mr. Keller belongs and not by the secular 
papers. which are seriously open to the 
suspicion of seeking something which will 


fill their pages and increase their circula- 


tion. 


The Episcopal Church 1s not slow or inert 
in vindicating the purity 6f its ministry. 
Every year there are a number of ministers 
ageposed by the Bishops after private tn- 


vestigations, and not with open trials. 

In the Rev. Mr. Keller’s case we have 
the unusual circumstances that his. dio- 
cesan, the Right Rev. Starkey, believes 
absolutely in Mr. Keller's innocence; the 
Very Rev. Dean Hoffman of the seminary 
in which Mr. Keller prepared for the min- 
istry is not only of the same opinion, but 
has generously offered to pay all legal cx- 
penses in defense of the character of his 
former student, and that at the recent Dio- 
cesan Convention, held at Newark ‘soon 
after the assault was made by Barker, 
about one hundred and fifty clergy and two 
hundred laymen declared publicly their be- 
lief of Mr. Keller’s innocence by electing 
him Secretary of the convention. 

In addition to this, 125 out of the 150 com- 
municants of Mr, Keller's church have dis- 
tinctly stated their absolute disbelief in 
Mrs, Barker’s accusation. Besides this 
there are certain facts of a confidential 
character which are known to many of 
the clergy_which completely satisfy them 
as to Mr. Keller’s innocence. 

Can any deeply religious man, with spir- 
itual- instincts, desire, in thd interests of 
morality, a great clerical trial? If you en- 
ter old Trinity Church you will se 
of the side transepts a recumben® figure 
of Bishop Onderdonk, with is crozier 
fallen from his hand and a serpent biting 
his heel, Fifty-seven years ago the Ameri- 
can newspapers teemed with the scanda- 
lous details of this disgraceful trial.

COMMISSIONER EVANS AND PEN- 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Knowing the fairness of THE Times in 
its willingness to give a full airing to all 
questions of public interest, I cannot refrain 
from calling attention to the article in the 
issue of the 27th inst. headed ‘“‘ Mr. Evans 
and Gen. Sickles,’’ and to the following 
paragraph of that article: “‘ Neither he nor 
any one of his predecessors has ever erred 
upon the side of resistance to just and law- 
ful claims.” 

In this controversy we seldom meet with 
details of charges against Mr. Evans, the 
parties in interest being too poor and with 
too little influence to reach a public hear- 
ing except in their only channel, and that 
the pension claim agent, a party in interest 
whose pleadings are turned down upon 
principle. 

But whenever there is a gathering of the 
old veterans their grievances are fuily aired 
to one another, and out of it come the reso- 
lutions relating to their unjust treatment 
which we read about at each reunion, and 
which the papers dispose of pro and con, 

It is not the fraudulent pensioner at this 
time who is the complainant. At army re- 
unions he is given little consideration. But 
when the bullet-wounded wreck mingles 
with his comrades who remember his ser- 
vice well, and who, on being questioned, 
discloses the fact that his pension is less 
than half what the pension laws allow, and 
that his existence is a half-starved one be- 
cause of the interference of Mr. Evans in 
turning down the claimant’s facts against 
the testimony of examining surgeons and 
contrary to the rules taid down in the 
printed regulations adhered to by former 
Administrations, then the airing given such 
cases at these reunions by the true soldiers 
of service of the Republic, not shirkers, 
causes them to conclude it ungrateful, and 
they turn to their only resource, and re- 
solve that the pension regulations be ob- 
served and not ignored. In this Hes the 
present great complaint. 

I said that we seldom hear of detailed 
reasons for complaint against Mr. Evans. 
To illustrate more fully, I will give one. 

Four yeurs ago an honored veteran, a 
member of the Loyal Legion, now sixty- 
three vears of age, with a bullet-shattered 
foot, and in straitened circumstances, made 
his application for an increase of pension. 
Hie was then receiving $17 a month. For 
the degree of disability he was suffering 
the rules laid down were, that where the 
wound was such as to incapacitate the 
man for manual labor ne should receive 
from $24 to $30 a month. The examining 
surgeons certified that this case was equal 
to the loss of a foot. And it was worse. 
Many a time has this old officer envied the 
peg-legged man, vigorous as Dick Silver in 
Stevenson's ‘Treasure Island,” passing 
the soldier by, as better able to perform 
manual labor than he, and wished his pain- 
ful and shattered foot was entirely off. 

But when the case came before Mr. Evans 
it was by him turned down for reasons 
within himself, usurping and ignoring the 
very regulations governing the case and 
under which rules cnly the application was 
made. 

The Commissioner has always been reti- 
cent in giving reasons for his actions even 
in exceptional cases, preserving a tribunal 
and inquisition of his cwn, and which the 
President, trusting him, does not choose 
to investigate. It is such deserving cases 
of these old faithful soldiers, now nearing 
the grave, that at reunions causes them to 
‘“‘resolute’’ Evans, whom they call the 
dictator, out of office, and by no means the 
claim agents, whose calling is fast passing 
away. 

The most interesting part of the individual 
case I have given is the fact that, by acci- 
dent, Mr. Evans without doubt owes his 

osition to this maimed officer, to whom 
e has refused to grant justice. When Gen. 
Burnside’s army was crossing the Tennes- 
see mountains, before the siege of Knox- 
ville, this soidier, a Captain of cavalry, 
was requested to act as Quartermaster. 
He declined, preferring to be at the head 
of his troopers. It was tendered to an- 
other, who gave Clay Evans a position as 
clerk, and when Quartermaster clerks were 
no longer needed in Knoxville and Chatta- 
neoga he remained South and acquired 
varicus positions in political life. 

In our big war my regiment left Ohio 
with 1,200 men. In one year it returned 
with 600 men. It had suffered no severe 
battles, but 600 of them had been detached, 
made Quartermaster clerks or commissary 
clerks, left in hospitals, or discharged. 
These in turn became pensioners from 
various claims other than gunshot wounds. 
The remaining 600 were fighting men, and 
with all other regiments in the field bore 
the brunt and did the work of the war. 

These are the men who were at the front 
through it all, who now complain that Mr. 
Evans has made it a feature to ignore the 
rules of the Pension Bureau, as observed 
by his predecessors, and under which rules 
the very special agents of the Pension Bu- 
reau have induced deserving maimed sol- 
diers to make application only to meet 
Evans’s adverse ruling. P.

The Supposed Arnold Relics. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: ; 

The account telegraphed from Burling- 
ton, Vt., about the finding of “ Arnold 
relics’ in Lake Champlain, and published 
in to-day’s Timms, is tmnteresting, but in- 
accurate in some particulars. 

The battle between Arnold’s flotilla and 
the British vessels was fought Oct. 11, 1776, 
between Valcour Island and the western 
(New York) shore of the lake. The 
schooner Royal Savage was not Arnold's 
flagship, but the Congress (a galley) was. 
The former was run aground at the south- 
ern end of the island and burned there, 
She carried eight six-pound and four foure 
pound cannon. This occurred on Oct. 11, 
On the morning of the 13th Arnold's ves- 
sels, or those left of them, were ten miles 
further,south, at Schuyler’s Island, where 
the British followed and attacked them. 
After long and desperate resistance, Ar- 
nold ran the Congress and four galleys 
into a creek on the east side of the lake, 
about ten miles below Crown Point and 
not far from Panton, (Lassing.) and set 
fire to them. Six others were able to 
reach Crown Point and were saved. 

The diver referred to undoubtedly visited 
the place where rests what is left of the 
Royal Savage, but Arnold was never aboard 
her, and hence his private papers were 
not lost with that vessel. Even if they 
were lost on the Congress, (which is not 
likely, as he had ample time to remove all 
his property from this vessel.) they would 
have been reduced to pulp by the water

ART NOTES. 


Mr Theodore Wores kas found in Hono- 
lulu another inspiration like that which he 
discovered some years ago in Japan. He 
hopes to fix on canvas various phases of 
Hawaiian life which are fast passing away, 
and to that end he will go about the islands 
in search of people who are less affected 
by the leveling spirit of “ civilization ’’ than 
the degenerate dwellers in towns. Perhaps 
he can catch the spirit of the old days, 
when rum and religion were revealing their 
possibilities to the unsophisticated natives. 
“While Hawaiian color,”’ he remarked. to 
a local interviewer, ‘is not a stranger in 
the salons of Paris, London, and New York, 
I_thirk a series of pictures representing 
Hawaiian life would be looked upon in art 
circles as an innovation. I am greatly en- 
couraged by my observaticns already made 
and expect to spend a delightful six months 
in the islands.”’ 


The classical forerunner of Saint Fiacre, 
the saint to whom French drivers pay their 
vows, was Epona, an obscure goddess in 
Rome, who is suppesed to have her name 
from a dialect word epus, like Greek hip- 
pos, horse. Her portrait was often painted 
on the walls of stables which she guarded 
from fire, thieyes, disease, and (with the 
assistance of a he goat in the first stall 
near the door) from baleful demons. An 
altar of stone erected hy a muleteer named 
Severus to the goddess Epona has been re- 
cently unearthed at Rome near the city 
walls at the Porta 8. Paolo. On the face 
of the altar is a four-wheeled cart with a 
driver cracking his whip over a team of 
mules, which are making excell@ént time. 
The inscription does not state what was 
the particular service Epona rendered the 
muleteer. Owners of racing studs who are 
at a loss fer new names for promising 
fillies might note Epena as a fitting one 
which has probably been disused for fif- 
teen centuries,

Signor Lanciani describes in The Athen- 
aeum the tombstone, lately found at Rome, 
of a caelator, or worker of gold and silver, 
a chaser and engraver and beater of re- 
poussé plate, who belonged to the house- 
hold of a banker named C. Flaminius Atti- 
cus, very much as in Japan fifty years ago 
a noble would have a famous craftsman in 
his household working at fine pieces of 
bronze or enamel cr lacquer. It was a 
caelator named Clodius who became so 
famous for the beauty of the gold and sil- 
ver cups he chiseled that such wares were 
called vasa Clodiana in his honor, as to-day 
in Italy a piece of goldsmith work may be 
called a Cellini. Dr. Lanctani calls atten- 
iion to a long published epitaph on a man 
named Canuleius Zosimus, who surpassed 
all the workmen of his age in caelatura 
Clodiana and was honest nevertheless—‘‘ he 
longed not wickedly for any part whatever 
of the great load of gold and silver that 
passed through his hands,”

The Pope is not allowing the young King 
of Italy to pick up all the coin collections 
in the Jtalian market. Six thousand pieces 
containing many rare Papal coins which 
were collected by Cardinal Randi have been 
bought by Pope Leo and added to the fine 
collection in the Vatican. Many fell into 
the Cardinal's hands in 1862 for their 
weight in silver, when Pope Pius intro- 
duced the French monetary system, and 
the old coins were retired by the Papal 
Government. !

At the Art Exhibition in Berlin there is 
a series of forty-five designs for the me- 
morial to the composer Wagner to be erect- 
ed in the German capital, A very elaborate 
design presents Richard Wagner seated in 
an armchair in an attitude expressive of 
pondering on some musical theme. Three 
ideal figures stand before the composer. 
Poetry, as a woman, leans against Music, 
another woman, bearing a lyre; while 
Legend in the shape of a young man kneels 
and offers Poetry a crown, Other symbol- 
ical figures are two sphinges and a dragon 
to represent Mystery, while the back of the 
chair is relieved from barrenness by the 
figures of two Rhine maidens, one of them 
hoiding jewels in her hands.

Ancther portrait of the Duchess of Devon- 
shire by Gainsborough has come to light, 
a copy which was for many years in 
Australia and suffered various ills of 
thievery and neglect. It was brought back 
from Australia in 1867 and sold for $10,000. 
Its original owner in Australia made 
money and bought it again, taking it back 
to Australia. In 1876 or 1877 he sold it once 
more for the same price, $10,000, and the 
widow of the buyer now wishes to sell it. 
So far as the newspaper accounts show, it 
seems to be a canvas on which Gains- 
borough began a portrait of the Duchess, 
following an original sketch of full length 
in a combination of sepia and oils. which 
sketch belongs to Lord Clifden. He then 
threw the painting aside unfinished, and, 
taking a fresh canvas, painted the picture 
now owned by Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan. The 
unfinished portrait was then completed by 
Dupont, Gainsborough’s nephew, or by 
some one else. Apparently, it is decidedly 
inferior to the more famous likeness lately 
recovered from America.

The monument to the late German Em- 
peror will be accompanied by a new mu- 
seum to be named after Frederick; it will 
stand on Museum Island, near the Schloss, 
and have two new bridges over arms of the 
Spree, in order to have fitting approaches.

An attendant figure represents Rome, one 
of the cities that will stand for art, and 
Rome is conceived of as a helmeted nude 
wertior, his right arm resting on the she- 
wol’, and Romulus and Remus on his left. 
Behind him rises a Renaissance column, 


with the keys and tiara of St. Peter on top.

Mr. Arthur Evans writes from Crete to 
the London papers to say that he has made 
new finds at Knossos in the prehistoric 
palace. The architecture of the newly dis- 
covered parts is very different from that 
known elsewhere. In one hall, with double 
colonnades on two sides and a triple stair- 
ease that led to upper galleries, are depos- 
its of tablets having inscriptions in that 
alphabetic or sign writing which ts excit- 
ing the interest of philologists. They are 
supposed to give names of officials. From 
the room next this hall Mr. Evans has col- 
lected fragments of human figures in col- 
ored plaster which must have decorated the 
walls—figures “in high relief and most 
magnificent execution, the rendering of 
veins and muscles showing a naturalistic 
skill never again rivaled till the Italian Re- 
naissance.’’ In another gallery he has 
found mural paintings representing bull 
hunts with girls on horseback joining in the 
chase in boy's attire.

NO HORSES FOR AMBULANCES. 


Grip Among the Hospital Animals Seri- 
ously Cripples the Service. 

Dr. Stewart, Superintendent of Bellevue 
Hospital, said last night that the city am- 
bulance service was seriously hampered, in 
fact crippled, by the sickness that pre- 
vails among the horses. 

Of the twenty-one horses that are used in 
Bellevue Hospital ambulance service, nine 
are suffering with the distemper, and are 
unable to work. Eight horses belonging to 
Fordham Hospital and six belonging to the 
Harlem Hospital are out of service. Other 
animals are being hired to take their places. 

In_ the upper parts of the city, especially 
in the Bronx, the police have used patrol 
wagons as ambulances, but in several cases 


that plan had to be given up owing to the 
sickness of the police horses.

Added Government Claims of $350,000

There are any number of ways to be 
comfortable, and the period of Summer’s 
heat may be made a period of bliss if one 
only knows how. There is, in the first 
place, ice, and the place to keep it and 


comforting liquids, of which there are any 
number, and any number without a trace 
of alcohol. With vichy and _= seltzer, 
lemons and limes, raspberry vinegar, and 
other things that could be enumerated, 
there may be made as delicious Summer 
drinks as one can wish. With a bundle 
of straws, which can be purchased for 10 
cents a bunch, and a very large bunch, 
there is happiness for a part of the time, 
and for the other half in thinking of it.

But first get vour ice. This is from *he 
icebox, of course, and there are iceboxes 
and iceboxes. The regular*icebox pur- 
chasers have done most of their shopping 
for the season, and there will not be an- 
other season until Fall. Now, in the days 
when every other woman goes away early 
and stays late, Fall is almost as much a 
season for the refrigerator as Spring, and 


there are people buying all Winter as 
they’ will continue to buy all Summer. Of 
all the refrigerators, probably the best is 
the big beauty which adorns the model 
kitchen, porcelain inside and out, with 
doors which can be thrown open so that 
every nook and cranny can be subjected 
to inspection. There is nothing that can- 
not be cleaned without trouble; the whole 
is entirely sanitary. In addition to this 
is the insulation with mineral wool, which 
is a much better ice preserver than the 
charcoal of former days. There is a saving 
in expense in ice in the end, if not in the 
be gree a for the porcelain refrigerator 
will cost in one of the smallest sizes $60, 
and $40 if it is made of oak on the outside, 
However, at any price the sanitary satis- 
faction makes it worth the money. 
*,* 

The more common refrigerator of good 
quality will range from $15 or $16 to $50, 
for an extra large size, and can be found 
with many compartments, so that there 
may be no transference of flavors. This 
wooden refrigerator is made of pine, lined 
with a fine zinc, has slate shelves, and is 
insulated with some material which is 
frequently a secret with the maker, but 
warranted good. 


All this is to lead up to the smailer re- 
frigerators which masquerade at times un- 
der the name of nursery refrigerators, and 
which are used for that, possibly, but for 
fifty other purposes as well. They are 
treasures for picnicking of all kinds, they 
are useful on yachts, they are a delight in 
the butler’s pantry, and they are a neces- 
sity to the individual who lives in fur- 
nished rooms, does light housekeeping, or 
boards. They find their way into hotels 
and into private apartments.

These baby—they are always small—re- 
frigerators may come with a wooden out- 
side and made on the model of a grown-up 
icebox, when they will cost $9 and $10. 
The greater number of the small refriger- 
ators are made entirely of tin or zinc, and 
are jn some cases insulated with mineral 
wool or at other times are not insulated at 
all. They are made in two separate com- 
partments, as a rule; one, the Smaller, on 
the left side of the box, for ite, with a 
spigot to let off the water. In some in- 
stances these ice compartments are enam- 
eled on the inside, and if the manufactured 
ice is used, the water is used for drinking 
purposes. In the other compartment there 
are shelves.

There is a wicked-looking member of 
this refrigerator family which does not 
even mdsquerade under the name of a 
nursery article, for it is distinctly intended 
for children of a larger growth. This 
comes from the City of protherty Love. It 
has a convivial appearance. It is a square 
tin box, shaped like a tin cracker box, but 
covered on the outside with thick layers 
of felt, and also on the {nside of the cover. 
There is a round placé in the centre which 
is filled with ice when it is in use, and 
four round compartments in the four cor- 
ners, each of which will hold a quart bot- 
tle. This costs $6.50. The bottles may or 
may not contain unfermented grape juice.

There is another small refrigerator on 

the same style, which has an oblong com- 


partment running through the centre, with 
room on each side for three large bottles.

Speaking of grape juice, it is one of the 
most satisfactory of Summer drinks. It 
can be found in bottles of different size, 
a matter to be considered, for it will not 
keep indefinitely when opened. Half-pint 


bottles are 15 cents; pint, 25, and quart 
bottles, 50. They are less expensive when 
bought by the case, Grape juice, with 
two parts water and sweetened to taste, 
makes a refreshing ice. It is said that 
with a new cork it will keep a week after 
being opened, but there is always a risk in 
this.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Wiliam H. Johnson.

ALBANY, June 28.—William H. Johnson, 
Presidemt of The Argus Company, died at 
his home here to-day. Death followed a 
long period of Invalidism. His family,was 
present when he passed away. 4 

Mr. Johnson began as a printer and 
worked to the top through every grade. 
As a practical printer he had no superior 
in the country and many developments 
now common to the craft were the out- 
growth of his genius. He was born in Syra- 
cuse Jan. 20, 1834, and apprenticed at the 
age of thirteen years. Shortly after this 
he came to Albany and obtained employ- 
ment first in the shop of Weed & Parsons, 
and on Aug. 29, 1865, he went to The Argus, 
with which his connection continued with- 
out a break to the time of his death. 

When thirty-one years of age he became 
foreman, and six years*later was made 
business manager during the absence of the 


Jate Daniel Manning in Europe. Col. Wiil- 
lam H. Cassidy dying in 1873 and Mr. Man- 
ning being engrossed in politics, the practi- 
cal charge of the paper passed into Mr. 
Johnsen’s hands. In 1893 he was made 
President of The Argus Company. 

Mr. Johnson was a man of social in- 
stincts, a member of several clubs and soci- 
eties, and popular among his friends and 
business acquaintances. There were few 
better judges of a horse, and as long as his 
health would permit, driving a _ spirited 
team was one of his greatest.pleasures. 

Mr. Johnson’s wife, who was Miss Mary 
J. Havershaw of New York, and three 
children survives, The children are Fred- 
erick H. Johnson, engaged in the printing 
business in Syracuse; Miss Mary W. John- 
om. and Miss €arrie F. Johnson of this 
city. 


David Hirsch. 

David Hirsch, President of the Defiance 
Cigar Company, died yesterday morning 
at his home, 2,197 Broadway. Mr. Hirsch’s 
death was due to a bad fall a week ago. 

He was born seventy-three years ago in 
Rastatt Baden, Germany. He enlisted in 
the French Army, and served for a num- 
ber of years in Africa. In 1848 he came to 
America, and made his home in St. Louis, 
where he was at the time of the civil war. 
He enlisted in the Confederate Army as 
Captain in the First Missouri Infantry.

Mr. Hirsch, among an interesting collec- 
tion of souvenirs of the war, had a num- 
ber of letters written to him from Beauvoir, 
Miss., by Jefferson Davis. He was a mem- 
ber of the Confederate Veterans’ Camp of 
New York and of Stella Lodge, Order of 
Masons. The tuneral will take place to- 
night at his home. The body will be cre- 
mated at Fresh Pond Crematory. 


Commander Frederick R. Smith. 
BINGHAMTON, June 28.—Commander 
Frederick Robinson Smith, United States 
Navy, (retired,) died at his home in this 
city last night. He was born in Wiscasset, 


Me., Feb. 6, 1840. He was graduated from 
Annapolis in 1861, and served with distinc- 
tion in the civil war.

THE DISTRESSFUL COUNTRY. 


Progress of Ireland’s Depopulation— 
Statistics of Its Cities and 


Religions. 
From The London Express. 

Some very striking figures are contained 
in the preliminary report on the census of 
Ireland, which was issued on Saturday. 

The main feature of the return is the 
fact*that since 1891 there hasbeen a de- 
crease in population of nearly 250,000 per- 
sons. Here in tabular form are the fig-

In only three counties out of thigty-four— 
Dublin, with 416,860 people: Down, with 


289,335, and Antrim, with 461,240—the popu- 
lation has increased during the last ten 
years, the rate being 7.8 per cent. for the 
two former and 7 per cent. for Antrim. 

The greatest decrease since 1891 in the 
counties has taken place in Monaghan, 13.6 

er cent., and the smallest in Londonderry, 

.1 per cent. 

In the cities and towns seventeen show 
an increase and nine a decrease. The pop- 
ulation of Belfast has gone up from 273,114 
to 348,876, or by 27.7 per cent.; that of Lon- 
donderry from 33,200 to 39, 873, or by 20 per 
cent.; and that of Dublin from 260,716 to 
286,328, or by 6.2 per cent., the smallest 
ircrease being in Cork and Waterford, both 
0.8 per cent., and Kingstown 1 per cent. 

The towns ‘ig which a decrtase is record- 
ed are heade y ea with a falling 
off ot 6.9 per cent e population falling 
to 5 Pca cent. in Kilkenny, 2.8 in Galway, 
and 0.7 in Limerick. 

So far as religious professions are con- 
cerned, the only increases recorded are un- 
der the headings of Methodists, (an in- 
crease of 5,755,) Jews, (1,990,) and all other 
persuasions, (2,487,) while there is an in- 
crease of 1,041 in the number who refused 
to state their creed.

ECHOES OF SLAVERY DAYS. 


Curious Gleaned from an Old Gas Com- 
pany’s Inventory. - 


From The New Times-Democrat. 

Many interesting entries are to be found 
in the old inventory books and other vol- 
umes of record of the New Orleans Gas 
Light Company, which furnish hitherto un- 
published history of the second oldest gas 
company in America, during the cloudy and 
tempestuous days of the early sixties in 
the South. 

These records tell of the losses sustained 
by concerns doing business in New Orleans 
during the war, and, for that matter, give 
an idea of the financial vicissitudes of in- 
corporated companies in the other old slave 
States. 

Bankson Taylor, manager of the New Or- 
leans Lighting Company, after going over 
the books of the New Orleans Gas Light 
Company, says the money losses sustained 
by the corporation through the emancipa- 
tion proclamation of President Lincoln were 
$51,600. This amount represented the value 
ot sixty -two slaves owned by the company 
at the time of the occupying of New Or- 
leans by the Federal forces. 

These slaves had been accumulated by the 
cempany since 1835, or the year of the 
organization of the New Orleans Gas- 
light and Banking Company. While the 
company Maintained a few slaves who were 
put to work about the station in 1836, the 
Sweeping substitution of such labor for 
white labor was not made until 1848, as the 
following extract from the minutes of the 
monthly meeting, March 6, of that year, 
testify: 

‘A report from the Superintendent and 
engineer of the company, made at the sug- 
gestion of the President, upon the practi- 
cability of substituting slave labor for 
white labor at the station and on the street 
mains, as well as lighting the public lamps, 
was received and read, and after discus- 
sion the apparent economy of slave Jabor, 
from the estimate of the engineer, deter- 
mined the board to authorize the engineer 
to make the experiment, and on motion it 
was resolved: 

‘That the engineer of the company be 
authorized to purchase from time to time 
as in his judgment he may deem advisable, 
with the sanction of the President, such 
siaves as will answer the purpose contem- 
plated, either as stokers and laborers, as 
well as the necessary mechanics to supply 
the place of the white labor now of, neces- 
sity employed at so large an expenditure, 
and that the Treasurer be and he is hereby 
adithorized, to accept the acts of sale of 
such negroes and pay for their cost.’ 

From the time the order was issuec ; the 
gas company, at various intervals, in- 
creased the number of its slaves to sixty- 
two, when all were released by the proc- 
lamation of the President in 1863. 

The inventory of “these slaves gave the 
name of the slave, the year bought, pres- 
ent age, cost pfice, and present value. 
It is interesting to note how the value of 
wu slave changed from year to year. For 
instance, a young fellow, Nat, was bought 
for $1,300, and s aprice in five years was 
marked down to $600, on account of some 
weakness he had. Crawford and wife were 
bought in 1836 for $2,800, and in 1862 were 
valaed at $900. Both had grown too old to 
do any appreciable amount of labor for the 
company, but their investment was not a 
bad one. Crawford's wife bore six children 
who were given an aggregate value of

a ‘the slaves advanced in years they 
were gradually marked down in value, as, 
for instance, Leonard, who cost his owners 
$1,200 at the age of forty- three, was reck- 
oned as being worth only $400 fourteen 
years after. Then, on the other hand, the 

oung slaves, aS they matured, increased 
cS value during the years they rendered 

ood service to the company. Henry 
arnes, when twenty-nine years of age 
was bought for $750, and at the date ot 
President Lincoln's preclamation of eman- 
cipation, was valued at $1,000.

Third-class cars on steam roads, already 
common enough abroad, may be run sin 
America, if the ideas of 8. T. Crapo, Gen- 


eral Manager of the Pére Marquette, are 
carried out. Mr. Crapo belfeves that to run 
three classes of cars would enable the rail- 
roads to —— more successfully with 
the electric railways, and he is enthusiastic 
in his conversation on the subject. 

“J think it would be an excellent plan,” 
he says, “for it would.give the steam 
roads the patronage of the many, people 
who want to travel short distandts, but 
who cannot afford to go on steam lines 
because the fares are so,much higher than 
they are on electric railvays. I believe we 
could successfully meet competition by 
making faster time than the electric roads 
do and’ by charging a low rate for the 
haul.”

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The action of yesterday’s stock market 
proved very conclusively not only that 
the ill-effects of the Seventh National 
Bank failure had entirely passed, but, 
further, that thé failure of Henry Mar- 
quand & Co. had been effectually dis- 
counted. At the opening there was not 
even a surface indication that on the 
day previous a National banking institu- 
tion had been forced to close its doors, 
nor did any disturbance appear when a 
few moments later announcement was 
made of the Marquand failure. Instead, 
the market for a time merely lapsed into 
dullness. the only dealing worthy of the 
name being purchases “under the-rule * 
for the account of the failed firm. 
These, because the house was a “ bear * 
house on the short side of the market, ree 
sulted in advancing prices somewhat, 
though it is not disclosing a professional 
secret to state that the traders on the 
floor were inclined to deal leniently with 
the fallen ‘house, and therefore did not 
bid up stocks of which the firm was 
short, but rather helped to make the cov- 
ering purchases at reasonable figures. 
The firm was not so fortunate in the 
safés it was obliged to make, being com- 
pelled, for instance, to offer Gas and 
Electric of Bergen County stock down 
from 101 to 30 before a purchaser could 
be found, though later the stock rallied 
to 46%. Which is illustrative of the 
danger in "Wall Street—so the Street 
itself declares—of carrying what. are 
termed “ dead,” or not. readily market- 
able, stock. 

Following these transfers for the Mare 
quand account, the market for.a time 
became pfactically dead, the tape at 
times railing to record a single transac- 
tion for several.minutes at a time. This 
dullness continued until:about 1 o’clock, 
when, under the leadership of the Eries 
and the Stee! stocks, trading became ani- 
mated. With this animation strength, 
developed, so decided and so sudden that 
it literally took the Street’s breath away. 
Prices rose and rose until the very close, 
with the result that final figures Were 
generally the best for the day and 
showed many substantial net gains. In 
some quarters there was a disposition to 
belittle the significance of this showing 
by the declaration that the buying mere- 
ly represented short covering. This is 
not the case. As a matter of fact, by 
far the greater part of the buying was 
for the account of leading financial 
houses, and the advance in prices came 
about because of this, and not because 
of short covering. Indeed, the truth is 
that up to the last moment the shorts 
undertook to fight the advance -by sell« 
ing more short stock, only to find all 
their offerings readily absorbed. 

Generally, the Marquand failure ex- 
cepted, the developments of the day were 
favorable.. The money situation was 
much better and easier, call loans run-

short while, and later, under offerings 
by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and Morgan & Co., 
who had come to the rescue on the day 
previous. falling to 6 per cent., with a 
finai flurry to 10 at the last moment. 
Most of the day’s loans were at'8 per 
cent., a by no means high figure, consid- 
ering the fact that loans made yesterday 
carry over until Monday and that there 
was’ more or. less disturbance of loans 
because of the final preparations by the 
benks for the payments of the enormous 
July disbursements to be begun next 
week. 

Still another helpful development, 
likely to be felt more as the time pro- 
gresses, was the meeting of the Finance 
Committee of the Steel Trust, at which 
it fs understood, though nothing official 
is as yet forthcoming, that it was de- 
cided’ to recommend the payment of a 
dividend at the rate of 7 per cent. on the 
preférred stock and of 4 per cent. on the 
common.

MANHATTAN JUNCTION LOOP. 


Court Decides Against Its Use by the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company. 
The residents of the East New York sec- 

tion of Brooklyn, who have been fighting 

for a long time against the operation by 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company of 
the objectionable ‘‘loop’’ at Manhattan 

Junction, were made glad yesterday by an 

order granted by Justice Gaynor, in the 

Supreme Court. 

Justice Gaynor directed that there be is- 
sued a peremptory writ of mandamus to 
compel the company to operate trains on the 
lines of the Brooklyn-Union Elevated Rail- 
road, between the terminals at the Brook- 
lyn Bridge and the ferries at the foot of 
Broadway and at Cypress Hills, as they 
were operated prior to April 1, 1900, when 
the company completed the construction of 
the so-called loop at East New York. 

The order was made in the suit brought 
by Edward F. Linton, a resident and tax- 
payer of East New York, against the com- 
pany. The jury which tried the case re- 
cently found that it was a public necessity 
that the company should operate its trains 
through to Cypress Hills, as formerly. The

BIG INSURANCE DEAL. 


The Hartford Reported to Have Secured 
Control of the American Fire Com- 
pany of This City. 


It became definitely known in insurance 
circles yesterday afternoon that the Amer- 
ican Fire Insurance Company of New York 
had either passed into the control of the 
Hartford Fire Insurance Company or had 
reinsured its entire outstanding business in 
the latter company. 

George.S. A. Young, President of the 
American, when asked late yesterday after- 
noon in regard to the acquisition of the 
company or its business by the Hartford, 
replied that he could neither confirm nor 
deny the several reports, as he would not 


be in a position to say anything before to- 
day. 

The company was first organized in 1857 
and has had an eventful history. In 1895 
its capital was cut down to $200,000, the 
minimum limit for joint stock Yfire insur- 
ance companies in this State, and its busi- 
ness was reinsured in the Phenix Insurance 
Company of Brooklyn. A. complete reor- 
ganization was effected and its capital was 
puneeanentiy increased to $400,000. It has 

%5,000 deposited with the New York State 
oceans Department, under the “ safety 
fund” law, and a deposit of $110,000 in 
Canada for the protection of Canadian pol- 
icy holders. It is lieensed to operate in 
every State of the Union except Mississippi, 
Nevada, and Oregon. 

In 1882 it reinsured the Importers and 
Traders’ Insurance Company of New York, 
in 1890 the Prudential of New York and the 
Germania of Memphis, and in 1891 the Hast 
Tennessee of Knoxville. 

Interests identified with the Manchester 
Assurance Company of England bought the 
American of New York in 1807, and since 
that time the company has been generally 
credited with reinsuring some of the Man- 
chester’s Australian business. President 
Young is the United States manager of the 
Manchester.

Politics Said to be Behind Removal of 
Deputy Collector Finck. 

Martin Finck, Deputy. Collector of Reve- 
nuc at Jersey City, was yesterday dis- 
Cc. H. Herrold, Cellector for 
Fifth District of New Jersey, whose 
office is at Newark. The letter of dismis- 
sal stated that Mr. Finck’s retirement was 
aque solely to the fact that his salary had 
been eliminated from the allowance made 
by the Revenue Department at Washing- 
ton. 

Mr. Finck was directed to turnover. all 
stamps and records to Walter Olhausen, 
wh» has been acting as cashier in the of- 
fice. but who, in Collector Herrold's letter 
is designated Deputy Collector. 

Mr. Finck declined to discuss the matter. 
bui his friends say there is a lively political 
fight behind his dismissal. When Joseph 
Farmer, who was Collector in President 
Cieveland’s Administration, retired, he 
sought to have Mr. Olhausen, who had 
been his Sepety Collector, appointed. There 
was a warm fight over: the: matter. Mr. 
Olhausen was a son of Superintendent 
Olhausen of the Central Railroad. It ended, 
however, in a victory for Mr. Finck, who 
had the backing of Col. $: D. Dickinson, 
one of the Republican leaders of Hudson 
County, who is a close personal friend of 
United States Senator William J. Sewell.

COMMISSIONER SCANNELL 
AND MARKS INDICTED 


They Are Accused of ‘Conspiracy 
to Defraud the City. 


Fire Commissioner Also Charged with 
Willful Neglect of Duty—Says In- 
vestigation Will Justify 
His Actions. 


Fire Commissioner John J. Scannell and 
“ Agent’? William L. Marks were yester- 
day indicted by the Grand Jury ag a re- 
sult of the ten days’ investigation into 
the manner of purchasing supplies by the 
Fire Department, which the official in- 
quisitors completed yesterday. 

Three indictments were handed up to 

Judge Cowing in General Sessions by Fore- 
man Taintor. Commissioner Scannell is 
charged in two with willful neglect of duty 
evading the law and with defrauding 
the city. He is also charged in the third 
{ndictment, with ‘‘Agent’’ Marks, with 
conspiracy to pervert, obstruct, and evade 
the law and to defraud the city in the 
purchasing of Fire Department supplies 
through Marks. Marks is charged with 
conspiracy to demand and obtain money 
from supply-furnishing concerns. 
the probable finding of the in- 
dictments against the Commissioner and 
his long-time personal friend, Marks, 
reached the Democratic Club early Thurs- 
day evening and was the absorbing topic 
of conversation there. Commissioner Scan- 
nell and Marks at once communicated with 
Weeks & Battle, their lawyers. Myers, 
Goldsmith & Bronner were also communi- 
cated with by Mr. Marks, and both firms, 
with ex-Assistant District Attorney Un- 
ger, will look after the legal interests of 
the Commissioner and. his friend. 
Gordon Battle was present in 
Cowing’s court when the Grand 
Jury reported at 12:30 o’clock yesterday. 
He was notified of the indictments, and 
immediately telephoned to‘his law partner, 
Mr. Weeks. Commissioner Scannell and 
Marks had driven to the.law office about 
11 o'clock, and received the news of the 
indictments there. With Mr. Weeks and 
their bondsmen they hurried to the Crim- 
inal Courts building. No warrants were 
issued. Judge Cowing, the District At- 
torney concurring, fixed bail at $2,500 in 
each case, covering all charges. 

The Commissioner and Marks, accom- 
panied by their lawyers and bondsmen, 
upon arrival at the Criminal Courts build- 
went directly to Bond Clerk Poole’s 
The Commissioner seemed quite 

and somewhat ill at easéd, 
* Agent’’ Marks appeared more nervous 
and even more ill at ease, 

Alderman Michael Kennedy gave bail for 
Commissioner Scannell. The Alderman 
keeps a saloon at 84 Elm Street. He gave 
as security property at 22 Beach Street, 
valued at $10,000. Dr. J. F, Erdmann of 
149 West Forty-fourth Street qualified as 
Marks’s bondsman. He gave property at 
60 West Fifty-second Street, valued at 
$45,000.

Grand Jury after representatives of nearly 
every manufacturing firm who had unsuc- 
cessfully bid for contracts for Fire Depart- 
ment supplies had appeared before them and 
been questioned by Samuel H. Ordway, who 
Was especially retained by District Attor- 
ney Philbin to conduct the proceedings be- 
fore the Grand Jury. Mr. Ordway in all 
probability will’ prosecute Commissioner 
Scannell and Marks when the cases are 
called for triai. He will be assisted by 
Deputy Assistant District Attorney Train. 
The date of pleading has not yet been set. 
The District Attorney said he would give 
the defendants’ lawyers plenty of time to 
examine the seventy-five-page indictments. 
Demurrers will in all probability be filed to 
the indictments, and after these are dis- 
posed of it is thought that the cases will be 
taken up during the Summer term of court. 

Recorder Goff will sit in Part I., General 
Sessions, in July, andin Part II. in August. 
It is not unlikely that the Commissioner's 
case and that.of his friend, whom he de- 
clared he would “ sticn to, in or out of of- 
fice,’ will be called before the Recorder 
during these months. Only prison cases 
have of late years been tried before the 
Judges of General Sessions, sitting in these 
two parts during the Summer, but District 
Attorney Philbin will depart from this cus- 
tom when he puts Police Captain John D. 
Herlihy on trial before the Recorder next 
month 

As to the chances of Commissioner Scan- 
nell’s removal from office upon conviction 
on any of the cov/nts of. the ‘indictments, 
Mr. Ordway had this ‘to say: 

“ The first count. against the Commission- 
er is neglect of duty. That is a misde- 
meanor. Conviction of eVasions of the law 
and defrauding the city, also misdemean- 
ors, would cause the Commissioner to for- 
feit his office and to be forever disbarred 
from holding public office again, The dif- 
ference between the two indictments against 
Mr. Scannell consists only in the specific 
transactions involved. The Marks indict- 
ment alleges specific acts. In one instance 
there was a bid for hose by a firm which 
subsequently got the contract through 
Marks and at a considerably higher rate 
than the same goods were furnished to the 
department before Marks appeared on the 
scene, after Mr. Scannel] took office. The 
maximum penalty for misdemeanors upon 
conviction is one year's impriso ent ¢ 
a fine of $500.”’ ee, en 

Commissioner Scannell and Marks were 
not subpoenaed to appear before the Grand 
Jury. They were simply accorded an op- 
portunity to appear and say something 
about their transactions. Both took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity. 


WHAT THE INDICTMENT SHOWS. 


The monopoly that Commissioner Scan- 
mell admitted Marks enjoyed in securing 
contracts for furnishing supplies to the Fire 
Department was fully told of before the 
Grand Jury, as the indictment against him 
and Marks charging conspiracy to defraud 
the city, shows. This indictment alleges 


that the crimes charged were committed 
on Jan. 5, 1898, and continuously thereafter 
until the finding of the indictment. 

The indictment alleges that it was the 
duty of Commissioner Scannell to purchase 
supplies used in the extinguishing of fires, 
and for the Fire Alarm Telegraph Bureau, 
and that these supplies, consisting of 
horses, tools, implements, and apparatus, 
should be purchased at the most reasonable 
rates, and that full, fair, and free notice 
should be given so as to insure impartial 
competition in the selling of supplies; that 
all supplies should be advertised for, if over 
$1,000, and the award given to the lowest 
bidder. 

Commissioner Scannell, the indictment de- 
clares, knew all these things, as did William 
L. Marks, “‘ but bein persons of evil minds 
and dispositions, with other evil-minded 
persons, unknown to the Grand Jury, on 
March 1, 1900, they conspired together and 
Commissioner Scannell caused it to be 
known that ee for the Fire Depart- 
ment could only be bought through William 
L. Marks, who must receive a commission 
for his services.” If a corporation, indi- 
vidual, or copartnership, wishing to sell 
supplies to the department, did not employ 
Marks, even though their bids were lower 
and they could furnish supplies of an equal 
and better quality at an even less price, 
they could not sell supplies to the Fire De- 
partment. without first employing Marks 
and giving him a commission. 

The first count, which charges conspir- 
acy, sets forth the following state of facts:

ell undertook to provide 15,000 feet of fire 

i hose for the department. Bids were adver- 
‘ tised for, and the Manhattan Rubber Man- 
wfacturing Company and the Mineralized 


————L—_——— 
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Rubber Company 
The contract was awarded to the B. F. 
Goodrich Company, which agreed with 
Marks to furnish the hose at a price in 
excess of the other bids and to pay Marks 
a commission of $3,750, equaling 25 per cent. 
of the purchase price. Commissioner Scan- 
nell, ‘‘ by subtle, fraudulent, and indirect 
means-and by unlawful devices and prac- 
tices,’’ awarded the contract to the Akron 
Rubber Company, which acted for the B. F. 
Goodrich Company. 

Further, that on May 19, 1900, under sim- 
ilar circumstances, the contract for 10,000 
feet of fire hose was awarded to the Voor- 
his Rubber Company, which agreed to pay 
Marks a commission of $2,500, or 20 per 
cent. of the purchase price. 

In June, 1899, bids were advertised for 17,- 
000 feet of fire hose for the Borough of 
Manhattan and 7,500 feet for the Borough 
of Richmond. Bids were submitted by the 
Eureka Fire Hose Company, the Manhattan 
Rubber Company, the Gutta Percha and 
Rubber Manufacturing Company, the B. F. 
Goodrich Company, and the Akron Com- 
pany. Contracts were awarded to all these 
companies except the Gutta Percha Com- 
pany, which refused to pay Marks any com- 
mission. 

On March 15, 1900, Commissioner Scannell 
advertised for a quantity of landing pads, 
the market price of which was $12 each. 
The contract was awarded to the Goodrich 
Company at the rate of $18 each. The pur- 
chase was made through Marks, who re- 
ceived a commission of $300. At the same 
time 15,000 feet three-quarter-inch fire hose 
was bought from the Goodrich Company 
through Marks for 25 cents a foot. The 
fair market price of this hose was 12 cents 
a foot. Marks’s commission on this trans- 
action amounted to $2,500. 

March 20, 1900, 200 feet of steam hose, the 
market price of which was 25 cents a foot, 
was bought from the Goodrich Company, 
through Marks, for 50 cents a foot. The 
amount of Marks’s commission in this in- 
stance ts not known to the Grand Jury. 

May 24, 1900, 500 feet of 24-inch brass 
expansion rings, the fair market price of 
which was 10 cents, were purchased by Mr. 
Scannell through Mr. Marks at 18 cents 
each. Marks’s commission is unknown. 

March 24, 1900, fifty brass hose patches, 
the market price of which was 60 cents 
each, were bought through Marks for $1.50 
each. March 24, 1900, six fresh-water con- 
nections were secured through “ Agent 
Marks for $15 each. The market price was 
$6.50. 


SECOND INDICTMENT CHARGES. 


The second indictment alleges that Com- 
missioner Scannell was guilty of neglect of 
duty in purchasing Fire Department sup- 
plies through Marks at a price much higher 
than the market price of the goods and e€x- 
cessively higher than the price asked by 
other manufacturers, who refused to deal 
through Marks. . Specific instances. are 
cited. 

On May 19, 1900, it is charged that he ad- 
vertised for bids for furnishing 10,000 feet 
of hose and. awarded the contract io the 
Voorhis company for $1 per foot when he 
could have had it from the Manhattan or 
the Mineralized Rubber Company for 88 
cents a foot. On the same date it is al- 
leged that the Commissioner awarded the 
contract for furnishing 15,000 feet of hose 
to the Eureka Rubber Company for $1, 
when he could have had it from the other 
two companies at 88 cents per foot. 

Among the witnesses who appeared before 
the Grand Jury were: Lewis Nixon, the 
shipbuilder, Chairman of the Committee of 
Five; Charles T. Silsbee, the fire engine 
manufacturer; Hugh Bonner, ex-Chief of 
the Fire Department; ex-Foreman James 
J. Clifford, recently dismissed from the 
department by Commissioner Scannell. 
(Clifford was quite active in behalf of the 
fire-fighting force.) Secretary Augustus T. 
Docharty of the Fire Department; Thomas 
F. Gilroy, Jr., George A. Weiss, William 
Falch, Henry C. Corson, A. T. Bell, Bb. F. 
Ryan, F. E. Newton, A. Spadone, i. ws 
Stewart, John J. Voorhis, William T. Cole, 
I. B. Markey, Arthur F. Townsend, J. Mur- 
phy, William Spadone, T._ Paulson, W. B. 
Dennell, A. Van Vechten, J. F. Reilly, J. J. 
Fields, Jr., and C. H. Dale. 

Controller Coler was subpoenaed, but was 
in Albany and didn’t appear.

Burton, a lawyer and farmer of Kings 
Park, L. I., was handed up to Justice Gay- 
nor in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yes- 
terday. The referee finds that the judg- 
ment of divorce was obtained by forgery 
and fraud. If the report is confirmed by 
Justice Gaynor the divorce will be set 
aside. 

Burton and his wife lived together until 
1899, when she left him and took up her 
home with her married daughter. Burton 
died in November, 1900. When his wife, 
Augusta M. Burton, claimed a dower right 
in his real estate, she was confronted by 
a decree of divorce, which her husband 


had obtained in Queens County in 1876, 
twenty-three years before the time she 
had left him to live with her daughter. 
Mrs. Burton also found that her husband 
had made and left a will, which he had 
executed only a few hours before his 
death. The will was made in favor of Isa- 
dora Nichols Burton, a young woman 
whom, it developed, Burton had married a 
short time before his death. 

Referee Groo finds that the summons 
and complaint in the divorce action twen- 
ty-five years ago were never served upon 
Augusta M. Burton and that admissions 
of service signed with her name were for- 

erles; that the testimony of a witness, 

tephen 8. Childs, alleged to have been 
taken before a referee, Was never given. 
He also finds that Augusta M. Burton had 
no pnowtedge of the divorce until after 
her husband’s death; that she continued to 
live with him up to the last day of Feb- 
ruary, 1899, and that she joined with 
Burton and as his wife in the execution 
and acknowledgment of deeds conveying 
rene estate, he representing her to be his 
wife. 

Mr. Burton left an estate said to be 
worth $100,000, practically all of which he 
left to his second wife. ife No. 1 will, 
it is expected, if the referee’s report is 
confirmed, bring a suit to have the will 
— and to recover her dower in the

SINKING OF THE NORTHFIELD. 


Investigation Begun Before the Board 
of Steam Vessel Inspectors. 

The investigation into the sinking of the 
Staten Island ferryboat Northfield by col- 
lision with the New Jersey Central Railroad 
ferryboat Mauch Chunk June 14, was be- 
gun yesterday morning in the Federal 
Building before Capts. Barnett and Petrie, 
local representatives of the Board of Steam 
Vessel Inspectors. The small offices were 
crowded to suffocation with those interest- 
ed in the investigation. 


All the persons concerned were repre- 


sented by counsel. Robert W. Forest ap- 
peared for the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey; J. Russel Soley represented the 
Staten Island Ferry people, and Luther B. 
Dow, attorney for the American Association 
of Masters and Pilots, took charge of the 


interests of Capt. Griffin of the Mauch 


Chunk. 
The session was taken up with the exam- 
ination of the Captains of the colliding ves- 


sels, the wheelmen who were assisting their 
respective Captains at the time, the en- 
gineer of the Northfield, and a number of 
passengers aboard the latter when the ac- 
cident happened. 

The most important testimony of the day 
came when Capt. Johnson of the Northfield 
was asked where he was when he gave the 
Starting signal which first sent the boat 


out on her trip. 

“IT was in the after wheelhouse, my 
Quartermaster being in the forward house,’ 
he said. 

‘Standing at the after pilothouse, could 

on ae clearly what was ahead of your 

oat? ’’ 

“IT could not; but as the Quartermaster 
was on post, had anything gone wrong he 
would have stopped the engines at once.”’ 

‘““Do you know what Rule 2 of the navi- 
gation laws says?”’ 

‘IT do; it requires that a boat being to 
starboard of another boat has the right of 
way. 

“Then you did not follow that rule?” 
Capt. Petrie asked. 

“I did not. I thought I had room to get 
past.” 

The stories of both Captains were essen- 
tially the same as those printed in the 
statement issue. by the two men shortly 
after the disaster. A map with miniature 
ferryboats fitting into the docks and 
wharves was used to show exactly how the 
accident happened and the position in which 
each of the vessels was from the time that 
the Northfield left her slip to the time that 
she was struck. 

The point involved is the exchange of sig- 
nals which took place before the crash 
came. The Mauch Chunk people say that 
they had practically no time to answer the 
signals of the Northfield before it was seen 
that the warning had come too late; the 
other side hopes to prove that signals were 
exchanged by the two bgats, and that the 
accident was the result of an error of judg- 
ment on the part of the Captain of the 
Mauch Chunk. 


DOG KILLED AFTER A CHASE. 


It Had Caused Much Alarm at Thirty- 


sixth Street and Third Avenue. 

A dog supposed to have been suffering 
from hydrophobia caused a great deal of 
excitement on Third Avenue, Lexington 
Avenue, and Thirty-sixth and Thirty-sev- 


enth Streets last night at 6:30 o'clock. He 
tirst attacked Policeman Naughton in front 
of the house 563 Third Avenue. The po- 
liceman beat him off with his club and the 
dog ran into the house. The policeman fol- 
lowed him, and when he reached the third 
floor threw his nightstick at the animal, 
which leaped:over the banisters and landed 
on the ground floor unhurt. 

It dashed out upon the ‘street, snapping 
at every one in sight. It ran to Thirty- 
seventh Street, followed by a crowd, where 
Policeman Strausman shot it. 


TUG RAN DOWN SWIMMERS. 


Caused One Colored Boy’s Death in the 
East River and Injured Another. 


Walter Lewis, sixteen years old; of 211 
East One Hundred and Second Street, and 
George Martins, nineteen years old, of 206 
East One Hundred and Third Street, both 
colored, went ‘‘in swimming” at 8 o’clock 


last night in the East River at the foot 
of One Hundred and Third Street. They 
gwam far out into the stream, but only 
Martins came back to shore. His right 
shoulder was injured and he was on the 
verge of collapse. 

He told Policeman Pretoris of the East 
One Hundred and Fourth Street Station 
that while he and Lewis were swimming 
in midstream they were run down by the 
Pennsylvania tug Meda, which was go- 
ing up the river. Lewis immediately sank 
from sight. Martins said the bow of the 
tug struck him on the shoulder, but that it 
did not prevent his swimming. He swam 
about for a few moments 7s to find 
Lewis, but was unsuccessful, and then 
swam ashore. 


HOBOKEN LAWYER ACCUSED. 


Held on Charge of Obtaining Moncey 
Under False Pretenses. 

John Rigney, a Hoboken lawyer, was ar- 
raigned before Recorder Stanton yester- 
day charged by Bertha Reilly of 104 Fifth 
Street, with obtaining money under false 
pretenses, 

Patrick Reilly, complainant’s husband, 


was arrested some time ago for atrocious 
assault. In default of bail he was com- 
mitted to the Hudson County Jail. Accord- 
ing to Mrs. wens story Rigney called at 
her home and offered to secure her hus- 
band’s release for $5. The money, he told 
her, was to be given to Recorder Stantoa. 
She gave him the maney and shortly after 
he returned and sal e wanted another 
dollar for a member of the Common Coun- 
cil.

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McDONNELL CASE ADJOURNED. 


Wife of Accused Murderer Wept When 
Husband Was Not Discharged. 
Mrs. Miles McDonnell, whose husband is 
on trial in the Criminal Branch of the Su- 
preme Court, charged with murdering 
George Price, in the Onawa Café, in De- 
cember last, broke down and wept when her 
husband was not discharged from custody 

yesterday. 

Mrs. McDonnell, who has sat by her hus- 
band’s side while the State was endeavor- 
ing to prove that he did not kill Price in 
self-defense, and that he was guilty of 
murder in the first degree, confidently ex- 
pected the prosecution to close its case yes- 
terday. So did Levy & Unger, McDonnell's 
lawyers. Instead, however, another ad- 
journment was added to the numerous de- 
lays that have attended the trial. Deputy 
Assistant District Attorney Garvan asked 
that the case go over until Monday, owing 
to the absence of Coroners’ Physician Wes- 
ton. 

Abraham Levy will move on Monday to 
have the prisoner discharged, on the ground 
that the State has failed to make out its 
case. No witness has yet testified that he 
saw McDonnell shoot Price. The death-bed 
identification of Price is in evidence, but to 
this the defendant's counsel] take exception, 
on the ground that it was not in the nature 
of an ante-mortem statement, and therefore 
inadmissible in evidence. 


SOME TUNNEL NUISANCES. 


Grand Jury Talked About Them, but 
Could See No Remedy. 


The Grand Jury devoted the last hours 
of its sessions yesterday to the consid- 
eration of the work of the rapid transit 
tunnel sub-contractors. Some complaints 
that the works were nuisances and endan- 
gered the lives of individuals attempting to 
board or alight from the surface cars at 
certain points caused the members of the 
Grand Jury to issue several subpoenas for 
officials of the Metropolitan Street Rail- 


road Company and of the tunnel contract- 


ors. 

President H. H. Vreeland of the Metro- 
politan Company, Henry E. Robinson, coun- 
sel to the company, and William Barclay 
Parsons, Chie Engineer of the Rapid 
Transit Commission, went before the of- 
ficial inquisitors and answered the ques- 
tions of the jurors. 

The complaints were various, and con- 
cerned the blasting and other noises of 
the work, the vibrations of the machinery, 
the odors, and the street obstructions. t 
was also claimed that the excavations at 
some points were not properly safeguarded. 

Mr. Vreeland said the cars of his com- 
pany had to run along the edge of the 
trenches, and he could not see any way 
the matter could be remedied except to 
hurry the work to completion. Mr. Robin- 
son and Mr. Parsons testified similarly. 
The Grand Jurors had not any better 
remedy to suggest either, so it was decided 
to let the matter drop, 


THREE-PLATOON SYSTEM. 


Commissioner Murphy Says It May Go 


Into Effect in a Week, 


Police Commissioner Murphy announced 
yesterday that in all probability the three 


platoon system would be put into operation 
in about a week. . The ideas of the patrol- 
men will be carried out, he said, as far as 
practicable. / 

Asked concerning the rumor that the 
‘ straight-post’’ idea had been abandoned 
end that it is purposed to have the average 
post under the new system three blocks 
long on the Avenue, with on the side streets 
half blocks on both sides of the avenue, to 
cover, the Commissioner said that that had 
not been definitely decided. 

‘“‘But my idea,’ he said, ‘‘is to fix it 
so that policemen will always be in sight of 

ach other, and so it will always be possible 
to find a policeman when he is wanted.”’ 


CATBOAT MYSTERY SOLVED. 


Nobody Drowned, but Owners Had a 
Swim They Did Not Contemplate. 


The mystery of the catboat adrift off 
Fort Schuyler Light, Long Island Sound, in 
which some clothing was found and letters 
written by Maggie Helacy of 237 East One 
Hundred and Twenty-first Street to ‘‘ Dear 
Bill ’’ and ‘* Dear Willie,’’ has been solved. 

It appears that on Wednesday Lambert 
Van Allen, nineteen years old, and William 
Boost, eighteen years old, of 515 East One 
Hundred and Nineteenth Street, hired the 


boat at the foot of One Hundred and Nine- 
teenth Street. They sailed up the East 
River and tied their boat to a barge that 
was in tow. 

They climbed upon the barge and after a 
time noticed that their boat was missing, 
the towline having parted while they were 
not looking. The barge, whfch was bound 
for. some place in Connecticul. passed 
close to land near Pelhamville, and the boys 
jumped overboard and swam ashore. 

They reached home late Wednesday night, 
and yesterday went in search of the boat, 
finally locating it. William Boost was very 
much put out by the publication of the let- 
ters from ‘‘ Maggie.”’ 


INVENTOR KILLED HIMSELF. 


Despondent Because Financiers Refused 


to Advance His Invention. 

Discouraged because the men who were 
to furnish the money for the placing of his 
invention on the market, Irving C. Smith, 
fifty-eight years old, of 67 East One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-eighth Street, committed 
suicide yesterday in his apartments, He 
shot himself through the head with a small 


rifle. 

Smith lived with his half-sister, Mrs. E. 
J. Howes. He had been an inventor all his 
life and among his inventions was a steam 
yacht engine that was in great vogue for 
some years.

This made him 
despondent. 

His sister went out shopping at 9 o’clock 
esterday morning leaving him in_ the 
ouse. She returned in less than an hour 
and found her brother dead on the dining 
room floor with his rifle by his side. He 
left no letters explaining his act.

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APOLOGIZED IN COURT. 


Mrs. Taylor Found Co-respondents Were 
Innocent and Withdrew Divorce Suit. 
Learning that the co-respondents whom 

she had named in her suit for a divorce, 

which she brought some time ago against 
her husband, Walter Taylor, were innocent 
women, Mrs. €ate L. Taylor yesterday, be- 
fore Justice Gaynor, in the Supreme Court, 
Brecklyn, withdrew in open court the 


charges she made. Mrs. Taylor submitted 
the following affidavit to the Court: 

‘I have withdrawn -the action which I 
brought against my husband, Walter Tay- 
lor, tor a divorce, and have taken this ac- 
tion because I have become convinced upon 
further investigation that the charges 
which I made against Mr. Taylor are not 
true, and I make this public retraction to 
right, so far as I can, the wrong and injury 
I may have done to the parties against 
whom the charges were originally made.” 


DIVORCE FOR MRS. SHULTS. 


Her Action Unopposed, and Decree to be 
Granted—Asks No Alimony. 


A decree of absolute divorce was prac- 
tically awarded yesterday in the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, to Mrs. John H. Shults, 
Jr., a member of the wealthy and promi- 
nent Beard family of Brooklyn, in her ac- 
tion against her husband, who is a son of 
the millionaire baker and horse owner. 

Mr. Shults is at present residing at Port 
Chester. Mrs. Shults is living at the home 
of her mother, 140 Amity Street, Brooklyn. 
Her brother, Frank Beard, the well-known 
horseman, recently died at Lakewood. 

The case was on the calendar of unde- 
fended divorce suits before Justice Gaynor. 
The defendant made no appearance, either 


personally or by counsel. The evidence sub- 
mitted by Mrs. Shults stated that the cou- 

le were married on Dec. 3, 1890, at the 

ome of the plaintiff's mother, by the Rev. 
Dr. Charles Hall, rector of Holy Trinity 
Protestant Episcopal Church, Brooklyn 
Heights. Three years ago they parted, and 
since then their two children have been liv- 
ing at the home of Mrs. Beard, in Amity 
Street. The specific allegations against the 
defendant are that he was guilty of mis- 
conduct with one Sylvia Thorne in the lat- 
ter part of 1897 and the early part of 1898, 
and in November, 1900, with one Eva Rich- 
ards, in an apartment house on Fifth 
Avenue, Manhattan. 

Mrs. Shults, who was in the witness chair 
but a few minutes, testified that her alle- 
gations against her husband were true. 
Mrs. Ade Stephens of 33 West Sixty-third 
Street and Fanny Fox, a maid who had 
been in the employ of Mrs. Stephens, gave 
confirmative evidence. 

Justice Gaynor decided that sufficient 
testimony had been submitted, and an- 
nounced that the plaintiff would be granted 
a decree. Mrs, Shults said that she only 
desired freedom from her husband, and 
asked for no alimony. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


A LIBEL AGAINST His OcCCUPATION.—The 
services of the chief clerk of the business 
staff of an evening newspaper in this city 
were dispensed with some time ago, and 
the patrons of the paper's advertising de- 
partment were informed by letter of the 
fact. Other workers on the staff were dis- 
charged at the same time. The chief clerk 
brought a libel suit against the paper, ob- 
jecting to the following statement in the 
letter: ‘‘ The reason of the change was a 
general careless manner of attending to our 
business. Their places will be filled with 
competent parties, who will attend to our 
affairs in a more businesslike manner.” 
The plaintiff alleged that such statement 
would lead advertisers to believe he was 
unfitted for his trade or calling. A demur- 
rer tc the complaint was yesterday over- 
ruled by Justice Clarke, who holds that the 
words were published in relation to the 
business of plaintiff and are libelous per 
se. ‘‘To assert falsely,’’ the Court says, 
‘‘of a clerk or other employe that he had 
been discharged because he was generally 
careless in the transaction of the employ- 


er’s business and that he was incompetent 
could not fail to injure him in his search 
for a new position, and even prevent his 
obtaining one. It is too well settled to 
need citation that words spoken in relation 
to a man’s trade or business may be libel- 
ous per se, even though such words if 
spoken or written of an ordinary person 
might not. The law allows this form of ac- 
tion not only to protect a man’s character 
as such, but to protect him in his ocecupa- 
tion also against injurious imputations. It 
recognizes the right of a man to live and 


the necessity of labor, and will not permit - 


one to assail by words the pecuniary credit 
of another except at the peril, in case they 
are untrue, of answering in damages. The 


principle is clearly stated by Bayley, J., in’ 


Whitaker vs. Bradley, (7 D. & R, 649:) 
‘Whatever words have a tendency to hurt 
or are calculated to prejudice a man who 
seeks. his livelihood by any trade or busi- 
ness, are actionable.” When proved to have 
been spoken in relation thereto, the action 
is supported. without allegation or proof of 
special damages, because both the falsity 
of the words and resulting damage are pre- 
sumed.” 
*,° 

RELIEF FROM FRAUDULENT FOREIGN 
JUDGMENT.—In an action brought by Allen 
J. Gray against the Richmond Bicycle 
Company, it has been held by the €ourt of 
Appeals that a judgment in another State 
against the maker of a promissory note 
obtained by the payee, is a bar to an ac- 
tion in this State against the maker by a 
transferee after maturity, unless the payee 
was induced to secure the judgment by the 
fraud of the maker. It appeared that the 
President of the defendant company, while 
in possession of its property as agent under 
mortgages for thé benefit of certain cred- 
itors, wrote to the payees of certain notes 
apparently to induce them to place their 
notes, not yet due, in the hands of certain 


attorneys recommended by him, so that 
judgment could be taken upon them under 
the terms of the mortgage, which would be 
a ratification of such mortgage. He made 
the misstatement that the assets were suf- 
ficient to pay all preferred claims, and 
omitted to state that the mortgage, includ- 
ing the payees’ claim, was second to an- 
other given at the same time. Their claim, 
he also failed to state, was by the terms 
thereof subject to the prior payment of ail 
other mortgages, and that the attorneys 
recommended were acting for the first 
mortgagee, who would derive the greatest 
benefit from the ratification of the mort- 
gage. There was property in the State of 
the payees’ residence which might be at- 
tached to the loss of such maker and the 
other preferred claimants, if such payees 
did not come in under the mortgage. The 
question whether the judgment was pro- 
cured by fraudulent representations and 
concealments was, the court holds, one for 
the jury. Relief may be obtained from the 
judgment, if fraudulent, the court says, 
without application to the courts of the 
other State,*and it cannot be indirectly en- 
fuerced as a bar to the action, since a court 
of this State may, where it has jurisdiction 
of the parties, determine the question 
whether a judgment between them, ren- 
dered in another State, was obtained by 
fraud, and if so, may enjoin the enforce- 
ment of it, although its subject matter is 
situated in such other State.
